W HEN first these papers came to our hands, 
1 long doubted whether to commit them 
to the printing press or the flames, till, 
mindful of that mercy which long ago had pardoned the 
s author, however foully delinquent against his Sacred 
Majesty, we judged it were a most foolish inclemency 
not to spare his perishable works. For it has always 
seemed justest to most men to imitate also the actions 
of whatsoever Prince we should obey in in junction and 
10 command. Not that we present you here with anything 
to corrupt the manners or disposition of younger men, 
or flatter the seditious and impotent lust of ruling in 
others.

Meanwhile, you can see how when kings were expelled, 
with how beautiful a lion’s skin the ass was clad; and 
how rebels when they name embassies, send envoys, 
35 wars, and assume the other prerogatives of Royal Maj- 
esty, think power unjustly usurped their due, and 
rightly granted them. Have them. Reader, to enjoy for 
your own advantage and the confusion of bad men.

The Senate and People of England, to the most Noble 
Senate of the City of Hamborough. 

F or how long a series o£ past Years, and for what im- 
portant Reasons the Friendship enter’d into by our 
Ancestors with your most Noble City has continu’d to 
this day, we both willingly acknowledge, together with your 
5 selves; nor is it a thing displeasing to us, frequently also to call 
to our remembrance. But as to what we understand, by your 
Letters dated the 2^th. of June, that some of our People deal 
not witli that Fidelity and Probity, as they were wont to do in 
their Trading and Commerce among ye ; we presently referr’d 
10 it to the consideration of certain Persons well skill’d in those 
matters, to the end they might make a more strict enquiry into 
the Frauds of the Clothiers and other Artificers of the Woollen 
Manufacture. And we farther promise, to take such effectual 
care, as to make you sensible of our unalterable intentions, to 
15 preserve sincerity and justice among our selves, as also never 
to neglect any good Offices of our kindness that may redound to 
the welfare of your Commonwealth. On the other hand, there 
is something likewise which we not only require, but which 
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ut nostrx gcntis mercatoribus, vcstris hospitibus & sua privi- 
Icgia conscrvarc, & eorum vitam, atque fortunas, prout civi- 
tatc dignum cst, vcstris opibus defcnderc vclitis. Quod, ut pri- 
oribus Uteris enix^ petivimus, ita nunc etiam ut vehemcntius 
5 efflagitemus, faciunt quotidians mercatorum qucrels, quas ad 
nos deferunt; suam nimirUm salutem atque rem omnem rur- 
sus apud VOS in dubio esse.

Equity it self, and all the Laws of God and Man, demand of 
yourselves. That you will not only conserve inviolable to the 
Merchants of our Nation their Privileges, but by your Author- 
ity and Power defend and protect their Lives and Estates, as it 
5 becomes your City to do. Which as we most earnestly desir’d 
in our former Letters, so upon the repeated Complaints of our 
Merchants that are daily made before us, we now more ear- 
nestly sollicite and request it: they complaining. That their 
safety, and all that they have in the world, is again in great 
10 jeopardy among ye. For although they acknowledge them- 
selves to have reap’d some Benefit for a short time of our for- 
mer Letters sent you, and to have had some respite from the 
Injuries of a sort of Profligate People; yet since the coming of 
the same Coc\hrd\m to your City (of whom we complain’d 
IS before) who pretends to be honour’d with a sort of Embassy 
from {Charles^ the Son of the lately deceas’d King, they have 
been assaulted with all manner of ill Language, Threats and 
naked Swords of Rufi&ans and Homicides, and have wanted 
your accustom’d Protection and Defence ; insomuch, that when 
20 Two or Three of the Merchants, together with the President 
of the Society, were hurry’d away by surprize Aboard a cer- 
tain Privateer, and that the rest implor’d your Aid, yet they 
could not obtain any Assistance from you, till the Merchants 
themselves were forc’d to embody their own strength, and res- 
25 cue from the hands of Pyrates the Persons Seiz’d on in that 
River, of which your City is the Mistress, not without extream 
hazard of their Lives. Nay, when they had fortunately brought 
’em home again, and as it were by Force of Arms recover’d 
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indigna servitute velud manu asseruissent, captos etiam pira- 
tas ipsos in custodiam dededissent, Cochranum ilium perfu- 
gam & perduellem e6 audacise processisse accipimus, ut & 
prxdatores dimitti liberos, & mercatores tradi sibi vinctos

To the Senate of Hamborough. 

Y our conspicuous Favour in the doubtful condition 
of our Affairs, is now the reason, that after Victory 
and prosperous Success, we can no longer question 
your good will and friendly inclination towards us. As for our 
5 parts, the War being almost now determin’d, and our Enemies 
every where vanquish’d, we have deem’d nothing more just, 
or more conducing to the firm Establishment of the Repub- 
lick, then that they who by our means (the Almighty being 
always our Captain and Conductor) have either recover’d their 
10 Liberty, or obtain’d their Lives and Fortunes, after the per- 
nicious Ravages of a Civil War, of our free Gift and Grace, 
should testifie and pay in exchange to their Magistrates Alle- 
giance and Duty in a solemn manner, if need requir’d. More 
especially, when so many Turbulent and Exasperated Persons, 
15 more then once receiv’d into Protection, will make no end, 
either at home or abroad, of acting Perfidiously, and raising 
new Disturbances. To that purpose we took care to enjoin a 
certain form of an Oath, by which all who held any Office in 
the Commonwealth, or being fortify’d with the Protection of 
20 the Law, enjoy’d both Safety, Ease, and all other Conveniences 
of Life, should bind themselves to Obedience in words pre- 
scrib’d. This we also thought proper to be sent to all Colonies 
abroad, or where-ever else our People resided for the conven- 
ience of Trade ; to the end that the Fidelity of those over whom 
25 we are set, might be prov’d and known to us, as it is but reason- 
able and necessary. Which makes us wonder so much the more

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at what our Merchants write from your City, that they are not 
permitted to execute our Commands by some or other of your 
Order and Degree. Certainly what the most Potent United 
Provinces of the Low Countries, most jealous of their Power 
5 and their Interests, never thought any way belonging to their 
inspection, namely whether the English Foreigners swore Fi- 
delity and Allegiance to their Magistrates at home, either in 
these or those Words, how that should come to be so suspected 
and troublesome to your City, we must plainly acknowledge 
10 that we do not understand. But this proceeding from the pri- 
vate inclinations or fears of some, whom certain Vagabond 
Scots, expeU’d their Countrey, are said to have enforc’d by 
Menaces, on purpose to deter our Merchants from Swearing 
Fidelity to us, we impute not to your City. Most earnestly 
15 therefore we intreat and conjure ye (for it is not now the in- 
terest of Trade, but the honour of the Republick it self that lies 
at stake) not to suffer any one among ye, who can have no 
reason to concern himself in this Affair, to interpose his Au- 
thority, whatever it be, with that Supremacy which we chal- 
20 lenge over our own Subjects, not by the judgment and opinion 
of Foreigners, but by the Laws of our Country; for who would 
not take it amiss, if we should forbid your Hamhurghers, re- 
siding here, to Swear Fidelity to you that are their Magistrates 
at Home? Farewel.

10 Calumnies of Loose and Wicked men ; perhaps we should find 
those persons more amicably inclin’d, who now abroad have 
the worst sentiments of our actions. For as to what we justifie 
our selves to have justly and strenuously perform’d after the 
Example of our Ancestors, in pursuance of our Rights, and for 
15 recovery of the native Liberty of English-men, certainly it is 
not the work of Human force or wit to eradicate the perverse 
and obstinate Opinions of People wickedly inclin’d concern- 
ing what we have done. But after all, in reference to what is 
common to us with all Foreign Nations, and more for the gen- 
20 eral interest on both sides, we are willing to let the world 
know, that there is nothing which we more ardendy desire, 
then that the Friendship and Commerce which our People 
have been accustom’d to maintain with all our Neighbours, 
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esse, non imminutum, sed auctum atque ratum magnoper^ 
cupimus. Cumque vestro in regno populates nostri permagna 
& per utrique genti quxstuosa habeant negotia, iis ne impe- 
dimentum aliquod aut imcommodum afferatur, quantum in 
5 nobis est, curabimus.

However, 
we foresee that all our Industry will be in vain, if, as it is re- 
ported, the Pyrates and Revolters of our Nation shall be suf- 
fer’d to have Refuge in your Ports, and after they have taken 
and plunder’d the Laden Vessels of the English, shall be per- 
10 mitted to sell their Goods by Publick Outcries at Lisbon. To 
the end therefore that a more speedy remedy may be apply’d 
to this growing Mischief, and that we may be more clearly 
satisfy’d concerning the Peace which we desire, we have sent 
toYour Majesty the most Noble Charles under the Char- 
ts acter of our Agent, with Instructions and a Commission, a 
plenary Testimonial of the Trust we have repos’d, and the em- 
ployment we have conferr’d upon him. Him therefore we 
most earnestly desire your Majesty graciously to hear, to give 
him Credit, and to take such Order, that he may be safe in his 
20 Person and his Honour within the bounds of your Dominions. 
These things, as they will be most acceptable to us, so we prom- 
ise, whenever occasion offers, that the same oflSces of kindness 
to your Majesty shall be mutually observ’d on all our parts.

W E have receiv’d and read your Majesty’s Letters 
to the Parlament of England, dated from Stochr 
holm the 26th. of September last, and deliver’d 
by Peter Spering Silvercroon; and there is nothing which we 
5 more vehemendy and cordially desire, then that the ancient 
Peace, Trafl&ck and Commerce of long continuance between 
the English and Swedes may prove diuturnal, and every day 
encrease. Nor did we question but that your Majesty’s Embas- 
sador was come amply Instructed to make those Proposals 
10 chiefly which should be most for the Interest and Honour of 
both Nations, and which we were no less readily prepar’d to 
have heard, and to have done effectually that which should 
have been thought most secure and beneficial on both sides. 
But it pleas’d the Supreme Moderator and Governour of all 
15 things, that before he had desir’d to be heard as to those Mat- 
ters which he had in Charge from your Majesty to propound 
to the Parlament, he departed this Life (whose loss we took 
with that heaviness and sorrow, as became persons whom it no 
less behov’d to acquiesce in the Will of the Almighty) whence 
20 it comes to pass that we are prevented hitherto from knowing 
your Majesty’s pleasure, and that there is a stop at present put 
to this Negotiation. Wherefore we thought we could do no less

T he Council of State, upon mature deliberation of 
that Paper which they receiv’d from your Excellency, 
VoUunt 1652. as also upon that which your Excellency 
at your Audience the ,6 of this Month deliver’d to the Coun- 
5 cil, return this Answer to both those Papers. That the Parla- 
ment, &c. was always very desirous of preserving the firm 
Friendship and good Peace seded at present between this Re- 
publick and his Royal Majesty of Spain, from the time that 
first your Excellency signify’d the tendency of his Majesty’s 
10 Inclinations that way, and was always ready to ratify and con- 
firm the same to the Benefit and Advantage of both Nations.

But as to 
the manner of putting Perishable Goods to Sale that are cast 
Ashore by Shipwrack, the Council thinks it meet to propose 
the way of selling by Inch of Candle, as being the most prob- 
5 able means to procure the true value of the Goods for the best 
Advantage of the Proprietors. Nevertheless, if the foresaid 
Lords Embassadours shall propose any other method already 
found out which may more properly conduce to this end, the 
Council will be no hinderance, but that what is just may be put 
10 in practice. Neither is it to be understood, that the considera- 
tion of this matter shall put any stop to the Treaty. 

As to the Punishment of those that shall violate the pro- 
pounded Treaty, the Council has made that Addition which is 
mention’d in their Answer to the Fourteenth Article for the 
15 greater force and efficacy of that Article, and thereby to render 
the League it self more firm and lasting. 

As to the last Clause of the Fourteenth Article, we think it 
not proper to give our Assent to those Leagues and Alliances, 
of which mention is made in the foresaid Answers, and which 
20 are only generally propounded, before it be more clearly ap- 
parent to us what they are. But when your Excellencies shall 
be pleas’d to explain those matters more clearly to the Cotm- 
cil, we may be able to give a more express Answer to those 
Particulars.

T he Council having view’d the Commissions of the 
foresaid Lords Embassadors, giving them Power to 
Transact with the Parlament or their Commissioners, 
concerning all things expedient to be Transacted in order to 
5 the reviving the old Leagues or adding new ones, believ’d in- 
deed the foresaid Lords to have bin furnish’d with that Author- 
ity as to be able to return Answers, and Negotiate all things, 
as well such as should be propounded by this Republick, as on 
the behalf of the King of Danemar\ and Norway, and so did 
10 not expect the Replies which it has pleas’d the foresaid Lords 
Embassadors to give to the First, Second, Third and Fifth de- 
mand of the Council ; whereby of necessity a stop will be put to

^^LTHOUGH the Parlament of the Republick of Eng- 
U X land some time since redoubl’d their Commands to 
JL jL all the chief Captains and Masters of Ships arriving 
in the Ports belonging to your Highness, to carry themsdves 
5 peacefully and civilly, and with becoming observance and 
duty to a most Serene Prince, whose Friendship this Republick 
so earnestly endeavours to preserve, as having bin oblig’d by so 
many great Kindnesses; an Accident altogether unexpected 
has fallen out, through the Insolence, as they hear, of Captain 
10 Appleton in the Port of Leghorn, who offer’d Violence to the 
Sentinel then doing his Duty upon the Mole, against the Faith 
and Duty which he ows this Republick, and in contempt of 
the Reverence and Honour which is jusdy owing to your 
Highness: the relation of which Action, as it was really com- 
15 mitted, the Parlament has understood by your Letters of the 
7th. and 9th. of December, dated from Florence; as also more 
at large by the most Worthy Almeric Salvetti, your Resident 
here. And they have so sincerely laid to heart your Highness’s 
Honour, which is the main concern of this Complaint, that 
20 they have referr’d to the Council of State, to take care that

U PON grievous Complaints brought before us by 
Philip Noel, John Godal, and the Society of Mer- 
chants of Foy in England, that a certain Ship of 
theirs, call’d the Ann of Foy, an English Ship by them fitted 
S out, and laden with their own Goods, in her return home to the 
Port of Foy about Michaelmas last, was unjustly and without 
any cause set upon and taken by a certain Privateer of Ostend, 
Erasmus Bruer Commander, and the Seamen tmworthily and 
barbarously us’d ; The Council of State wrote to the Marquis of 
10 Leda concerning it (a copy of which Letter we also send en- 
clos’d to your Excellency) and expected from him, that with- 
out delay Orders would have bin given for the doing of Justice 
in this matter. Nevertheless after all this the foresaid Noel, 
together with the said Company make further heavy com- 
15 plaint, that altho our Letters were deliver’d to the Marquess, 
and that those Merchants from that time forward betook 
themselves to Bruges to the Court there held for Maritime 
Causes, and there asserted and prov’d their Right and the Ver- 
ity of their Cause, yet that Justice was deni’d them; and that 
30 they were so hardly dealt with, that though the Catise had 
bin ripe for Tryal above three Months, nevertheless they could 
obtain no Sentence from that Court, but that their Ship and 
Goods are still detain’d, notwithstanding the great Expenccs 
they have bin at in Prosecuting their Claim.

Y our Love of Religion, apparently made known in 
your Letters to us deliver’d, and your excelling Piety 
and singular Affection to the Reformed Churches, 
more especially considering the Nobility and Splendor of your 
5 Character, and in a Kingdom too, wherein there are so many 
and such abounding hopes propos’d to all of Eminent Quality 
that revolt from the Orthodox faith, so many Miseries to be 
undergone by the Resolute and constant, gave us an occasion 
of great joy and consolation of Mind. Nor was it less grateful 
10 to us that we had gain’d your good Opinion, upon the same 
account of Religion, which ought to render your Highness 
most chiefly belov’d and dear to our selves. We call God to 
Witness, That whatever hopes or expectations the Churches, 
according to your Relation, had of us, we may be able one day 
IS to give them satisfaction, if need require, or at least to demon- 
strate to all men how much it is our desire never to fail ’em. 
Nor should we think any fruit of our Labours, or of this Dig- 
nity or Supream Employment which we hold in our Repub- 
lick, greater, then that we naight be in a condition to be 
20 serviceable to the enlargement, or the welfare, or which is 
more sacred, to the Peace of the Reformed Church.

Most Serene Prince, 

I ETTERS have bin sent us from Geneva, as also from the 
Dauphinate, and many other Places bordering upon 
^ your Territories, wherein we are given to understand. 
That such of your Royal Highness’s Subjects as profess the 
Reformed Religion, are Commanded by your Edict, and by 
your Authority, within three days after the Promulgation of 
your Edict, to depart their Native Seats and Habitations, upon 
20 pain of capital Punishment, and Forfeiture of all their For- 
tunes and Estates, unless they will give security to relinquish 
their Religion within Twenty days, and embrace the Roman 
Catholick Faith. And that when they appli’d themselves to 
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suppliccs ad Cclsitudincm vestram Regalcm contulissent, pe- 
tentcs ud edictum illud rcvocetur, utque ipsi pristinam in 
gradam rccepd, concessx k Screnissimis Majoribus vestris 
libertad rcsdtuantur, partem tamen exercitus vestri in eos 
5 impetum fedsse multos crudelissime trucidasse, alios vinculis 
mandasse, rcliquos in descrta loca montesquc nivibus cooper- 
tos expulisse, ubi familianim aliquot centuriae, eo loci redi- 
guntur ut sit metuendum ne frigore & fame, brevi sint miser^ 
omnes periturae.

10 things, when they were related to us, we could not chuse but 
be touch’d with extream Grief and Conpassion for the Suffer- 
ings and Calamities of this Afflicted People. Now in regard 
we must acknowledge our selves link’d together not only by 
the same tye of Humanity, but by joynt Communion of the 
15 same Religion, we thought it impossible for us to satisfie our 
Duty to God, to Brotherly Charity, or our Profession of the 
same Religion, if we should onely be affected with a bare sor- 
row for the Misery and Calamity of our Brethren, and not 
contribute all our endeavours to Relieve and Succour ’em in 
20 their unexpected Adversity, as much as in us lies. Therefore 
in a greater measure we most earnestly Beseech and Conjure 
your Royal Highness, that you would call back to yotu: 
thoughts the moderation of your most Serene Predecessors, 
and the Liberty by them Granted and Confirm’d from time 
35 to time to their Subjects the Vaudois. In Granting and Con- 
firming which, as they did that, which without all question 
was most grateful to God, who has bin pleas’d to reserve the 
Jurisdiction and Power over die Conscience to himself alone, 
so there is no doubt but that they had a due consideration of

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their Subjects also, whom they found Stout and most Faithful 
in War, and always Obedient in Peace. And as your Royal 
Serenity in other things most laudably follows the footsteps of 
your Immortal Ancestors, so we again and again beseech your 
5 Royal Highness not to swerve from the path wherein they trod 
in this particular; but that you would vouchsafe to Abrogate 
both this Edict, and whatsoever else may be Decreed to the 
Disturbance of your Subjects upon the account of the Re- 
form’d Religion; that you would ratifie to ’em their conceded 
10 Privileges and pristin Liberty, and command their Losses to be 
repair’d, and that an end be put to their Oppressions. Which 
if your Royal Highness shall be pleas’d to see perform’d, you 
will do a thing most acceptable to God, revive and comfort the 
miserable in dire Calamity, and most highly oblige all your 
15 Neighbours that Profess the Reformed Religion, but more es- 
pecially our selves, who shall be bound to look upon your 
Clemency and Benignity toward your Subjects as the fruit of 
our earnest Solicitation. Which will both engage us to a 
reciprocal return of all good Offices, and lay the solid foimda- 
20 tions not only of establishing, but encreasing Alliance and 
Friendship between this Republick and your Dominions. Nor 
do we less promise this to our selves from your Justice and 
Moderation; to which we Beseech Almighty God to endine 
your Mind and Thoughts. And so we cordially Implore Just

Most Serene Prince, 

B y your Letters of the i^h. of Nov. 1654. you have 
V made us sensible of your singular good-will and a£cc- 
* tion toward us; and your Envoy, who deliver’d those 
Letters to us, more amply declar’d your desire of contracting 
5 Alliance and Friendship with us. Certainly for our parts, we 
do not a litde rejoyce at this Opportunity offer’d us to declare 
and make manifest our Affection to your Highness, and how 
great a value we justly set upon your Person. But after Fame 
had reported to us your egregious Merits and Labours under- 
10 taken in behalf of the Christian Republick, when you were 
pleas’d that all these things, and what you have farther in your 
thoughts to do in the defence and for promoting the Christian 
Interest, should be in Friendly maimer imparted to us by Let- 
ters from your self, this afforded us a more plentiful occasion 
15 of Joy and Satisfaction, to hear, that God, in those remoter 
Regions, had rais’d up to himself so Potent and Renowned a 
Minister of his Glory and Providence: And that this great 
Minister of Heaven so fam’d for his Courage and Success, 
should be desirous to associate with us in the common Defence 
20 of the Protestant Religion, at this time wickedly assail’d by 
Words and Deeds. Nor is it to be question’d but that God, who 
has infus’d into us both, though separated by such a spacious 
interval of many Climates, the same desires and thoughts of 
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juncds, cundem Religionis Orthodoxx defendendx studium 
atque animum injecit, dubium non est quin carum prxcipuc 
radonum author nobis futurus sit, unde & nobis & inter nos 
& Reformatorum reliquis principibus ac civitadbus hac in re 
5 maximo esse adjumento atque usui possimus, occasionibus 
cert^ omnibus intend, si quas Deus obtulerit, iis quod ad 
nos atdnet, eodem Deo bcn^ juvante, non deerimus. Interea 
Celsitudint Vestrae sine summo dolore commemorare non pos- 
sumus quanta inclementia Dux Allobrogum subditos suos Al- 
io pinarum quarundam Vallium incolas Orthodoxam Religio- 
nem rednentes persequutus sit.

10 Whom he has not only constrain’d by a most severe Edict as 
many as refuse to embrace the Catholick Religion, to forsake 
their Native Habitations, Goods and Estates, but has fall’n 
upon ’em with his Army, put several most Cruelly to the 
Sword, others more Barbarously Tormented to Death, and 
*5 driven the greatest number to the Mountains, there to be con- 
sum’d with Cold and Hunger, exposing their Houses to the 
Fury, and their Goods to the Plunder of his Executioners. 
These things as they have already bin related to your Highness, 
so we readily assure our selves, that so much cruelty cannot but 
20 be grievously displeasing to yom ears, and that you will not 
be wanting to afford your Aid and Succour to those miserable 
Wretches, if there be any that survive so many Slaughters and 
Calamities. For otir parts we have Written to the Duke of 
Savoy, beseeching him to remove his insenc’d Anger from his 
25 Subjects; as also to the King of France, that he would vouch- 
safe to do the same; and lasdy to the Princes of the Reformed 
Religion, to the end they might tmderstand our sentiments 
concerning so fell and savage a piece of Cruelty. Which though

W E make no question but that the fame of diat 
most rigid Edict has reach’d your Dominions, 
whereby the Duke of Savoy has totally Ruin’d 
15 his Protestant Subjects Inhabiting the Alpine Valleys, and 
commanded ’em to be extirminated from their Native Seats 
and Habitations, unless they will give security to renounce 
their Religion receiv’d from their Forefathers, in exchange 
for the Roman Catholick Superstition, and that within 
20 Twenty days at farthest; so that many being kill’d, the rest 
Strip to their Skins and expos’d to most certain destruction, 
are now forc’d to wander over desert Moimtains and through 
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hycmcmque pcrpetuam fame & frigore confccti cum conju- 
gibus ac parvulis jam nunc aberrant, & hxc graviter tulisse 
Majestatem vestram nobis persuassimum est. Nam Protestan* 
dum nomen atque causam, tametsi inter se de rebus non maxi* 
5 mis dissendunt, communem tamen & pen^ imam esse, adver* 
sariorum par in omnes Protestantes odium facile demonstrat. 
Et Suecorum Reges, suam cum Reformatis conjunxisse semper 
causam illatis edam in Germaniam armis ad Protestantium 
religionem sine discrimine tuendam nemo est qui ignoret:

Therefore we make it our chief request, 
and that in a more especial manner to your Majesty, that you 
would solicit the Duke of Savoy by Letters, and by interposing 
15 your intermediating Authority, endeavour to avert the horrid 
Cruelty of this Edict, if possible, from People no less Innocent 
then Religious. For we think it superfluous to admonish your 
Majesty, whither these rigorous beginnings tend, and what 
they threaten to all the Protestants in general. But if he rather 
20 chuse to listen to his Anger then to our joynt Intreaties and 
Intercessions, if there be any Tye, any Charity or Communion 
of Religion to be Believ’d and Worshipp’d, upon Consulta-

15 Plunder’d and driven from their Houses together with their 
Wives and Children, to combat Cold and Hunger among 
desert Mountains, and perpetual Snow. These things with 
what commotion of Mind you heard related, what a fellow- 
feeling of the Calamities of Brethren pierc’d your breasts, 
30 we readily conjecture from the depth of our own Sorrow, 
which certainly is most Heavy and Afflictive. For being en- 
gag’d together by the same tye of Religion, no wonder we 
should be so deeply mov’d with the same Affections upon die 
dreadful and undeserved Suderings of our Brethren. Besides, 
35 that your conspicuous Piety and Charity toward the Orthodox, 
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in re podus, quibi studio & charitate erga £ratres religionis 
causS violates atque afHictos vind susdneam: quandoquidem 
Ecdcsiarum salutem atque pacem incolumitad edam proprix 
libens prxtulerim. Quod igitur hactenus potuimus, ad Sahau- 
5 dia Ducem scripsimus; supplidter pen^ rogantes ut in hos 
homines innocendssimos & subditos & supplices suos placa- 
dorem animum ac voluntatem susdpiat, suas sedes atque 
fortunas miseris reddat, prisdnam edam in religione liber- 
tatem concedat. Scripsimus prxterea ad summos Protestan- 
10 tium Prindpes & Magistratus, ad quos hxc maxima pertinere 
judicavimus, ut in Sahaudio Duce exorando suam conferre 
operam nobiscum unil velint Hxc eadem, & plura forsitan 
VOS quoque fecisds. Nam exemplum hoc tarn periculosum, & 
instaurata nuper in Reformatos tanta crudelitas si auctoribus

deed nostris omnium predbus & exorari sc passus erit prx- 
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where-ever overborn and oppress’d, has bin frequendy experi- 
enc’d in the most urging streights and calamities of the 
Churches. For my own part, unless my thoughts deceive me, 
there is nothing wherein I should desire more willingly to be 
5 overcome, then in Good will and Charity toward Brethren of 
the same Religion afflicted and wrong’d in their quiet Enjoy- 
ments; as being one that would be accoimted always ready to 
prefer the Peace and Safety of the Churches before my particu- 
lar Interests. So far therefore as hitherto lay in our power, we 
10 have Written to the Duke of Savoy, even almost to Supplica- 
tion, beseeching him that he would admit into his breast more 
placid thoughts and kinder effects of his Favour toward his 
most Innocent Subjects and Suppliants; that he would restore 
the Miserable to their Habitations and Estates, and grant ’em 
15 their pristin freedom in the Exercise of their Religion. More- 
over we Wrote to the chiefest Princes and Magistrates of the 
Protestants, whom we thought most nearly concern’d in these 
matters, that they would lend us their Assistance to intreat and 
pacifie the Duke of Savoy in their behalf. And we make no 
20 doubt now but you have done the same, and perhaps much 
more. For this so dangerous a president, and lately renew’d 
severity of utmost Cruelty toward the Reformed, if the Au- 
thors of it meet with prosperous Success, to what apparent 
dangers it reduces our Religion, we need not admonish your 
25 Prudence. On the other side, if the Duke shall once but per- 
mit himself to be atton’d and won by our united Applications, 
not only our Afflicted Brethren, but we our selves shall reap 
the noble and abounding Harvest and Reward of this labori- 
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clarum nos atque uberem suscepd hujus laboris fructum ac 
praemium reportabimus. Sin ea in sententia persdterit, ut 
apud quos nostra Religio vd ab ipsis Evangelii primis Docto- 
ribus tradita per manus & incorrupt^ servata, vel multo ant^ 
5 quibn apud cxteras Gcntcs sinceritad prisdnx resdtuta est, 
cos ad summam desperadonem redactos, deletes funditils ac

15 ‘^E make no question but the late Calamity of the 

\ Jk / Pietnontois, Professing our Religion, reached 
▼ ▼ your Ears, before the unwelcome News of it ar- 
riv’d with us. Who being a People imder the Protection and 
Jurisdiction of the Duke of Savoy, and by a severe Edict of 
20 their Prince Commanded to depart their Native Habitations, 
unless within Three days they gave secmity to embrace the 
Roman Religion, soon after were assail’d by Armed Violence, 
that turn’d their Dwellings into Slaughter-houses, while 
others, without Number, were terrifi’d into Banishment, 
25 where now Naked and Afflicted, without House or Home, or 
any Covering from the Weather, and ready to perish through 
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atque nivcs cum conjugibus ac liberis miserrim^ vagantur. 
Multo cst minus cur dubitemus quin haec, ut primum vobis 
mmtiata sunt pari atque nos tantarum miseriarum sensu eoque 
fortasse graviore quo illorum finibus propiores estis, dolore 
5 affccerint. Vestrum enim in primis Orthodox^ iidei studium 
egregium summamque in cum retinend^ constantiam turn 
defendendS fortitudincm abund^ novimus.

Be- 
sides, that we have abundant proof of your singular Love and 
Affection for the Orthodox Faith, of your constancy in retain- 
10 ing it, and your Fortitude in defending it. Seeing then, by the 
most strict Communion of Religion, that you, together with 
our selves, are all Brethren alike, or rather one body with those 
unfortunate People, of which no member can be AflBiicted 
without the feeling, without pain, without the detriment and 
15 hazard of the rest; we thought it convenient to Write to your 
Lordships concerning this matter, and let you understand, 
how much we believe it to be the general Interest of us all, as 
much as in us lies, with our common Aid and Succour, to re- 
lieve our exterminated and indigent Brethren; and not only to 
20 take care for removing their Miseries and AMiedons, but also 
to provide, that the mischief spread no farther, nor incroach 
upon our selves in general, encourag’d by Example and Suc- 
cess. We have Written Letters to the Duke of Savoy, wherein 
we have most earnestly besought him out of his wonted Clcm- 
25 ency, to deal more gently and mildly with his most faithful 
Subjects, and to restore ’em, almost Ruin’d as they are, to their 
Goods and Habitations. And we are in hopes, that by these our 
Intreaties, or rather by the united Intercessions of us all, the

Most Serene and Potent King, 

B y your Majesty’s Letters which you Wrote in answer to 
k ours of the 25th. of May, we readily understand, that 
' we fail’d not in our Judgement, that the inhuman 
Slaughter and barbarous Massacres of those men, who profess 
5 the Reformed Religion in Savoy, perpetrated by some of your 
Regiments, were the Effects neither of your Orders nor Com- 
mands. And it afforded us a singular occasion of Joy, to hear 
that your Majesty had so timely signifi’d to your Collonels and 
Officers, whose violent precipitancy engag’d ’em in those in- 
10 human Butcheries without the encouragement of Lawful 
Allowance, how displeasing they were to your Majesty; that 
you had admonish’d the Duke himself to forbear such Acts of 
Cruelty; and that you had interpos’d with so much Fidelity 
and Humanity, all the high Veneration paid you in that Court, 
15 your near Alliance and Authority, for restoring to their an- 
cient Abodes those unfortunate Exiles. And it was our hopes. 
That that Prince would in some measure have condescended 
to the good Pleasure and Intercessions of your Majesty. But 
finding not any thing obtain’d either by your own, nor the In- 
20 treaties and Importunities of other Princes in the Cause of the 
Distressed, we deem’d it not foreign from our duty, to send 
this noble Person, under the Character of our extraordinary 
Envoy, to the Duke of Savoy, more amply and fully to lay be-

W ITH what a severe and unmerciful Edict Zm- 
manuel Duke of Savoy has expell’d from their 
Native Seats his Subjects inhabiting the Valleys 
of Piemont, men otherwise harmless, onely for many years 
5 remarkably famous for embracing the Purity of Religion ; and 
after a dreadful Slaughter of some numbers, how he has ex- 
pos’d the rest to the hardships of those desert Mountains, Stript 
to their Skins, and barr’d from all relief, we believe your Maj- 
esty has long since heard, and doubt not but that your Majesty 
10 is touch’d with a real commiseration of their Sufferings, as be- 
comes so puissant a Defender and Prince of the Reformed 
Faith. For indeed the Institutions of Christian Religion re- 
quire, that whatever Mischiefs and Miseries any part of us 
undergo, it should behove us all to be deeply sensible of the

C ERTAIN of our Merchants, by name, Samuel Mico, 
William Cochain,George Poyner,ind several others, 
in a Petition to us have set forth. That in the year 
1650. they Laded a Ship of theirs, call’d the Unicorn, with 
5 Goods of a very considerable value; and that the said Ship 
being thus Laden with Silk, Oyl and other Merchandize, 
amounting to above Thirty four thousand of our Pounds, was 
taken by the Admiral and Vice-Admiral of your Majesty’s 
Fleet in the Mediterranean Sea. Now it appears to us, that our 
10 People who were then in the Ship, by reason there was at that 
time a Peace between the French and us, that never had bin 
violated in the least, were not willing to make any Defence 
against your Majesty’s Royal Ships, and therefore ovcr-rul’d 
besides by the fair Promises of the Captains Paul, and Terrery, 
15 who faithfully engag’d to dismiss our People, they paid their 
Obedience to the Maritime Laws, and produc’d their Bills of 
Lading. Moreover, we find that the Merchants aforesaid, sent 
their Agent into France to demand Restitution of the said Ship 
and Goods: And then it was, that after above Three years 
30 slipt away, when the Suit was brought so far that Sentence of 
Restitution or Condemnation was to have bin given; that his 
Eminency Cardinal Mazarine acknowledg’d to their Factor 
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procuratori Hugoni Morello factam mcrcatoribus istis inju- 
riam agnovisse; datumque iri satisfactionem, ut primum con- 
firmata pax inter utrumque gentem, foedusque, quod turn 
agitabatur, confecnim atque ratum esset, in se recepisse : immb 
reccntiiis Majcstatis Vestrae apud nos Legatum Excellentiss.

Most Serene and Potent Prince, 

T OHN Freeman and Philip Travess, Citizens of this Re- 
publick, by a Petition presented to us, in their own and 
the Name of several other Merchants of London, have 
made a complaint. That whereas about the Month of March 
in the year 1653. they Freighted a certain Ship of Sunderburgh, 
call’d the Saviour, Nicolas Weinskinks Master, with Woollen 
IS Cloth, and other Commodities to the Value of above Three 
thousand Poimd, with Orders to the Master, That he should 
Sail directly up the Baltici^ for Dantzicl^, paying the usual 
Tribute at Elsenore, to which purpose in particular they gave 
him Money; nevertheless that the said Master, Perfidiously 
30 and contrary to the Orders of the said Merchants, slipping by 
Elsenore without paying the usual Duty, thought to have pro- 
ceeded in his Voyage, but that the Ship for this reason was 
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sine magno mercatorum damno publicata atque retenta est. 
Quorum in gratiam jampridem ad Legatiun Majestads vestrx 
Londini tunc temporis commorantem scripsimus; qui, ut ipsi 
ajunt, pollicitus est, ut primum ad Majestatem vestram red- 
5 diisset, daturum operam, ud rado mercatorum haberetur. 
Verum cum is postea aliis in rcgionibus ^ Majestads Vestrx 
negoda obiret, & ante discessum ejus & postea frustra se eum 
adiisse ostendunt; unde procuratorem suum mittere coacd 
sunt, qui jus suum Hafnia persequeretm, navemque illam ac 
10 bona liberari, sibique reddi flagitaret: verum exinde nullum

After 
due consideration of which Gimplaints, we Wrote in favour 
of the Merchants to your Majesty’s Embassador residing at 
London, who promis’d, as they say, that as soon as he return’d 
5 to your Majesty, he would take care that the Merchants should 
be taken into consideration. But he being sent to Negotiate 
your Majesty’s Affairs in other Countries, the Merchants at- 
tended upon him in vain, both before and after his departure, 
so that they were forc’d to send their Agent to prosecute their 
10 Right and Claim at Copenhagen, and demand Restitution of 
the Ship and Goods; but all the Benefit they reap’d by it, was 
onely to add more expences to their former damages, and a 
great deal of labour and pains thrown away; the Goods being 
condemn’d, to Confiscation, and still detain’d : Whereas by the 
15 Law of Danemar\, as they set forth in their Petition, the Mas- 
ter is to be Punish’d for his Ofience, and the Ship is to be Con- 
denm’d but not the Goods. And they look upon this misfor- 
tune to lye the more heavy upon ’em, in regard the Duty which 
is to be paid at Elsenore, as they tell us, is but very small. 
20 Wherefore seeing our Merchants seem to have given no cause 
of Proscription, and for that the Master confess’d before his 
death, that this damage befel them onely through his neglect; 
and the Father of the Master deceas’d, by his Petition to your 
Majesty, as we are given to understand, by laying all the blame 
25 upon his Son, has acquitted the Merchants, we could not but 
believe the detaining of the said Ship and Goods to be most 
unjust; and therefore we are confident, that so soon as your 
Majesty shall be righdy inform’d of the whole matter, you will 
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bitum, sicud nos accepimus, culpam omnem in filium suum 
contulerit, mercatores absolvent, baud sane potuimus quin 
navis illius bononimque retentionem iniquissimam esse arbi* 
traremur; adeoque confidimus, simulatque Majestas Vestra 
hac de re cerdor facta eiit, fore ut non modo has ministro- 
nim suonun injurias improbet, verum edam ipsos radonem 
reddere, bonaque ilia suis Dominis eorumve procuratoribus 
quamprimum resdtui damnaque inde data sarciri jubeat.

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Coast of Brasile to Lisbon, was set upon by a Privateer of 
Blushing, call’d the Red-hyon, Commanded by Lambert Bar- 
telson, but upon this condition, which the Writing Sign’d by 
Lambert himself testifies, That the Ship and whatsoever Goods 
5 belong’d to the English should be restor’d at Flushing: where 
when the Vessel arriv’d, the Ship indeed with what peculiarly 
belong’d to the Seamen was restor’d, but the English Mer- 
chants Goods were detain’d and put forthwith to Sale: For the 
Merchants who had receiv’d the Damage, when they had su’d 
10 for their Goods in the Court of Flushing, after great Expences 
for Five years together, lost their Suit, by the pronouncing of a 
most unjust Sentence against ’em by those Judges, of which 
some being interested in the Privateer, were both Judges and 
Adversaries, and no less Criminal altogether. So that now they 
IS have no other hopes but onely in your Equity and uncorrupted 
Faith, to which at last they fly for Succour; and which they 
believ’d they should find the more inclinable to do ’em Justice, 
if assisted by oiir Recommendation. And men are surely to be 
pardon’d, if afraid of all things in so great a struggle for their 
20 Estates, they rather call to mind what they have reason to fear 
from your Authority and high Power, then what they have to 
hope well of their Cause, especially before sincere and upright 
Judges: Though for our parts we make no question, but that 
induc’d by your Religion, your Justice, your Integrity, rather 
35 then by our Intreaties, you will give that Judgment which is 
Just and Equal and truly becoming your selves.

J OHN DETHIC Mayor of the City of London for this 
Year, and William Wakefield Merchant, have made their 
Addresses to us by way of Petition complaining, That 
about the middle of October 1649. they freighted a certain 
5 Ship, call’d the fonas of London, Jonas Ughtfoot Master, 
with Goods that were to be sent to Ostend; which Vessel was 
taken in the mouth of the River Thames, by one White of 
Barring, a Pyrate Robbing upon the Seas by Vertue of a Com- 
mission from the Son of King Charles deceas’d, and earn’d to 
10 Dunkirk, then under the Jurisdiction of the Trench. Now in 
regard that by yovir Majesty’s Edict in the year 1647. renew’d 
in 1649. and by some other Decrees in favour of the Parlament 
of England, as they find it recorded, it was Enacted, That no 
Vessel or Goods taken from the English, in the time of that 
15 War, should be carri’d into any of your Majesty’s Ports to be 
there put to Sale, the^ presently sent their Factor Hugh Morel 
to Dunh}r\, to demand Restitution of the said Ship and Goods 
from M. Lestrade then Governor of the Town; more espe- 
cially finding them in the Place for the most part untouch’d, 
30 and neither Exchang’d or Sold. To which the Governor made 
Answer, That the King had bestow’d that Government upon 
him of his free Gift for Service done the King in his Wars, and

T he same Persons in whose behalf we wrote to your 
Lordships in September the last year, Thomas and 
William Lower, the lawful Heirs of Nicholas Lower, 
deceas’d, make grievous complaints before us, that they are op- 
5 press’d either by the Favour or Wealth of their Adversaries, 
notwithstanding the Justice of their Cause; and when that 
would not suffice, although our Letters often pleaded in their 
behalf, they have not bin able hitherto to obtain Possession of 
the Inheritance left ’em by their Father’s Will. From the Court 
10 of Holland, where the Suit was first Commenc’d, they were 
sent to your Court, and from thence hurri’d away into Zea- 
land (to which three Places they carry’d our Letters) and now 
they are remanded, not unwillingly, back again to your Su- 
pream Judicature ; for where the Supream Power is, there they 
15 expect Supream Justice. If that hope fail ’em, eluded and frus- 
trated, after being so long toss’d from post to pillar for the 
recovery of their Right, where at length to find a resting place 
they know not.

C ERTAIN Merchants of London, Pickard Baker and 
others, have made their complaint in a Petition to us. 
That a certain hir’d Ship of theirs, call’d the En- 
deavour, William Jop Master, Laden at Tenari^ with Three 
so hunder’d Pipes of rich Canary, and bound from dience for 
London, in her Voyage between Palma and that Island, upon 
the 21st. of November in the year 1655. was taken by Four 
French Vessels, seeming Ships of Biuthen, but fitted and 
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navibus Gallicis, in spcciem quidem onerariis, sed praedato 
rium in modum armatis, quibus Mgidius de la Roche Navar- 
chus crat, primo ac vigesimo Novembris die An. Dom. 1655. 
occupatam fuisse, atquc in Orientalem Indiam, quo is iter sibi 
5 esse prxdicabat, cum omni onere ac plerisque nautarum ab- 
ductam; reliquis quatuordecim ad Guineam Nigritarum in 
littus quoddam exposids. Quod eo consilio Mgidius fecisse 
se dicdtabat, nequis eorum ex terra tarn longinqua & inhu- 
mana forte elapsus testimonio laederet. Fatebatur enim, se

Peace at that time between the French and our Republick : But 
in regard he had design’d to revittle in Portugal, from whence 
he was driven by contrary Winds, he was constrain’d to supply 
his necessities with what he found in that Vessel; and believ’d 
15 the Owners of his Ships would satisfie the Merchants for their 
Loss. Now the Loss of our Merchants amoimts to Sixteen 
Thousand English Pounds, as will easily be made appear by 
Witnesses upon Oath. But if it shall be Lawful upon such 
trivial Excuses as these, for Pyrates to violate the most Religious 
20 Acts of Princes, and make a sport of Merchants for their par- 
ticular benefits, certainly the sanctity of Leagues must fall to 
the ground, all Faith and Authority of Princes will grow out 
of date and be trampl’d under foot Wherefore we not onely 
request your Majesty, but believe it mainly to concern your 
25 Honour, that they who have adventur’d upon so slight a pre- 
tence to violate the League and most Sacred Oath of their 
Sovereign, should suffer the Punishment due to so much Per-

Whence it comes 
to pass, that we are touch’d with so much the more grief of 
S Mind, to hear that the Protestant Princes and Cities, whom it 
so much behoves to live in Friendship and Concord together, 
should begin to be so jealous of each other, and so ill dispos’d 
to mutual Affection; more especially, that your Lordships and 
the King of Sweden, then whom the Orthodox Faith has not 
10 more Magnanimous and Couragious Defenders, nor our Re- 
publick Confederates more strictly conjoyn’d in Interests, 
should seem to remit of your confidence in each other; or 
rather, that there should appear some too apparent signs of 
tottering Friendship and growing discord between ye. What 
IS the causes are, and what progress this alienation of your Affec- 
tion has made, we protest our selves to be altogether ignorant. 
However, we cannot but conceive an extraordinary trouble of 
mind for these beginnings of the least dissention arisen among 
Brethren, which infallibly must greatly endanger the Protes- 
20 tant Interests. Which if they should gather strength, how 
prejudicial it would prove to the Protestant Churches, what an 
occasion of triumph it would afford our Enemies, and more 
especially the Spaniards, cannot be unknown to your Pru- 
dence, and most industrious experience of Affairs. As for the 
25 Spaniards, it has already so enliven’d their confidence, and 
rais’d their Courage, that they made no scruple by their Em- 
bassador residing in your Territories, boldly to obtrude their 
Counsels upon your Lordships, and that in reference to the 
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audadssim^ obtrudere: & partiin injccto renovandi belli metu 
terrcre, partim ostentad utilitatis falsi specie sollicitare ves- 
tros animos est ausus, ut relictis ejus hortatu amicis vetustis 
ac fidelissimis, Gdlo, Anglo, atque Sueco, arctissimam cum 
s hoste ac tyranno quondam vestro, pacato mmc scilicet, &, quod 
maxime metuendum est, blandiente, coire societatem velleds. 
Sane qui ex hoste inveteratissimo, arrepti tarn levi occasione 
pro consiliario repente vestro se gerit, quid est quod istc sibi 
non sumeret, qu 6 non audaciac progredetur, si cernere id semel 
10 oculis posset quod nunc animo duntaxat concipit atque mo- 
litur, discordiam nempe inter Protestantes ac bellum intesti- 
num. Nescii non sumus, vos, pro sapientia vestra, qui sit 
Europa universae status, quae Protestantium praesertim con- 
ditio saepius cum animis vestris cogitare; Helvetiorum Pagos 
15 Orthodoxam fidem sequentes novorum motuum I populari- 
bus suis fidem Papa sequentibus jam jamque ciendorum ex- 
pectatione suspensos teneri, ex eo vix dum bello emersos quod 
Religionis plan^ causi ab Hispano, qui hostibus eorum & 
duces dederat & pecuniam suppeditaverat, confiatum est atque 
30 accensum; V allium Alpinarum incolis consilia Hispanorum 
eandem rursus machinari caedem atque perniciem quam su- 
periore anno crudelissimi intulerunt; Protestantes Germanos 
sub ditione Casaris gravissim^ vexari, sedesque Patrias aegri 
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highest concerns of your Republick; presuming partly with 
Threats of renewing the War, to terriiie, and partly with a 
false prospect of Advantage to sollicit your Lordships to for- 
sake your Ancient and most Faithful Friends the English, 
5 French and Danes, and enter into a strict Confederacy with 
your old Enemy, and once your domineering Tyrant, now 
seemingly atton’d, but what is most to be fear’d, only at present 
treacherously fawning to advance his own Designs. Certainly 
he, who of an inveterate Enemy, lays hold of so slight an occa- 
10 sion of a sudden to become your Coimsellor, what is it that he 
would not take upon him ? where would his Insolency stop, if 
once he could but sec with his eyes, what now he onely rumi- 
nates and labours in his thoughts; that is to say. Division and a 
Civil War among the Protestants? We are not ignorant, that 
15 your Lordships, out of your deep Wisdom, frequently revolve 
in your Minds what the posture of all Europe is, and what 
more especially the condition of the Protestants: That the 
Cantons of Switzerland adhering to the Orthodox Faith, arc 
in daily expectation of new Troubles to be rais’d by their 
20 Countrey-men embracing the Popish Ceremonies; scarcely re- 
cover’d from that War which for the sake of Religion was 
kindled and blown up by the Spaniards, who suppli’d their 
Enemies both with Commanders and Money: That the Coun- 
cils of the Spaniards are still contriving to continue the slaugh- 
25 ter and destruction of the Piemontois, which was cruelly put 
in execution the last year: That the Protestants under the Juris- 
diction of the Emperor are most grievously harass’d, having 
much ado to keep Possession of their Native Homes: That the 
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retincre; Rcgem Sueciee qucm Dcus, uti speramus, fortissi- 
mum rcligionis Orthodoxce propugnatorem cxcitavit, cum 
potendssimis Reformats iidei hostibus bellum anccps atque 
asperrimum totis regni viribus gerere; vestris Provinciis in- 
5 fcsta vidnorum Papistarum, quorum princeps Hispanus est, 
nuper icta foedera mimtari; nos denique indicto Hispanorum 
Regi bello esse occupatos. In hac rerum inclinatione siqua 
inter vos Regemque Suecia discordia existcret, Reformata- 
rum tota Europa Ecclesiarum quam miseranda conditio esset 
10 qux immanium hostium crudelitati ac furori objicerentur? 
Hacc nos cura baud leviter tangit; eundemque vestrum esse 
sensum confidimus, proque vestro in communi ProtestanUum 
causa praeclaro semper studio, utque pax inter fratres eandem 
fidem eandem spem sequentes intemerata servetur, vos, vestra 
15 consilia ad has radones esse accommodaturos, quae caeteris 
quibuscimque anteponendae simt, nec quod paci inter vos Sue- 
cieeque Regem stabiliendae possit conducere, quicquam esse 
omissuros. Qua in re si nos usus ullius esse possumus, quan- 
tum apud vos vel authoritate vel grada valemus, nostram vobis 
20 operam libendssim^ profitemtu, Suecia quoque Regi eandem 
deferre paradssimi, ad quern edam Legadonem quamprimilun 
mittere in animo habemus, quae hac de re quid nostrae sentendae 
sit, exponat.

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King of Sweden, whom God, as we hope, has rais’d up to be a 
most stout Defender of the Orthodox Faith, is at present wag- 
ing with all the Force of his Kingdom a doubtful and bloody 
War with the most Potent Enemies of the Reformed Religion: 

5 That your own Provinces are threatened with Hostile Con- 
federacies of the Princes your Neighbours, Headed by the 
Spaniards', and lastly, that we our selves are busied in a War 
proclaim’d against the King of Spain. In this posture of Af- 
fairs, if any Contest should happen between your Lordships 
10 and the King of Sweden, How miserable would be the condi- 
tion of all the Reformed Churches over all Europe, expos’d to 
the Cruelty and Fury of unsanctifi’d Enemies ? These cares not 
slightly seize us; and we hope your Sentiments to be the same; 
and that out of your continu’d Zeal for the common Cause of 
15 the Protestants, and to the end the present Peace between 
Brethren professing the same Faith, the same Hope of Eter- 
nity, may be preserv’d inviolable, your Lordships will accom- 
modate your Counsels to these Considerations, which are to be 
preferr’d before all others; and that you will leave nothing 
20 neglected that may conduce to the establishing Tranquility 
and Union between your Lordships and the King of Sweden. 
Wherein if we can any way be useful, as far as our Authority, 
and the Favour you bear us will sway with your Lordships, we 
freely offer our utmost Assistance, prepared in like manner to 
25 be no less serviceable to the King of Sweden, to whom we de- 
sign a speedy Embassie, to the end we may declare o\ir Senti- 
ments at large concerning these matters. We hope, moreover, 
that God will bend yoiu: Minds on both sides to moderate 
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ab alterutrS parte fiat quod irritare possit, remque ad extrema 
deducere: sed ut contr^, pars utraque removere velit quicquid 
alterutri oflensum aut suspiciosum esse queat. Id si feceritis,

U PON the nth. of July last, Old~stile, we receiv’d 
by Thomas Maynard the Ratification of the Peace 
Negotiated at London, by your Extraordinary Em- 
bassador, as also of the private and preliminary Articles, all

Olyssiponi Intcrnuntio codem tempore datas, nostram etiam

And this pacification has 
given us no small occasion of joy and satisfaction, as believing 
10 it will prove to the common benefit of both Nations, and to the 
no slight detriment of our common Enemies, who as they 
found out a means to disturb the former League, so they have 
left nothing neglected to have hinder’d the renewing of this. 
Nor do we question in the least, that they will omit any occa- 
15 sion of creating new matter for scandals and jealousies between 
us. Which we however have constandy determin’d, as much as 
in us lies, to remove at a remote distance from our thoughts; 
rather we so earnesdy desire, that this our Alliance may beget 
a mutual confidence greater every day then other, that we shall 
20 take them for our Enemies, who shall by any artifices endeav- 
our to molest the Friendship by this Peace establish’d between 
our selves and both our People. And we readily perswade our 
selves, that your Majesty’s thoughts and intentions are the 
same. And whereas it has pleas’d your Majesty, by your Let- 
25 ters dated the 24th. of June, and some days after the delivery by 
our Agent of the interchang’d Instrument of confirm’d Peace,

W E have receiv’d the unwelcome News of a 
wicked and inhuman Attempt to have Mur- 
ther’d our Agent Philip Medows, residing with 
your Majesty, and by us sent upon the blessed Errand of Peace ; 
5 the hainousness of which was such, that his Preservation is 
onely to be attributed to the Protection of Heaven. And we arc 
given to understand by your Letters dated the 26th. of May 
last, and deliver’d to us by Thomas Maynard, that your Maj- 
esty justly incens’d at the horridness of the Fact, has Com- 
10 manded inquiry to be made after the Criminals, to the end 
they may be brought to condign Punishment: But we do not 
hear that any of the Ruffians are yet apprehended, or that your 
Commands have wrought any effect in this particular. Where- 
fore we thought it our duty openly to declare how deeply wc 
IS resent this barbarous outrage in part Attempted, and in part 
committed: And therefore we make it our Request to your 
Majesty, That due Punishment may be inflicted upon the Au- 
thors, Associates, and Encouragers of this Abominable Fact.

The onely Accident that fell out unfortunate and 
mournful in this Negotiation, was that unhallow’d Villanany 
nefariously attempted upon the Person of our Agent, Philip 
5 Medows. The conceal’d Authors of which intended piece of 
Inhumanity, ought no less diligently to be sought after, and 
made Examples to Posterity, then the vilest of most openly de- 
tected Assassinates. Nor can we doubt in the least of your 
King’s Severity and Justice in the Punishment of a Crime so

remissness of Prosecution; as being a person bearing due ven- 
eration to the Laws of God, and Sanctity among men, and no 
less zealous to maintain the Peace between both Nations;

But your abhorrency and 
detestation of the Fact is so well known, that there is no need

A GAINST our will it is that we so often trouble your 
yLA Majesty with the wrongs done by your Subjects, af- 
JL JL ter a Peace so lately renew’d. But as we are fully per- 
swaded that your Majesty disapproves their being committed, 
5 so neither can we be wanting to the complaints of our People. 
That the Ship Anthony of Dieppe was Legally taken before 
the League, manifesdy appears by the Sentence of the Judges 
of our Admiralty Court. Part of the Lading, that is to say. Four 
thousand Hides, Robert Brown, a Merchant of London fairly 
10 bought of those who were entrusted with the Sale, as they 
themselves testify. The same Merchant, after the Peace was 
confirm’d, carri’d to Dieppe about Two hundred of the same 
Hides, and there having Sold ’em to a Currier, thought to 
have receiv’d his Money, but found it Stopt and Attach’d in 
15 the hands of his Factor; and a Suit being commenc’d against 
him, he could obtain no favour in that Court. Wherefore, we 
thought it proper to request your Majesty, that the whole mat- 
ter may be referr’d to your Council, that so the said Money may 
be discharg’d from an unjust and vexatious Action. For if Acts 
20 done and adjudg’d before the Peace, shall after Peace renew’d 
be call’d into question and controversy, we must look upon as- 
surance of Treaties to be a thing of little moment.

reap any benefit of their Pains and Expences in obtaining the 
said Judgment, notwithstanding their own declar’d Right, 
and Letters formerly Written by King Charles in their behalf;

W E are apt to believe that your Majesty receiv’d 
our Letters dated the 14th of May, of the last 
year, wherein we wrote that fohn Dethic, Mayor 
of London that year, and William Waterford, Merchant, had 
5 by their Petition set forth, That a certain Vessel, call’d the 
fonas, freighted with Goods upon their Accompt, and bound 
for Dunhfrk^, then under the Jurisdiction of the French, was 
taken at the very Mouth of the Thames, by a Sea-Rover, pre- 
tending a Commission from the Son of the late King Charles: 
10 Which being directly contrary to your Edicts, and the Decrees 
of your Coimcil,That no English Ship taken by the Enemies of 
the Parliament, should be admitted into any of your Ports, and 
there put to sale, they demanded Restitution of the said Ship 
and Goods from M. Lestrade, then Governor of the Town, 
IS who return’d ’em an answer no way becoming a Person of his 
Quality, or who pretended Obedience to his Sovereign; That 
the Government was conferr’d upon him for his good Service 
in the Wars, and therefore he would make his best advantage 
of it, that is to say, by right or wrong; for that he seem’d to 
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ram atque Provinciam Majestads Vestrx dono accepisset, ut 
socios juxd^ spoliaret, vestraquc cdicta in eorum gradam pro- 
mulgata pro nihilo habcret Quod cnim Rex Gallia, si maxim^

For what the King of France forbids his Subjects any way to 
5 have a hand in, that the King’s Governor has not only suffer’d 
to be committed in your Ports, but he himself becomes the 
Pirate, seizes the Prey, and openly avouches the Fact With this 
Answer therefore the Merchants departed, altogether baffl’d 
and disappointed; and this we signifi’d by our Letters to your 
10 Majesty the last year with litde better success; for as yet we 
have receiv’d no Reply to those Letters. Of which we are apt to 
believe the reason was, because the Governor was with the 
Army in Flanders; but now he resides at Paris, or rather flut- 
ters unpunish’d about the City, and at Court, enrich’d with the 
15 Spoils of our Merchants. Once more therefore. We make it 
our Request to your Majesty, which it is your Majesty’s Interest 
in the first place to take care of. That no person whatever may 
dare to justify the wrongs done to your Majesty’s Confederates 
by the contempt of your Royal Edicts. Nor can this Cause be 
20 properly referr’d to the Commissioners appointed for deciding 
Common Controversies on both sides; since in this Case, not 
only the Rights of Confederates, but your Authority it self, and 
the Veneration due to the Royal Name, are chiefly in dispute. 
And it would be a wonder, that Merchants should be more 
25 troubled for their Losses, then your Majesty provok’d at In- 
croachments upon your Honour. Which while you disdain to 
brook, with the same labour you will demonstrate that you 
neither repent of your Friendly Edicts in favour of our Repub- 
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injuriis connivisse, nequc nostxz postuladoni non tribuisse 
quod par sit videatur.

the weight of the matter requires; tho in a short time we hope 
to be more at liberty. In the mean while, we thought it not 
convenient any longer to delay the letting your Majesty imder- 
stand, that the present Condition of Affairs in Europe has em> 
5 ploy’d the greatest part of our Care and Thoughts; while for 
some years, to our great grief, we have beheld the Protestant 
Princes and Supream Magistrates of the Reformed Repub- 
licks, (whom it rather behoves, as being engag’d by the com- 
mon Tye of Religion and Safety, to combine and study all the 
10 ways imaginable conducing to mutual defence) more and 
more at weakning variance among themselves, and jealous of 
each other’s Actions and Designs; putting their Friends in 
fear, their Enemies in hope, that the Posture of Affairs bodes 
rather Enmity and Discord, then a firm agreement of mind to 
15 defend and assist each other. And this sollicitude has fix’d it 
self so much the deeper in our thoughts, in regard there seems 
to appear some sparkles of jealousy between your Majesty and 
the King of Sweden ; at least, that there is not that conjunction 
of Affections, which our Love and Good-will in general to* 
30 ward the Orthodox Religion so importunately requires; your 
Majesty, perhaps, suspecting that the Trade of your Domin- 
ions will be prejudic’d by the King of Sweden^ and on the 
other side, the King of Sweden being jealous, that by your 
means the War, which he now wages, is made more difficult, 
35 and that you oppose him in his contracting those Alliances 
which he seeks. "Tis not unknown to your Majesty, so eminent 
for your profound Wisdom, how great the Danger is that 
threatens the Protestant Religion, should such Suspicions long 
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magis, quod Deus avertat, siquod hostilitads indicium erum> 
peret. Utcunque haec se habeant, nos, quemadmodum & 
Suecorum Regem, & Foederati Belgii Ordines ad pacem &

continue between two such Potent Monarchs; more especially, 
which God avert, if any symptom of Hostility should break 
forth. However it be, for our parts, as we have earnesdy ex- 
horted the King of Sweden, and the States of the United Prov- 
S inces to Peace, and moderate Counsels (and are beyond ex- 
pression glad to behold Peace and Concord renew’d between 
them; for that the Heads of that League are transmitted to us 
by their Lordships, the States-General) so we thought it our 
duty, and chiefly becoming our Friendship, not to conceal 
w from your Majesty what our Sentiments are concerning these 
matters, (more especially being so affectionately invited so to 
do by your Majesty’s most Friendly Letters; which we look 
upon, and embrace, as a most singular Testimony of your 
Good-will toward us) but to lay before your eyes, how great a 
*5 necessity Divine Providence has impos’d upon us all, that pro- 
fess the Protestant Religion, to study Peace among our selves, 
and that chiefly at this time, when our most embittered Ene- 
mies seem to have on every side conspir’d our destruction. 
There’s no necessity of calling to remembrance the Valleys of 
20 Piemont still besmear’d with the Blood and Slaughter of the 
miserable Inhabitants; nor Austria, tormented at die same 
time with the Emperor’s Decrees and Proscriptions; nor the 
impetuous Onsets of the Popish upon the Protestant Switzers. 
Who can be ignorant, that the Artifices and Machinations of 
25 the Spaniards, for some years last past, have fill’d all these 
places with the confus’d and blended havock of Fire and 
Sword ? To which unfortunate Pile of Miseries, if once the Re- 
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dissensio velut ciimulus accedat, inter vos prxsertim qui nos- 
tranim virium tanta pars estis, & in quibus tantum prxsidii 
ac roboris Protestantium dubiis temporibus comparatum atque 
repositum est; quod ad opem humanam attinet, pcssiim ire 
5 Protestantium res, & in extremo discriminc atque occasu ver- 
sari neccsse erit.

Most Serene Prince, 

W E had return’d an Answer to your Letters sent 
us now near a Twelvemonth since, for which 
we beg your Highnesses pardon, had not many, 
and those the most Important Afiairs of the Republick imder 
5 our care, constrain’d us to this imwilling silence. For what Let- 
ters could be more grateful to us, then those which are written 
from a most Religious Prince, descended from Religious An- 
cestors, in order to setde the Peace of Religion, and the Har- 
mony of the Church ? Which Letters attribute to us the same 
10 Inclinations, the same Zeal to promote the Peace of Christen- 
dom, not only in your own, but in the Opinion and Judgment 
of almost all the Christian World, and which we are most 
highly glad to find so universally ascrib’d to our selves. And 
how far our Endeavours have been signal formerly through- 
15 out these Three Kingdoms, and what we have effected by our 
Exhortations, by our Sufferings, by our Conduct, but chiefly 
by Divine Assistance, the greatest part of our People both well 
know, and are sensible of, in a deep tranquility of their Con- 
sciences. The same Peace we have wish’d to the Chtirches of 
ao Germany, whose Dissentions have been too sharp, and of too 
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Ecclesiis, ubi acriilis fer^, jamque diu nimis dissidetur, pacem 
optavimus; perque nostrum Duraum hoc idem multos jam 
annos frustra molientem siquid earn in rem nostr^ operS 
conferre posset ex animo detulimus. In eadem nos etiamnum 
5 sentenda permanemus; eandem illis Ecclesiis fraternam inter 
se charitatem optamus: sed qtiam sit hoc arduum conciliandx 
pacis negodum inter ipsos pacis, ut prx se ferunt, filios, sum- 
mo cum dolore sads superque intelligimus.

We still persevere in the same Determinations, and 
5 wish the same Fraternal Charity one among another, to those 
Churches. But how difficult a task it is to settle peace among 
those Sons of Peace, as they give out themselves to be, to our 
extream grief, we more then abundantly understand. For that 
the Reformed, and those of the Augustan Confession, should 
10 cement together in a Communion of one Church, is hardly 
ever to be expected: ’Tis impossible by force to prohibit either 
from defending their Opinions, whether in private Disputes, 
or by publick Writings. For Force can never consist with Ec- 
clesiastical Tranquility. This only were to be wish’d, that they 
15 who differ, would suffer themselves to be entreated, that they 
would disagree more civilly and with more moderation; and 
notwithstanding their Disputes, Love one another; not imbit- 
ter’d against each other as Enemies, but as Brethren, dissenting 
onely in Trifles, though in the Fimdamentals of Faith most 
20 cordially agreeing. With inculcating and perswading these 
things, we shall never be wearied; beyond that, there is noth- 
ing allow’d to hiunan Force or Counsels: God will accom- 
plish his own work in his own time. In the mean while, you, 
most Serene Prince, have left behind ye a noble testimony of 
25 your Affection to the Churches, an eternal Monument becom- 
ing the Vertue of your Ancestors, and an Exemplar worthy to 
be follow’d by all Princes. It only then remains for us to im- 
plore the Merciful and Great God to Crown your Highness

Most excellent Sir, 

C ERTAIN merchants of Londonderry, Samuel Daw- 
son, John Campsey and John Nevins, have informed 
the Lord Protector by petition, that after they learned 
of the renewed alliance between the Kingdom of France and 
5 this Republic, in 1655, they loaded a ship called (for sake of a 
better omen than the event justified) The Speedwell; John 
Ker being master; with certain goods to be conveyed from the 
port of Derry to Bordeaux. That ship having there sold her 
cargo and reladen with wine and other merchandise, was on 
10 the return voyage on the 24th November, 1655, captured by 
two armed vessels of Brest, one commanded by Adrian Vind- 
mian Swart, the other by James Jonson, and by them taken into 
the port of Brest, where it was judged a rightful prize and sold 
at auction, when it was valued by just estimate at £noo (be- 
15 sides an additional loss of ;^iooo). To recover this they have 
tried by all honorable means with the officials of that place; 
but so far in vain. They according to custom have sued in the 
Admiralty Court, where those who captured the ship were 
cited in judgment and given opportunity to defend the fair- 
20 ness of the capture. This was published and proclaimed ac- 
cording to law, and by the public officials of the court duly 
c ommuni cated to the French ambassador. When none ap-

1 UCAS Lucie Merchant of London, has made his Com- 
plaint to the most Serene Lord Protector, concerning 
^ a certain Ship of his, call’d the Mary', which in her 
Voyage from Ireland to Bayonne, being driven by Tempest 
into the Port of St. fohn de Luz, was there detain’d by vertue 
of an Arrest, at the Suit of one Martin de Lazan ; nor could she 
be discharg’d till the Merchants had given security to stand a 
Tryal for the Property of the said Ship and Lading. For Mar- 
tin pretended to have a great Sum of Money owing to him by 
the Parlament for several Goods of his which in the year 1642. 
were Seiz’d by Authority of Parlament, in a certain Ship call’d 
the Santa Clara. But it is manifest. That Martin was not the 
Owner of the said Goods, onely that he Prosecuted the claim 
of the true Owners Richald and Iriat, together with his Part- 
ner, whose name was Antonio Fernandez', and that upon the 
said Martin and Antonio's falling out among themselves, the 
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ibi retenta & occupata est actione Martini cujusdam De Lazon; 
nec restituta donee k procuratoribus Mercatoribus illius satis- 
daretur, se de ilia navi atque onere cum Martino lege exper- 
turos.

T he Answer which we have given to your Agent here 
residing, we believe, will fully satisfy your Highness, 
as to our Admiral, who but lately put into your Ports. 
In the mean time, John Hosier, Master of a Ship, call’d the 
5 Owner, has set forth in a Petition to us, that in April, 1656. he 
hir’d out his Ship, by a Charter-party Agreement, to one Jo- 
seph Arman, an Jtalian, who manifestly broke all the Cove- 
nants therein contain’d; so that he was enforc’d, lest he should 
lose his Ship and Lading, together with his whole Principal 
10 Stock, openly to set forth the fraud of his Freighter, after the 
maimer of Merchants; and when he had caus’d it to be regis- 
ter’d by a Publick Notary, to sue him at Leghome. Joseph, on 
the other side, that he might make good one Fraud by another, 
combining with two other Litigious Traders, upon a faign’d 
'5 Pretence, by Perjury, seiz’d upon Six thousand Pieces of Eight, 
the Money of one Thomas Clutterbt 4 c\. But as for his part, 
the said Hosier, after great Expences and loss of time, could 
never obtain his Right and Due at Leghorn: Nor durst he 
there appear in Court, being threaten’d as he was, and way- 
20 lay’d by his Adversaries. We therefore request your Highness, 
that you would vouchsafe your Assistance to this poor Opprest

Illustrious and most Noble Lords, our dearest Friends, 

H OW heavy and intolerable the Sufferings of the Pie- 
montois, your most afflicted Neigbours, have bin, 
and how unmercifully diey have been dealt with 
by their own Prince, for the sake of their Religion, by reason 
5 of the Felness of the Cruelties, we almost tremble to remem- 
ber, and thought it superfluous to put you in mind of those 
things, which arc much better known to your Lordships. We

unless they patiently endure, unless they lay themselves down 
to be trampl’d under foot, plash’d like Mortar, or abjure their 
Religion, the same Calamities, the same Slaughters, hang over 
their Heads, which three years since, made such a dreadful 
ao havock of them, their Wives and Children; and which, if it 
must be undergone once more, will certainly prove the utter 
extirpation of their whole Race. What shall such miserable 
Creatures do? in whose behalf no Intercession will avail, to 
whom no breathing time is allow’d, nor any certain place of

Refuge. They have to do with Wild Beasts, or Furies rather, 
upon whom the remembrance of their former Murders has 
wrought no compassion upon their Countrymen, no sense of 
humanity, nor satiated their ravenous hunger after blood. Most 
5 certainly these things are not to be endur’d, if we desire the 
safety of our Brethren the Piemontois, most Ancient Profes- 
sors of the Orthodox Faith, or the Welfare of our Religion it 
self. As to our selves, so far remote, we have not been wanting 
to assist ’em as far as in us lay, nor shall we cease our future 
10 Aid. But you, who not only lie so near adjoining, as to behold 
the Butcheries, and hear the Outcries and Shrieks of the Dis- 
tressed, but are also next expos’d to the fury of the same Ene- 
mies; consider for the sake of the Immortal God, and that in 
time, what it behoves ye now to do: Consult your Prudence, 
>5 your Piety, and your Fortitude, what succour, what relief and 
safegard you are able, and are boimd to afford yotir Neigh- 
boms and Brethren, who mxist else undoubtedly and speedily 
perish. Certainly the same Religion is the cause, why the same 
Enemies seek also your Perdition; why, at the same time the 
30 last year, they meditated your ruin, by Intestine Broiles among 
your selves. It seems to be only in your power, next \mder God, 
to prevent the Extirpation of this most Ancient Scien of the 
Purer Religion, in these remainders of the Primitive Believers;

Slaughters perpetrated upon the Inhabitants of the 
Valleys of Ptemont, within the Duke of Savoy’s Do- 
minions, occasion’d the writing of the inclos’d Letters to his 
5 Majesty, and these other to your Eminency. And as we make 
no doubt but that such Tyranny, Inhumanities, so rigorously 
inflicted upon harmless and indigent People, are highly dis- 
pleasing and offensive to the most Serene King; so we readily 
persuade our selves, that what we request from his Majesty in 
10 behalf of those unfortunate Creatures, your Eminency will em- 
ploy your endeavour, and your favour to obtain, as an accumu- 
lation to our Intercessions.

I N regard your Highness in all your Letters, has ever signi- 
fi’d your Extraordinary Affection toward us, we are not a 
litde griev’d, that either it should be so obscurely imparted 
to your Governors and Ministers, or by them so ill interpreted, 
5 that we can reap no benefit or sign of it, in yotir Port of Leg- 
horn, where your Friendship toward us ought to be most 
clearly and truly understood: Rather, That we should find the 
Minds of your Subjects daily more averse and hostile in their 
demeanor toward us. For how unkindly our Fleet was lately 
10 treated at Leghorn, how little accommodated with necessary 
Supplies, in what a Hostile manner twice constrain’d to depart 
the Harbour, we are sufficiently given to understand as well 
from undoubted Witnesses upon the Place, as from our Ad- 
miral himself, to whose Relation we cannot but give Credit, 
15 when we have thought him worthy to Command our Fleet 
Upon his first arrival in January, after he had caus’d om Let- 
ters to be deliver’d to your Highness, and all Offices of Civility 
had pass’d between our People and yours; when he desir’d the 
Accommodation of Porto Ferraro', answer was made, it could 
20 not be granted, least the King of Spmn, that is to say, our Ene- 
my shotild be Offended. And yet what is there which a Prince 
in Friendship more frequently allows to his Confederate, dien 
free entrance into his Ports and Harbotirs? Or what is there 
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jusmodi amicida possimus quae hosdum nostrorum animvun 
ne offendat, incommodare nobis qu^ commodare, aut vel 
minimis rebus subvenire parador sit. Et primo quidem ex sin- 
gulis navibus duobus vel tribus nauds duntaxat excensus in

At first indeed, Prauic\ was allow’d, tho onely 
5 to Two or Three of our Seamen out of every Ship, who had the 
Favour to go ashoar. But soon after, it being nois’d in the 
Town, That our Ships had taken a Dutch Vessel Laden with 
Corn for Spain, that litde Prattic\ we had was Prohibited; 
Longland, the English Consul, was not permitted to go aboard 
10 the Fleet; The liberty of taking in Fresh water, which is ever 
free to all that are not open Enemies, was not suffer’d, but im- 
der Armed Guards, at a severe rate; and our Merchants which 
reside in the Town, to the vast emolument of your People, 
were forbid to Visit their Countreymen, or Assist ’em in the 
IS least. Upon his last arrival, toward the latter end of March, no 
body was suffer’d to come Ashoar. The fifth day after, when 
our Admiral had taken a small 'Neapolitan Vessel which fell 
into our hands by chance, above Two himder’d great shot were 
made at our Fleet from the Town, though without any dam- 
20 age to us. Which was an argument, that what provok’d your 
Governors without a cause, as if the Rights of your Harbour 
had bin violated, was done out at Sea, at a great distance from 
your Town or the Jurisdiction of the Castle. Presently our 
Long-boats sent to take in Fresh water, were assail’d in the 
25 Port, and one taken and detain’d; which being redemanded, 
answer was made, That neither the Skiff nor the Seamen 
should be restor’d, unless the Neapolitan Vessel were dismis’d ; 
tho certain it is, that she was taken in the open Sea, where it 
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incommodati sine illo comcatu, quern numerate pecuni^ coe- 
merant, abire denuo coguntur. Hxc si Celsitudinis vestra 
voluntate ac jussu quod speramus non fiunt, petimus id osten- 
dat prxfecd illius supplicio, qui amicitias Domini sui violate

J OHN BUFFIELD, of London Merchant, has set forth in 
a Petition to us, That in the year 1649. he deliver’d certain 
Goods to Anthony, John, and Manuel Ferdinando Castu- 
neo. Merchants in Tamira, to the end that after they had sold 
5 ’em, they might give him a just account, according to the Cus- 
tome of Merchants; after which, in his Voyage for England, 
he fell into the hands of Pyrates, and being Plunder’d by ’em, 
receiv’d no small Damage. Upon this News, Antony and Man- 
uel, believing he had bin Kill’d, presendy look’d upon the 
10 Goods as their own, and sdll detain ’em in their hands refusing 
to come to any Account; covering this Fraud of theirs with a 
Sequestration of English Goods that soon after ensu’d. So that 
he was forc’d the last year, in the middle of Winter, to return 
to Portugal and demand his Goods, but all in vain. For that 
15 the said John and Anthony could by no fair means be per- 
swaded, either to deliver the said Goods, or to come to any Ac- 
count; and which is more to be admir’d, justifi’d their private 
detention of the Goods, by the Publick Attainder. Finding 
therefore that being a stranger, he should get nothing by con- 
30 tending with the Inhabitants of Tamira in their own Ck>un- 
trey, he betook himself for Justice to your Majesty; humbly

of a certain Decree of our Court of Chancery, to which those 
15 Goods, as being the Earls, were justly liable; whereas by our 
Laws, neither the Earl now living, whose Goods they are, is 
bound by that Decree, neither ought the Goods to be seiz’d or 
detain’d; which the Sentence of that Court, now sent to your 
Serenity, together with these Letters, positively declares and 
30 proves. Which Letters the said Charles Harbord has desir’d of 
us, to the end we would make it our Request to your Highness,

The lamentable Complaints which have been brought unto 
us from those poor distressed people, which inhabit, and who 
profess the Reformed Religion in Lucerna, Angrognia, and 
other Valleys, within the Dominions of the Duke of Savoy, 
5 who have of late been most cruelly massacred, as also the fre- 
quent sad tidings that we have received concerning the plim- 
dering and exiling of others, have drawn these letters from us 
unto your Majesty, especially seeing we have also been in- 
formed (but how truly, as yet we know not) that this massacre 
10 has been acted pardy by some Troops of yours, which had 
joyned themselves with other Forces belonging to the Duke 
of Savoy. But we have been very loath to give any belief to these 
things, seeing it cannot be thought agreeable to the purposes 
and proceedings either of good Princes, or of your Majesties 
15 most prudent Ancestours, who conceived it to be chiefly both 
their own interest, and also very much conducing to the peace 
of their Kingdom, and of all Christendom, that their Subjects 
professing that Religion, should be permitted to live in safety, 
and free from injury under their government and protection; 
30 who being obliged by this clemency of their Kings, have often 
times performed eminent service for their Sovereigns both in 
Peace and War. Upon the same consideration also, the Dukes 
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trae ca necessitudo cum Sabaudiae Duce interccdat, eaquc au- 
toritas apud cum erit, ut intercessione vestri ac propensae vo- 
limtads significadone pax isds miseris, rcditusque in patriam, 
et libeitas prisdna impetrari facillim^ possit. Quod factum

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of Savoy have been induced to treat their Subjects, which in- 
habit the Valleys of the Alps, with the same favour; who also 
being very ready upon occasion for the service of their Prince, 
have not at any time spared either their lives or forttmes. Now 
5 we do not doubt but that your Majesty hath such an Interest 
and Authority with the Duke of Savoy, that by your Interces- 
sion and signification of your good will, a Peace may very 
easily be procured for those poor people, with a return into 
their native covmtrey, and to their former liberty. The per- 
10 formance whereof will be an action worthy of your Majesty, 
and answerable to the prudence and example of your most 
serene Predecessours; and will not onely very much confirm 
the mindes of your Subjects, that they need not fear the like 
mischief any time hereafter, but also engage your Confeder- 
15 ates and Allies, which profess the same Religion, in a far 
greater respect and good affection to your Majesty. As to what 
concerns us, what favour soever in this kinde shall be granted, 
either to your own Subjects, or shall, by your means, be ob- 
tained for the Subjects of others, it shall be no less acceptable 
20 to us, yea truly it will be more acceptable, and valuable, than 
any other profit and advantage, among those many which we 
promise unto our self from the friendship of your Majesty.

Since there is now in your Majesty the good faith and in- 
tegrity worthy of an eminent prince, which not only allows 
the richest fruits of justice both to your own subjects and to 
foreigners, but even forces them upon them, that of this fact 
5 the Governor of Belle Isle should be so far ignorant, that he 
has dared so openly to violate the treaty of peace recently made 
and proclaimed, at its very beginning, when such things are 
wont to be sacred to the worst men, I very greatly marvel. 
By Robert Vess, Captain of the ship Nightingale, which is 
10 one of the patrol ships of this Commonwealth, it is reported 
to us that the Governor of Belle Isle, on December 15th and 
at other times even more recently, not only received in port 
a certain pirate Dillon, an enemy of this Commonwealth, and 
helped him in every way, but also defended a certain mer- 
*5 chant vessel of Kinsale captured by him against Vess, and even 
snatched out of our hands this pirate ship of Dillon, put to 
flight in a naval batde, which otherwise he had doubtless cap- 
tured or sunk. Since the Governor cannot do this against the 
pact recently entered upon without injuring your Majesty 
20 equally with ourselves, we think in this aflair we demand 
nothing more than we may expect from you, whether we wish 
that Governor to be punished or compensation to be made to 
oxirselves.

Since in the matter of religion almost all men believe, and 
readily acquiesce in that which they receive from their ances- 
tors, not what they themselves, having implored divine help, 
judge true as perceived and understood by themselves; there- 
5 fore by so much the more do we think deserving of praise and 
embrace in all Christian charity, the bearer of these letters, otir 
well beloved Peter George Romswinckel, Doctor of Civil and 
Canon Law, who, born and reared in the Popish superstition, 
and in it elevated to full honors and fortune (for he was al- 
io ready Apostolic Protonotary, Assessor of the Acbiepiscopal 
Court of Cologne, and Commissary and free Canon of St An- 
drew in Cologne, and destined to higher things), nevertheless 
as is confirmed to us by the amplest testimony, led by the love 
of divine truth, by God’s favor, when he had devoted his whole 
15 mind to an inquiry into the truth of the Christian religion, 
giving up not only the Popish superstition, but also the ample 
advantages and honors which he enjoyed in it, he far preferred 
the true faith, and the purer worship of God though coupled 
with uncertain exile. He, that he might be safer from plots and

The Parliament and People of England to the exalted 
and distinguished Senate of the City of Hamburg, 
greeting: 

Exalted, distinguished, and honorable Sirs, our dearest 
friends — In what fires of war, for the most part of civil war, 
through this age (as all-wise God has willed) almost the whole 
of Europe has been burning, you, though yourselves long en- 
s joying complete peace, cannot be ignorant. Although we (by 
the will of the same Almighty God) became involved in that 
common calamity later than most of the others, nevertheless 
that deferment of Deity amply balanced, by the weight of the 
evils which we have suffered, all that it spared us by delay. Of 
10 these things the report has doubtless reached you; certainly 
the sense of suffering is planted deep in the minds of all of 
us, and everywhere among us the most painful traces of Civil 
War still remain. But having by the grace of God come 
through so many trials and tribulations, after wars, truces, con- 
15 ferences and many vain efforts to preserve the liberty which 
had been entirely taken from us but won again by force of 
arms, we have thought nothing fairer nor more conducive to 
the welfare of our people than to convert the haughty domina- 
tion of a kingdom into the form of a free state, and rather to

Since, therefore, so great a revolution has been ejected with 
10 us, we have thought it right to apprise you of these things ; and 
thereto we have appointed Mr. Isaac Lee, President of the 
Ck)mpany of Adventurers among you, our envoy, and have 
given him instructions to appear in your Senate and inform 
you of this situation; that you may likewise know how much 
15 we earnesdy desire that, so far as in us lies, there may be a most 
sacred observance of all existing agreements, conventions, and 
treaties furthering commercial relations (consistent with mu- 
tual benefit) between the people of England and your state. To 
this end we ask that those of our merchants who dwell among 
20 you may enjoy those privileges and immunities which were 
very recently agreed to by both nations; and that you will be 
willing to protect them by your authority against the violence 
and abuse of wicked men who, being in their own country 
attached to the party of the tyrants and driven from home on 
25 account of many resultant villainies, are actuated by a spirit 
that is everywhere in the world dangerous and hostile to their 
countrymen who love ptdidcal liberty. We beg that you, for 
your part, will be most firmly convinced that even in dtese very

\The First Draft of Samuel Morland’s Address to the 
Duke of Savoy, and his Mother^ 

Your Serene and Royal Highnesses, 

The Most Serene Lord, Oliver, Protector of the Common- 
10 wealth of England, Scotland, and Ireland, has sent me to your 
Royal Highnesses; whom he salutes very heartily, and to 
whom, with a very high affection and peculiar regard for your 
Serenities, he wishes a long life and reign, and a prosperous 
issue of all your affairs, amid the applauses and respect of your 
15 people. And this is due to you, whether in consideration of the 
excellent character and royal descent of yotir Highnesses, and 
the great expectation of the world from so many eminent good 
qualities, or in recollection, after reference to records, of the 
ancient friendship of our Kings with the Royal House of 
20 Savoy. Though I am, I confess, but a young man, and not very 
ripe in experience of affairs, yet it has pleased my Most Serene 
and Gracious Master to send me, as one much devoted to your 
Royal Highnesses and ardendy attached to all bearing the 
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simo ac benignissimo, etiam magnis de rebus mittere. Fertur 
apud antiquos Croesi filius naturi fuisse prosus elinguis. Ille 
autem dim primum militem quendam patri suo vulnus intcn- 
tantem videre^ linguam protinus expedivit, nimirum baud

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Italian name, on what is really a great mission. — ^The ancient 
legend is that the son of Croesus was completely dumb from 
his birth. When, however, he saw a soldier aiming a wound 
at his father, straightway he had the use of his tongue. No 
5 other is my predicament, feeling as I do my tongue loosened 
by those very recent and bloody wounds of Mother Church. 
— A great mission surely that is to be called wherein all the 
safety and hope of many poor people is comprehended — 
their sole hope lying in the chance that they shall be able, by 
10 all their loyalty, obedience, and most humble prayers, to 
mollify and appease the minds of your Royal Highnesses, 
now irritated against them. In behalf of these poor people, 
whose cause pity itself may seem to make its own, the Most 
Serene Protector of England also comes as an intercessor, and 
IS most earnesdy requests and beseeches your Royal Highnesses 
to deign to extend your mercy to these your very poor and most 
outcast subjects — ^those, I mean, who, inhabiting the roots of 
the Alps and certain valleys in your dominion, have professed 
nominally the Religion of the Protestants. For he has heard 
20 (what no one can say has been done by the will of your Royal 
Highnesses) that those wretched creatures have been pardy 
killed by your forces, pardy expelled by violence and driven 
from their home and country, so that they are now wandering, 
with their wives and children, houseless, roofless, poor, and 
35 destitute of all resource, through rugged and inhospitable spots 
and over snow-covered mountains. And, through the days of 
this transaction, if only the things are true that fame at present 
reports everywhere (would that Fame were proved a liar I),

Ay, and 
virgins, ravished and hideously abused, breathed their last mis- 
erably ; and old men and persons labouring under illness were 
5 committed to the flames ; and some infants were dashed against 
the rocks, and the brains of others were cooked and eaten. 
Atrocity horrible and before unheard of, savagery such that, 
good God, were all the Neros of all times and ages to come to 
life again, what a shame they would feel at having contrived 
10 nothing equally inhuman! Verily, verily, Angels are horror- 
struck, men are amazed; heaven itself seems to be astounded 
by these cries, and the earth itself to blush with the shed blood 
of so many innocent men. Do not, great God, do not seek the 
revenge due to this iniquity. May thy blood, Christ, wash away 
15 this stain! — But it is not for me to relate these things in order 
as they happened, or to dwell longer upon them; and what 
my Most Serene Master requests from your Royal Highnesses 
you will understand better from his own Letter. Which letter 
I am ordered to deliver to your Royal Highnesses with all ob- 
20 scrvance and due respect; and, should your Royal Highnesses, 
as we greatly hope, grant a favourable and speedy answer, you 
will both do an act most gratifying to the Lord Protector, who 
has taken this business deeply to heart, and to the whole Com- 
monwealth of England, and also restore, by an exercise of 
25 mercy very worthy of your Royal Highnesses, life, safety, spirit, 
country, and estates to many thousands of most afflicted people 
who depend on your pleasure; and me you will send back to 
my native country as the happy messenger of your conspicuous 
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gaudio, et celsissimarum virtutum suarum praedicatione, de- 
vinctissimum etiam in omne tempus celsitudinibus suis regiis 
reducem in patriam, dimiserint.

I am sent by the most serene Prince Oliver, Lord Protector 
5 of the Commonwealth of England, Scotland, and Ireland, 
unto your Royal Highness, whom he heartily saluteth, and 
with a very high and singular affection of minde toward the 
person of your Serene Highness, wisheth you life, a long reign, 
and prosperous successes in all your affairs, together with the 
10 love and affections of your people: And this respect doubdess 
is due to your merit, whether a man consider the most noble 
inclination and royal extraction of your Highness, together 
with the High expectation which the world hath from so 
many most eminent vertues, or whether by perusing the 
IS Monuments of Time past, he call to minde the ancient Al- 
liance of our Kings with the Royal family of Savoy.

subjects & most disconsolate Out-casts; I mean those, who in- 
habiting beneath' the Alps, and certain Valleys under your Do- 
10 minion, are Professors of the Protestant Religion. For, he hath 
been informed (which no man can say was done by the will 
of your H.) that part of those most miserable people, have been 
cruelly massacred by your forces, part driven out by violence, 
and forced to leave their native habitions, and so without house 
IS or shelter, poor, and destitute of all relief, do wander up and 
down with their wives and children, in craggy and unin- 
habited places, and Mountains covered with snow. Now what, 
or what manner of cruelty have not those soldiers of late dared 
to act, or hath been omitted by them? Oh the fired houses 
20 which are yet smoking, the torn limbs, and groimd defiled 
with bloud ! Virgins being ravished, have afterwards had their 
wombs stuffed up with gravel and Rubbish, and in that miser- 
able manner breathed out their last. Some men an hundred 
years old, decrepit with age, and bed-rid, have been burnt in 
25 their beds. Some infants have been dashed against the Rocks, 
others their throats cut, whose brains have with more than 
Cyclopean cruelty, being boiled and eaten by the Murtherers! 
What need I mention more ? although 1 could reckon up very

Do not, O thou most high God, do 
not thou take that revenge which is due to so great wicked- 
nesses and horrible villanies! Let thy bloud, O Christ, wash 
>5 away this bloud! 

But it is not my business to make a Narrative of these things 
in order as they were done, or to insist any longer upon them; 
and that which my most Serene Master desireth of your Royal 
Highness, you will better understand by his Own Letters, 
20 which Letters I am commanded with all observance and due 
respect, to deliver to your Royal Highness; to which if your 
Royal Highness shall (as we very much hope) be pleased to 
vouchsafe a speedy answer, you will thereby very highly oblige 
my Lord Protector, who hath laid this thing deeply to hearty 
25 and the whole Commonwealth of England; you will also by 
an act of compassion most worthy of your Royal Highness, 
restore life, safety, spirit, Cotmtry, and estates, to many thou- 
sands of poor afflicted people, who depend upon your pleasure;

To the Consuls and Senators of the City of Bremen: 

5 From your letter which was delivered to us through your 
envoy Henry Oldenburg I learn of the quarrel which has 
arisen between your state and its very powerful neighbor, and 
of the resultant straits to which you have been reduced, with 
the greater distress and pain, the more as I love and embrace 
10 the state of Bremen for its championship, beyond other states, 
of the orthodox faith. And in respect of you I entertain no 
dearer wish than that the whole body of Protestants may 
unite at least in brotherly agreement and concord. Meantime, 
it is quite certain that the common foes of the Reformers re- 
15 joice at these quarrels of ours and everywhere attack us more 
savagely. I therefore pray God that the truce which has begun 
may find a fortunate outcome. I myself have, as you requested, 
written about this matter to the King of Sweden, since I am an 
advocate of peace and concord which beyond question are 
30 most acceptable to God, and I have gladly contributed my 
aid, as is natural, in so pious a work. 1 urge you to keep your 
mind tranquil and not averse to any honorable terms of peace.

Don Francisco Fernandes Marmolcso my governor & capt 
of war of the cities of Murda, Lorca, & Cartagena, besides that 
which other dispatches containe which come to you with this, 
it hath seem’d good to me in this a part to tell you, that I had 
resolv’d that those vessels which enter’d into that port of Car- 
tagena if those under Prince Robert that you should cause 
them to be disarm’d, & that the men belonging to them which 
were come ashore should be ship’d, & having afterwards 
understood the chance which those ships had to be lost, that 
you Cause the men of the said ships to be lodg’d in some place 
without the city of Cartagena, where they may be with safety, 
& may do no harme, nor receive any, so ordering that they may 
have releife in their quarters. & for that which those ships of 
Prince Robert did in Velez, Malaga, & other ports, talcing 
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others of the English under my artillery, in which they faulted 
in the good correspondence which I desir’d should be kept 
both with the one & the other, I charge that you send order to 
the ports under your command, that neither the ships of the 
5 Prince nor his person be admitted therein, for any pretence, as 
also I charge you, that those of the Parlament who shall enter 
therein, all good reception be given, giving them to under- 
stand that it is my expresse will & command. From Madrid

Don Francisco Fernandes de Marmoleso my governor and 
Capt in warre of the dtyes of Murcia, Lorca, & Cartagena, 
Robert Blake Admirall of the Navy of the Parlament of Eng- 
land, hath writt’n to me, giving me intelligence of the successe, 
15 that certaine ships of the charge of Prince Robert have had in 
the port of Catagena, & of the pretension that the Admirall 
makes that the Artillery, cables, anchors, & the other furniture 
of the ships of war may be restor’d to him to render up to the 
Parlament, & that the merchandise which hath bin tak’n out 
30 of the two prizes which are of worth, & what else there is may 
be giv’n to thir true owners, as more particularly you will sec 
by the inclosed copy of the Admirals letter. & in the 1“ place 
it hath seem’d good to mee 

that you give him to understand, the satisfaction which I 
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have of his good proceeding, & to charge you (as I do) that you 
take speciall care, in well treating those ships which are there 
of the parlament of England, & the same of those besides which 
shall come, as is meet to be done. & out of the desire I have that 
5 with the parlament & all that belongs to them, good & accept- 
able correspondence may be held in all my Kingdomes, I have 
resolv’d, & it is my will, that the prizes which they shall have 
taken, & in particular, the vessels of prince Rob, you cause to be 
return’d entirely to those to whome they belong, or the Ad- 
10 mirall, in case that the owners be not there that he may deliver 
them to them, neverthelesse this must be by public & judiciall 
acts that the satisfaction which he hath received may appeare. 
As to the point of losses & damages, which the Admirall pre- 
tends to receive of the goods those ships of Prince Rob. which 
IS I have conunanded to embarr, for the satisfaction of them to 
whome it belongs, as he mentions in his letter, you may declare 
& say that my resolution is, that satisfaction be made, & that to 
that purpose he leave solicitors in Cartagena that the matter

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sion which they there made, & also that there was no agree> 
ment with the parlament to forbear to receive them, so that it 
was the duty of my Ministers to defend them under my artil- 
lery, as the Admirall saw was done in Malaga, to those of the 
5 Parlaments party, & also that 1 have so much the more cause 
to thank the A dmir all for the respect wherewith he proceeded, 
for which I remaine again oblig’d. 

This is all which in this matter offers it selfe that I should 
say to you, charging you again to treate, hand, & to dispatch 
10 courteously & h’eindly the Admirall in the manner aforesaid 
as beiitts his person & good proceeding.

T he Just and most Reasonable Causes and Grounds of 
Our late Enterprize upon some Islands possessed by 
the Subjects of the King of Spain in the West-Indies, 
are very obvious to any that shall reflect upon the posture 
5 wherein the said King and his people have always stood, in 
relation to the English Nation in those parts of America, which 
hath been no other then a continual state of open War and 
Hostility; at the first most im justly begun by them, and ever 
since in like sort continued and prosecuted, contrary to the 
lo Common Right and Law of Nations, and the particular Trea- 
ties between England and Spain. 

It is true indeed. That of late Years the English have for the 
most part been Patients, and upon the Defensive onely, which 
may possibly occasion some to look upon the late Expedition 
15 into the West-Indies, as an Entrance into a new War, and not 
as it was indeed, the prosecution of a War already in being, and 
still (notwithstanding all Endeavors on the part of this State, 
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Pad^ & Commercii iis in lods habendi caus 4 nihil prsetermisit) 
ab iisdem bactenus continuatum summoque studio gestum 
reperictur: Qui quodes oblata sibi occasio est, nullam omnino 
justam ob causam, nulli injuria lacessid, occidcre, truddare, 
5 im6 sedads nonnunquam animis obtruncare nostros illic bo- 
mines, quos visum est, bonis edam atque fortunis direptis, 
Coloniis babitadonibusque deleds, navibus, si quas per ilia 
maria offendunt, capds, bosdum im6 przdontim in numero 
babere non desinunt.

sume to sayl upon those Seas, upon no other or better Right or 
Title, then that of the Popes Donation, and their first Discover- 
ing some parts of the West-Indies; whereupon they would ap- 
propriate to themselves the sole Signiory of that New World; 
15 of which most absurd Pretension, there will be occasion to 
speak more largely, when We come to consider the Causes 
why the Spaniards should think it reasonable for them to exer- 
cise all maner of Hostility in those parts against the English, 
in so far as to make such of them, as by stress of weather, Ship- 
20 wrack, or other like Casualty, are cast upon those Coasts, pris- 
oners, nay slaves; and yet to accompt it a great Injury, and 
Breach of the Peace (even here in Europe) for the Engli^ to 
attempt any thing upon them in those parts by way of Retalia- 
tion, and for their just Satisfaction. 

25 But although the King of Spain’s Embassadors (embold- 
ened upon the assurance of a prevalent Spanish Faction, al- 
ways in the Council of the late King and his Father) have had 
the Confidence to make most ridiculous and irrational Com- 
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ridiculas afferre non dubitarint; Illi tamen Reges, Hispanis 
licet nimium addicd, suorum subditorum constringi noluerunt 
manus, ubi Hispani suas esse solvendas existimarunt: im6 vim 
vi propulsare, & Hispanos, qui ad Pacem iis in locis servandam 
5 perduci nullo modo potuerunt, in hosdum numero habere suis 
permiserunt. Adeo ut anno drdter millesimo sexcentesimo & 
quadragesimo cum hzc res in Concilio regis proximi agitata 
esset, postularetque Hispanorum legatus ut naves quxdam in 
Americam profecturx, & in osdo fluminis vela jam facere 
10 paratsE prohiberentur, propterea qu6d hostilitatis in Hispanos 
illic exercendx potestate essent instructs, simulque ipse jus 
commercii in occidentali India habendi postulandbus per 
Consiliarios quosdam regis, ad earn rem constitutos, Anglis 
denegaret, placuit ut illx naves insdtutum iter suum perse- 
15 querentur, quod & factum est. 

Hactenus prxdicti Reges subdids suis, bellum iis in locis ob 
radones suas privatim suscipiendbus, non defuerunt: tametsi, 
propter potentiam Hispanicx facdonis supradictae, public^, pro 
eo ac debuerant, & existimadone gentis prisdnS dignum erat, 
20 causam eorum suscipere noluerunt. Et nobis cert^ contumelio- 
siun zqu^ & indignum fuisset, quibus, largiente Deo, tot naves 
ad omnem maritimi belli usum ornatae atque instructae in 
promptu erant, si eas carle podus corrumpi otiosas domi 
voluissemus, quam ad ulciscendum Anglorum, quidni etiam 
35 dicam, Indorum sanguinem, ab Hispanis tarn injust^ tarn in- 
human^ tod^ue fusum, illis in locis usui esse. Quandoquidem 
Deus fecit ex uno sanguine totam gentem hominum, ut habita- 
ret super universa superficie terra, definitis prastitutis tern- 
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plaints and Demands, upon any thing done in that kinde by 
the English; yet would not the said Kings (though too much 
addicted to the Spaniards) ever tie their own Subjects hands, 
where the Spaniards held their hands to be loose, but suffered 
5 them to repell Force, by Force, and to exercise Acts of Hostil- 
ity in those parts against the Spaniards, who never would keep 
any Peace there; insomuch that about the year One thousand 
six hundred and fourty, when this Question was brought into 
debate before the Council of the late King, the Spanish Am- 
n> bassadour demanding the stop of certain Vessels then in the 
River, ready to set sail for America, with Commissions to exer- 
cise Acts of Hostility there against the Spaniards; And the 
English, upon a Demand made of Conunerce in the West- 
Indies, by the Lords of the Council appointed for that affair, 
15 being denyed the same, they determined that the Ships should 
proceed in their Enterprizes, which they did accordingly. 

Thus far the late Kings owned their Subjects in the War 
they maintained in those parts, upon their private accompt, 
although through the prevalency of the forementioned Span- 
20 ish Faction, they would never afford them that publique Pro- 
tection which was due imto them, and which was suitable to 
the Honour and Interest of this Nation. And it would have 
been as Dishonourable and Unworthy for Us, who, through 
the goodness and providence of God, were so well fumisht 
25 with Ships of War fit for Foreign Service, to have let them lie 
rotting at home, rather than to have employed them for the 
just Revenge of so much English (why may we not also say) 
Indian blood, so unjustly, so unhumanely, and so cruelly spilt 
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poribus, O* positis terminis habitationis eorum. Et cert^ Deus, 
quocunque id tempore, cujuscunque id manu administrandum 
sit, tanti sanguinis innocentissimi, tantarum caedium, quibus 
tot millia Indorum ab Hispanis tarn barbar^ occisa sunt, tanta- 
5 rum denique injiu-iarum, quibus illx gentes miser^ sunt ab 
iisdem vexatae atque oppressae, certissimas aliquando poenas 
repedturus est. 

Verum ad communem hominum inter se necessitudinem, 
quae fraterna sane est, quaeque facit ut gravissimae & atrocis- 
10 simae quorumvis mortalium injuriae ad reliquos omnes perdnere 
quodammod6 videantur, necesse non est ut recurramus: cum 
ipsorum hominum nostrorum factae caedes ac spoliadones satis 
causae quamobrem a nobis ilia nuper expedido suscepta sit, 
satisque justam vindicauidi materiam dederint: ut nequid prae- 
IS terea nostrarum inpraesenda radontun, ut nc in futurum etiam 
nostram ipsam sociordmque incolumitatem, eonun praeserdm 
qui orthodoxam Religionem coliuit, consideremus; ut alias de- 
nique causas, quae illam nobis expedidonem suaserunt, quas- 
que nimc sigilladm enumerare consilium non est, omittamus: 
30 cum non causae singulae sed ipsius rei jus atque aequitas decla- 
randa nobis proponatur. Quod ut clarius f aciamus, & generatim 
dicta pardculadm explicemus, ad praeterita referre oculos pauli- 
sper oportebit: quaeque inter Anglos atque Hispanos transacta 
sint, quo statu res eorum utrinque, ad se mutu6 quod atdnet, 
35 fuerin^ ex quo & perlustrata prim6 occidentalis Indiae ora, & 
reformata Religio est, strictim percurrere. Quae duae res maxi- 
mae, ci!im eodem fer^ tempore acddissent, permagnas ubique 
conversiones orbis terrarum rebus attulere; ad Anglos praeser- 
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by the Spaniards in those parts, Since God hath made of one 
blood, all Nations of men, for to dwell on all the face of the 
"Earth, and hath determined the times before appointed, and 
the bounds of their habitation'. And certainly, at one time or 
5 another, by some hand or other, God will have an accompt of 
the Innocent Blood of so many Millions of Indians, so bar- 
barously Butchered by the Spaniards, and of the Wrong and 
Injustice that hath been done unto them. 

But we shall have no need to have recourse unto the com- 
10 mon Brotherhood between all Mankinde, which in some sort 
may interest them in the horrid, and enormious injuries of 
each other; the blood and spoils of our own Countreymen, be- 
ing suflScient to warrant the late Expedition, besides the Con- 
sideration of Present Interest, and Future Security to this Na- 
15 tion, and all its Allyes, especially of the Protestant Religion, 
with sundry other Reasons and Motives, which were Induce- 
ments to that Undertaking, the which it is not our Business (at 
present) particularly to declare, but the Justice and Warrant- 
ablenesse thereof; For the better cleering whereof, and mani- 
20 festing what hath been already alleadged in generall, it will 
be necessary to cast our eyes a little back, and to take a view of 
the Transactions between England and Spain, and the state 
they have been in, with Relation to each other, since the Refor- 
mation of Religion, and the Discovery of the West Indies; 
35 which two great Revolutions, happening neer about the same 
time, did very much alter the State of Affairs in the World, 
especially in Relation to the English and Spanish Nations, 
who ever since have taken a Different, and almost a contrary 
Measure of their Interest, from what they did before. For, 
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dm & Hispanos quod spectat, qui diversam ab eo tempore & 
pen^ contrariam res suas agendi rationem secuti sunt. Tametsi 
enim Rex proximus, ejusque Pater, adversis ferm^ totius 
populi Anglicani studiis atque sententiis, duo f oedera cum His- 
5 panis quoquo modo sarserunt, diversi tamen illi utrorumque 
sensus ac smdia ex diversi religione nata, perpetuaeque in occi- 
dentali India controversiae;,& Hispanorum simul,dum suis illic 
thesauris metuunt, suspiciones de Anglis ab initio concepts, 
cumhujusReipubliaeconatus in assequendi aequis atque hones- 
10 tis conditionibus Pace inutiles nuper reddidere, turn praecipuas 
re veri causas Philippo secundo prxbuere, ut regnante EUzabe- 
tha, andquum illud didque inviolatum foedus, quod huic gend 
cum majoribus ejus, tarn Burgundici quam Castellaini generis 
intercesscrat, rumperet, & illato illi Reginae bello, nadonem 
15 hanc totam subigendam sibi proponeret, idque ipsum aimo 
supra millesimum quingentesimo octuagesimoque octavo 
(dum interea de Pace stabilienda agebatur) omni impetu 
aggrederetur: quod quidem in Anglorum animis necesse est 
adhuc alt^ residere, neque inde posse facile evelli. Et quan- 
30 quam postea pax quaedam & commercium in Europa fuit 
(quamvis ejusmodi nunquam ut Anglorum quisquam suam 
profiteri Religionem in Hispanici didone, aut Sacra Biblia 
habere domi, ne in navi quidem ausus fuerit) in occidentali 
tamen India Hispanus mmquam ex eo tempore, aut pacem 
*5 esse aut commercium est passus ; etiamsi in illo f cedere Henna, 
octavi Regis Angliae, cum Carolo quinto Imperatore anno mil- 
lesimo quingentesimo quadragesimo secundo de utraque ilia 
re diserds verbis convenisset; in quo foedere nominadm pax 
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although the late King, and His Father, contrary to the Stream 
and Current of the Affections and Hearts of this Nation, 
patched up two Treaties of Peace with Spain; yet those New 
Principles, begotten through the Difference of Religion, and 
5 the Continual Quarrels in the West Indies, together with the 
Spaniards perpetual Jealousies of the English, in respect of his 
Treasure there, as they have rendred the late Endeavours of 
this Common-wealth Fruitless, as to the settling of a Firm 
Peace, upon Just and Honorable Tearms, so were they the true 
10 Causes that induced Philip the Second King of Spain, in the 
time of Queen Elizabeth, to break that Antient and long 
un-interrupted League, which this Nation had with his Prede- 
cessours, both of the Burgundian and Castillian Line, and 
entering into a War with the said Queen, to Design (and 
15 depending a Treaty of Peace) in the year, One thousand five 
hundred eighty eight, to attempt a total Conquest of this 
Nation, which must needs ly close by English mens hearts, 
and will not easily out of their Mindes. And albeit there was 
after, a kinde of Peace and Commerce in Europe (though 
20 never such a one, as that an English man durst own his Re- 
ligion in the Spanish Dominions, or keep a Bible in his House 
or Ship) yet in the West Indies, the Spaniards would never 
since admit either of Peace or Commerce, notwithstanding 
that both are expresly accorded, by the Treaty made between 
25 Henry the eighth King of England, and the Emperour Charles 
the Fifth, in the year One thousand five hundred fourty two, 
wherein Peace and free Commerce is agreed upon between the 
two States, and the Subjects of each Prince in all the Domin- 
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atque liberum commercium inter utr6sque & utroriimque 
populos per omnem alterutrius ditionem, portus, & territoria 
quxcunque sancitum est, sine vdia occidentalis Indise excep- 
tione, quamvis illam tunc temporis Imperator ille obtineret. 

5 Quod autem ad Articulum Pacis per tmiversum terrarum 
orbem colendx, is quidem articulus in omnibus Pacis foede- 
ribus, quz inter utramque gentem imquam extitere, dilucid^ 
continetur; neque ulla de commercio ullo in fsedere exceptio 
habetur ante illud anni millesimi sexcentesimi quarti, cum quo 
10 fcedus illud postremum anni millesimi sexcentesimi trigesimi 
hac de re per omnia consentit. In quibus duobus proximis 
foederibus, per omnes atque singulos utriusque imperii fines 
commercium convenit, Quibus in locis ante helium inter Phi- 
lippum secundum Hispanix Regem, & Elizabetham Anglix 
15 Reginam fuit commercium juxta secundum usum t?* oh- 
servantiam antiquorum foederum O* tractatuum ante id tern- 
pus initorum. 

Hxc ipsa foederum verba sunt; qux rem dubiam relinquunt, 
atque ita Rex Jacobus pacem cum Hispanis quoquo modo con- 
30 ficcre satis habuit, cum eandem de pace tractationem resu- 
meret, quz paul6 ant^ mortem Elizabeths inchoata fuerat; in 
qua etiam tractatione suis ilia deputatis inter cxtera manda- 
verat, ut de commercio libero in occidentali India habendo in- 
stant^ agerent. 

35 Verum Rex Jacobus (qui pacis ctun Hispanis faciendx ad- 
modhm erat cupidus)ita istam clausulam relinquere contentus 
erat, ut utrique parti earn suo modo interpretandi facultas 
esset; quanquam si ilia verba Usus & observantia antiquorum 
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ions, Ports and Territories of each other whatsoever, without 
any exception of the West Indies, though at that time in posses- 
sion of the said Emperour. 

And as to the Article of Peace in all parts of the World; It is 
5 expresly contained in all the Treaties of Peace, that ever were 
between the two Nations; neither is there any restriction of 
Commerce in any Treaty, before that of One thousand six 
hundred and four, whereunto the last Treaty, in the year One 
thousand six hundred and thirty, doth exactly agree, as to this 
10 matter. In which two last Treaties, Commerce is agreed in all 
and singular the Dominions of both States; In which, before 
the Warre between Philip the Second King of Spain, and 
Elizabeth Queen of England, there had been Commerce be- 
tween the two Kingdomes, like and according to the use and 
15 observance of the Ancient Leagues and Treaties made before 
the said time: These are the words of the Treaties, which leave 
the matter doubtful, and so King James was contented to slub- 
ber up a Peace with Spain, when he resumed the Treaty, which 
was on foot a little before the death of Queen Elizabeth; and 
20 wherein, amongst other things, she gave her Commissioners 
Instructions to insist upon Commerce, and a Free Trade in the 
West-Indies. 

But King James (who was exceeding fond of a Peace with 
Spain) was content to leave that Point in such sort, as that 
35 either part might interpret the Article in their own sense; 
although if those words of Use and observance of the ancient 
Leagues and Treaties are to be understood (as in Reason they 
ought) according to what of Right ought to have been ob- 
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foederum, O* tractatuum, sic mtelligenda sunt (ut par est) 
juxta & secundum id quod jure fieri debuit, non juxta & secun- 
dum quod ex parte Hispanorum ad manifestissimam eorum 
violationem factum est, qux Anglis querimoniarum, utrisque 
5 dissidiorum materia perpetua erat, ex ipsis antiquorum foe- 
derum disertis verbis clarissimum est, per omnem Hispano- 
rum ditionem, qusecunque ilia esset, tarn commercii quam 
pacis jus Anglis fuisse. 

Caeterfim si antiqua foedera & pactiones servandi ratio ab 
to eorum manifest violatione petenda est, habent Hispani obten- 
tum aliquem sic intepretandi illam in postremis foederibus 
clausulam, quasi commercium illis in locis exciperet. Et tamen 
ad dimidiam usque illius temporis partem quod inter supra- 
dictum foedus 1542, & initium belli a Philippo secundo contra 
15 Elizabetham suscepti intercessit, quantum ipsis ex rebus gestis 
intelligi potest, baud minus permitti illis in locis quam pro- 
hiberi commercium apparet. At posteaquam Hispani com- 
mercium omnino recusarunt, a permutandis mercibus ad al- 
ternandos ictus ac vulnera deventum est, tarn ante bellum inter 
20 Philippum & Elizabetham ortum, quam post pacem ab Jacobo 
Rege anno 1604 factam; alteramque ab ejus filio anno 1630, ita 
tamen ut hinc commercium per Europam non interpellaretur ; 
tametsi nunc primum Hispaniae Rex, post hanc nuper nostra- 
rum rerum retentionem, eorum locorum controversias ad hxc 
35 etiam Europae loca propagandas interpretatus est. 

Veriim neque in foederum interpretatione, neque in jure 
commercii ex illis foederibus, aliave ratione habendi insistimus; 
quasi in iis fundamenta hujus dissidii jacienda necessari6 sint, 
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served, and not according to what in Fact was practised on the 
Spaniards part, in direct violation thereof, (which was con- 
tinual matter of complaint on the part of the English, and of 
quarrel between the two Nations) it is very evident by the 
5 express words of the Ancient Treaties, That the English were 
to have Commerce, as well as Peace, in all the Spanish Domin- 
ions whatsoever. 

But if the measure of the Observance of the Ancient Leagues 
and Treaties, is to be taken from the manifest Violation and 
10 Infringement of them, the Spaniards may have some colour to 
interpret that Clause of the last Treaties, as restraining Com- 
merce in those parts. And yet, for the first half of the time 
between the aforementioned Treaty 1542. and the breaking 
forth of the War between Queen Elizabeth and Philip the 
15 Second King of Spain, there appeareth as much in matter of 
Fact for the Permission,as for the Prohibition of Trade in those 
parts. And after, when the Spaniards utterly refused Com- 
merce, the Exchange of Wares was turned into the Exchange 
of Blows, and of Powder and Shot, as well before the War 
20 between Queen Elizabeth and Philip the Second King of 
Spain, as after the Peaces made by King James in the Year 
1604, and by his Son in the Year 1630, yet so, as that it did not 
interrupt the Commerce in these parts of Europe; although 
now the King of Spain by his late Embargo, hath first inter- 
25 preted the Quarrels of those parts, to extend unto these of 
Europe also. 

But We do not insist either upon the interpretation of the 
Treaties, or Right of Commerce thereby, or otherwise, as that 
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cum id clarissixnis atque evidentissimis rationibus nitatur,quod 
statim planum faciemus. Sunt tamen ejusmodi nonnuUa, qux, 
etsi bcUum iis fundari non ita necesse est, possunt, nequc in- 
juria, impedimenta esse sanciendx pacis, aut instaurandi 
5 saltern fcederis, in quo ea non conceduntur, vel quz in priori- 
bus pactis concessa sunt, vel non immerit 6 expectari queunt. 
Quod etiam pro responso esse potest ad id quod quxritur, 
quare, quandoquidem antiqua foedera cum aliis omnibus po- 
pulis redintegravimus, idem cum Hispanix Rege non fecimus ; 
10 ncque continud nos in conditionibus foederis dextrum ejus 
oculum, multdque minus ambos (quod objicitur) ejus oculos 
postulasse, si crudelissimse Inquisitioni obnoxii esse, ubi com- 
mercium permissum est, noluimus, dandumque nobis com- 
mercium institimus, unde, neque per antiqua foedera, neque 
15 communi jure excludendi sumus. Tametsi enim Rex Hispaniae 
id sumpsit sibi ut nobis commercii leges finesque praescriberet, 
Romani pontificis lege quidam fretus, qu^ is omne commer- 
dum cum Turds, Judaeis, alilsque infidelibus vetat,' eoque no- 
mine etiam pacis tempore naves ejus bellicae aliis etiam in locis 
20 praeterquam in India occidentali nostras naves ceperunt & ex- 
pilarunt, & quanquam simili Papae authoritate ejusque dona- 

^ Gulielmus Stephanus Bristolensis, aliique Mercatores aliquot Londinenses 
anno 1606, & 1607, cum per oram Mauritaniae tribus cum navibus commer- 
cium cum illis populis haberent, Hispaniae Regis naves, quae per ilia litora 
praedabantur, eas nactae in Saphio & Sancta Crucis stationc, dum in anchoris 
ibi stabant, diripuerunt; hac solS ratione redditJ, Nolle Regem Dominum 
suum cum Infidelibus commercium permittere: quorum damna amplius duo- 
bus millib. libranim aesdmata sunt. 
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whereon We have any need to state Our Quarrel, it being 
founded upon Clear and Undisputable Grounds, as We shall 
presently declare; yet such things as may not be so necessary 
Causes whereupon to found and begin a War, may be reason- 
5 able Impediments to the concluding of a Peace, or at least to 
the renewing of a League, wherein We cannot have so much 
alowed, as in former Leagues have been admitted, and in 
reason may be expected; which may serve also for an Answer 
to that Question, Why, having renewed Our Leagues with all 
10 other Nations, We have not done it with the King of Spain; 
and that We have not demanded as a Condition thereof, his 
right Eye, much less (as hath been said) both his Eyes, because 
We would not be at the Mercy of a cruel Inquisition, where 
We are admitted to Commerce, and would be admitted to 
>5 Commerce where We ought not to be excluded from it, neither 
by the ancient Treaties, nor of Common Right; for although 
the King of Spain hath formerly taken upon him to prescribe 
Us Bounds of Trade, upon a Law made by the Pope, inhibiting 
all Trade and Commerce with Turks, Jews and other Infidels,* 
20 and upon that Accompt his Ships of War in time of Peace, 
have taken and spoiled Our Ships in other parts of the world, 
as well as in the West-Indies; And although by the like Au- 

* William Stephens of Bristol, with divers Merchants of London, in the 
Years 1606, and 1607, having three of their Ships on the Coast of Barhary, 
in trade with the People of that Countrey, the King of Spains Men of War 
ranging that Coast, and finding these Ships at anchor in Saphio and Sancta 
Cruce Road, rifled them of what they had, saying. That the King their Mas- 
ter would not give Liberty of Trade with Infidels; Their Losses amounted to 
above Two thousand poimds. 
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tionis titulo jus in Indos sibi vendicat, perinde quasi sibi jure

Alterum impedimentum renovandi foederis cum Hispanis 
10 manifestum est atque insigne, nec non ejusmodi, ut Legatis ac 
Ministris publicis in Hispanicam ditionem vel de amicitil vel 
de alio quovis inter utramque Rempublicam negotio missis, 
fiduciam omnem incolumitatis prxcidat, ubi Rex opinionibus 
ejusmodi obstrictus est, ut per eas Legatis & Ministris publicis, 
15 ne in summo vitx periculo versentur, incolumitatem a sicariis 
prxstare non possit: quorum jus, ut principum Rerumque 
publicarum usus inter se, & amicitia conservetur, gentium jure

thority from the Pope, and upon the Title of his Donation, 
he claimed a Right over the Indians, as if they were all his 
Subjects, even those that actually arc not under his Power or 
Obedience; yet We acknowledge no such Right, neither in the 
5 Pope nor King of Spain, to take away from the Indians the 
Right of their Liberty, or from Us the Right which We have 
by the Law of Nature, and of Nations, of Converse and Com- 
merce with them, especially such of them as arc not actually 
imder the Power and Subjection of the King of Spain. 

10 Another Impediment to the renewing of the League with 
Spain, is manifest and notorious, and such as cutteth off all 
Assurance from Publike Ministers and Agents imployed into 
the Dominions of the King of Spain, upon any Negotiation of 
Amity, or other Transactions between the two States, where 
15 the prince holdeth forth such principles, as render him un- 
capable to give Security and Protection to Ambassadors and 
Publique Ministers, against Assassinations and outragious At- 
tempts of violence upon their persons; which, for the preserv- 
ing of Entercourse, and a good Understanding between Princes 
30 and States, by the Law of Nations, have always been held most 
inviolable and more sacred then those Sanctuaries, whose Priv- 
iledges (derived from the Authority of the Pope and Church 
of Rome) have been pretended to elude and avoid the Execu- 
tion of Justice from time to time demanded, and insisted upon 
35 by this Commonwealth, upon the Assassinates of Mr. Andiony 
Ascham, sent under a Publique Character from this Common- 
wealth into Spain, to procure and settle a good Understanding 
between the two Nations; for which barbarous Murthcr, no 
satisfaction or condign punishment upon the said Assassinates, 
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nulla satisfactio, nullum supplidum neque sumptum est, ne- 
quc impetrari unquam potuit, quamvis a* Parlamcnto postu- 
laretur ejusque nomine a Concilio statijs vehementer ac sxpius 
esset flagitatum. Quod quidem f cederis inter utramque gentem 
renovandi continuatum hactenus impedimentiun atque justis- 
simum fuit, imm6 ver6 (pro eo quod ab aliis nationibus facti- 
tatum est) justa belli causa censeri potuit. 

Quod autem ad controversias in occidentali India exortas, 
cum tarn in ipsa continente quam in insulis Colonise nobis quo- 
que sint Americanae, casque jure non detcriore, immo meliore 
possideamus quam Hispani suarum ullas obtineant, parique 
jure ea maria navigare nobis liberum sit, sine ulla tamen causi, 
null^ue prorsus injuria laesi (idque ubi de commercio con- 
troversia nulla versata est) tamen perpetu6 Colonias nostras

Nos vero tanu astimamus Majestatem vestram, ut non facile simus credituri 
potentiam vestram Regiam in ditionibus ipsi subjectis aliena cuipiam poten- 
tia subjectam esse» 
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could ever be obtained, though required* by the Parliament, 
and often insisted upon by the Council of State in their behalf, 
which hath been a continual and most just Obstacle, to the 
renewing of the Leagues between the two Nations, and might 
well be esteemed (according to what hath been practised 
amongst other Nations, upon the like occasion) a just Cause 
of a War. 

But as to the state of Our Quarrel in the West-Indies; 
Whereas We have Collonies in America, as well in Islands as 
upon the Continent, upon as good and a better Tide then the 
Spaniards have any, and have as good a right to Sail in those 
Seas as themselves; yet without any just Cause or Provocation 
(and where the Question of Commerce was not at all in the 
Case) they have notwithstanding, continually invaded, in an 

^ This appears by a Clause in a Letter sent from the Parliament, and signed 
by their Speaker, to the King of Spain in January 1650. viz; We Require of 
your Majesty, and insist upon it, That Satisfaction be at length given to Pub- 
lique Justice, touching the flagitious Murther of Anthony Ascham Our Resi- 
dent; And the rather, because after due Punishment inflicted upon the 
Authors of a Wickedness of such a nature.

People Prisoners and Slaves, and have continued so doing 
from time to time, till the very time that We undertook the 
5 late Expedition against them. 

Whereupon, contrary to what hath been formerly practised, 
they have also made an Embargo of Our Ships, and Arrested 
the Persons and Goods of all English men in Spain; so that 
whether We look to the parts of America or of Europe, they 
10 are the first beginners and causers of the War, and of all the 
Blood and Inconvenience that may ensue thereupon. 

The instances of the continual Acts of Hostility, and Cruel- 
ties, exercised by the Spaniards against the English in the West- 
Indies in the times of Peace, both from the Year 1604, when a 
15 Peace was made by King James, till the War broke out again, 
and from the conclusion of the last Peace in the Year 1630, till 
this time, are very many, and very Barbarous, and Bloody, We 
shall content Our selves with some* few. 

3 A Ship called the Ulysses, being in Trade upon the Coast of Guiana, 
when the Merchants and Mariners went on shore upon the Faith and Oaths 
of Don Berreo Governor of that place; to which Oaths the Mariners giving 
credit, were notwithstanding Thirty of them suddenly taken and committed, 
and Letters written from the Governor to the Merchant, That it was true he 
had taken Thirty of his men prisoners, for that divers Strangers that had 
formerly traded there, had deceived him of Twenty thousand Duckets, but 
if that he would send him the Twenty thousand Duckets, then he vowed 
presently to send him all his Thirty men aboard safe, and then to continue 
their Trade also: whereupon, the Merchants sent him in Plate and Goods, 
his desired Sum; which when the Governor Don Berreo had received, he 
caused all the Thirty men to be strangled to trees, except the Chyrurgeon of 
the Ship, which was kept alive to cure the Governors disease. This Ransom 
with other Losses there, amounted to Seven thousand pounds.

ubi post boras viginti Nigrita quidam, audito hominis ejulatu, 
15 accedens, jam ant^ moribundum lancel transfixit: Navis

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After the Peace concluded in the Year 1605, a Ship called 
the Mary, Ambrose Birch being Master, was in Trade upon the 
North-side of Hispaniola in the West-Indies; and the Master 
with six of his Company being enticed on Shore by a Priest 
5 called Father John, to see some Merchandise, under promise of 
secure and fair Trading, and twelve Spaniards going aboard 
the Ship to view the English Wares; whilest the English Mer- 
chants were shewing them their Merchandise, nothing doubt- 
ing of any fraud, the Watch-word being given from the shore 
10 by the Priest, every Spaniard drew out a great Knife, and 
stabbed all the English men aboard, except two that leaped 
into the Sea, and the rest on shore were put to strange deaths, 
and the Master himself was stripped naked, and bound to a 
tree with cords, and so pinched and stung to death, being 
15 naked, by Mosqueto’s; where continuing about twenty hours, 
a Negro hearing a man roar, and cry in that extremity, and 
finding him, ran him through with his Lance: This Ship and 
Goods was worth Five thousand four hundred pounds. 

Another Ship called the Archer Was the same Year taken 
20 near to Sancto Domingo, and all her men executed: This Ship 
was worth Thirteen hundred potmds. 

Another Ship called the Amity of London with her Pinace, 
was taken by Don Lewis Faczardo, Governor of the King of 
Spains Armado, the Ship and Goods were confiscated, and the 
25 Merchants and Mariners all cast into the Sea, except one Boy 
to do them service: This Ship and Pinace were worth Five 
thousand six hundred pounds. 

Another Ship called the Scorn, having her men on shore.

Ship and Goods, amounting to Fifteen hundred pounds. 

In the Year 1606, a ship called the Neptune, was taken near 
5 the Tortugas by the Spanish men of War, being worth four 
thousand three hundred pounds.^ 

In the same Year, another ship called the Lark, was taken by 
Don Lewis Faezardo, and confiscated with her whole Lading, 
being worth Four thousand five hundred and seventy pounds.* 
10 Another ship called the Castor and Pollux, was taken by the 
Spaniards upon the Coast of Florida, which they confiscated, 
and executed all the Men in her, or kept them Slaves, for they 
could never be heard of since : This ship with her merchandize 
was worth Fifteen thousand pounds. 

15 In the Year 1608, a Ship called The Richard of Plimouth, 
whereof was Captain one Henry Challins, being set forth by 
the Lord Chief Justice Popham, Sir Ferdinando Gorges, and 
others, for Virginia, and by violent Storms being driven to the 
southward of the Canary Islands, and then bending her course 
20 for the place they intended, in 27 degrees, by chance they met 
with Eleven sayl of Spanish ships coming from St. Domingo, 


John Davies lost two Pinaccs with all the Goods in them, and had all 
the men in the same murthered; to the overthrow of the Voyage, by which 
he lost Three thousand five hundred pounds. 

5 One other ship belonging to divers Merchants of London, (whereof the 
Master was lohn LoefO was by the Spanish Forces taken near the Island of 
Tortugas, for Trading and cutting Wood; and for the same the ship and 
goods confiscated, and most of the Men taken and executed, and the rest 
committed to the Galleys, to the loss of Five thousand three hundred pounds. 
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redcuntes fort^ incidit; quae ipsam ceperunt, & quanquam 
praefectus navis diploma regium protulit, quo se expediret, 
tamen navis cum bonis publica facta est, ipse crudeliter habitus,

Haec exempla satis ostendunt, cujusmodi nobis Pacem His- 
pani in occidentali India temporibus Jacobi servarunt; qui Rex 
20 diligentissim^ curavit vel potius pertimuit ne Pax cum iis diri- 
meretur. Ejusmodi hostilia plan^ & cruenta vestigia, ab ilia eti- 
am proxima Pace, quae anno 1630 confecta est, ad hanc usque 
diem, persequi licet. 

De iis coloniis, quae, ab hujus nationis nobilibus quibusdam 
25 viris, in insulam Catelinam (ab his Providentiae dictam) & in 
insulam Tortugam (ab iisdem Associationis dictam) deductae 
sunt, primum dicemus. Hae autem anno circiter 1629, cum 
essent incolarum & pecorum omnino vacuae, indicto inter 
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which took the said Ships, notwithstanding that the Captain 
shewed the Kings Broad Seal for his Warrant, yet the Ship and 
Goods were confiscated, and the man most cruelly used, and 
sent to rowe in the Gallies; whereby was lost above Two thou- 
5 sand five hundred poxmds. 

The like was done to another Ship called the Ayde, taken by 
Don Lewis Faczardo, under colour of friendship, and the Ship 
and Goods confiscated, and all the men sent to the Gallies, 
where some were beaten to death with Cudgels, for that they 
10 refused to rowe; which ship and goods were worth by the 
Spaniards own computation, Seven thousand pounds. 

In the same Year, another Ship called the Anne Gallant, 
Mr. William Curry Master, being in Trade upon Hispaniola, 
the Ship and Goods were confiscated, and the whole com- 
15 pany hanged up with papers written upon them. Why came 
you hither? This Ship and Goods was worth Eight thousand 
poimds. 

These particulars may suffice to shew what Peace the Span- 
iards kept with Us in the West-Indies in the time of King 
20 James, who was very careful, or rather fearful to break the 
Peace with them; And the like Hostile and bloody Foot-steps, 
We may trace down from the time of the last Peace concluded 
in the year 1630, unto this very time. 

We shall begin with the Colonies of this Nation, setled by 
25 certain Noblemen and Gentlemen, in the Islands of Cattelina 
(called by them Providence) and Tortugas (by them named 
Association) which about the year 1629, being void of all In- 
habitants, and tame Beasts or Cattel, were actually possessed 
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Anglos & Hispanos tunc tcmporis bello, ab Anglis occupatse 
sunt atque possessse. Sequente anno Pace inter utramque gen- 
tem fact!, cum de iis insulis haudquaquam ab Hispanis in foe- 
dere exciperetur, Carolus Rex, non impediri sc hSc Pace arbi- 
5 tratus, suo diplomate, quod & magno sigillo Anglix signatum 
erat, supradictam insulam Providentix, simul & alias vicinas 
ditionis esse sux declaravit; casque nobilibus quibusdam viris 
eorijmquc haeredibus possidendas concessit; & sequente anno 
ad Tortugam usque insulam concessionem illam extendit. 

10 Et quanquam supradicti Coloni, ejusdcm Regis concessionc 
in earum insularum possessionem venerant, eaque concessio 
jure optimo fundata erat, primum Naturx, e6 quod nequc His- 
pani, nequc alii quicunque in corum locorum possessionc 
essen^ deinde Belli, quandoquidem belli tempore occupatx 
15 sunt, & in Pacis articulis nequaquam exceptx, unde extingui 
jus Hispanorum (si quod illic juris habuissent) ipsorum as- 
sensu, ex sccundo proximi foederis articulo, sequitur, quan- 
quam etiam nequc supradicta Colonorum Societas, nec suorum 
quisquam ullo suo facto justam offensionis causam vel His- 
20 panix Regi, vel Hispanorum cuiquam prxbuerat, donee pri- 
ores ipsi naves nostras atque Colonias vi invasissent, & Anglo- 
rum baud paucos, incensis etiam eorum xdificiis ac sedibus, 
interfecissent, Hispani tamen, cum nullam iis in locis pacem 
servare statuissent, circa 22 Januarii 1632, null^ injuri^ lacessiti, 
25 navem quandam societatis, cui nomen Flos Marinus, ab insula 
Providentix redeimtem, inter Tortugam & Floridx caput hos- 
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by the English in time of Open War between England and 
Spain ; And the next year a Peace being concluded between the 
two nations, & no Claim or Reservation therein of the said 
Islands by the Spaniards, the late King did by his Letters 
5 Patents under the Great Seal of England, (notwithstanding 
that Peace) assume the said Island of Providence, with other 
adjacent Islands, as part of his own Dominions, and did grant 
the same to divers Noblemen and Gentlemen, and their Suc- 
cessors; and the next year extended his Grant to the aforemen- 
10 tioned Island of Tortugas. 

And notwithstanding that the said Adventurers were in 
possession of the Islands aforesaid, by the late Kings Grant, 
founded upon a double Right, that of Nature, the Places not 
being in the possession of the Spaniards or any others; and that 
15 of War, being taken in the time of War, and not excepted in 
the Treaty of Peace, and consequently the Spaniards preten- 
sions thereunto, (if they had any) extinguished, by their own 
Agreement in the Second Article of the last Treaty; And not- 
withstanding that neither the said Company, nor any cm- 
20 ployed by them, did give the least just Cause of Offence unto 
the King of Spain, or any of his Subjects, until such time as 
they had first assaulted their Ships and Colonies, and slain 
divers of the English therein, burning and destroying their 
Plantations; yet the Spaniards observing no Peace with the 
25 English in those parts, about the 22 of January 1632, without 
any just Provocation, did assault one of the Ships of the said 
Company, called The Sea-flower, in her peaceable Return 
from Providence, between the Tortugas and the Cape of Flor- 
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dlit^ aggressi sunt, in qua pugna nonnullos in ea navi oc- 
ciderunt, alios vulner^unt 

Post hsEC anno circiter 1634, Tortuga insula ab Hispanis cum 
quatuor navibus oppugnata est, cum ab Anglis nulla injuria 
5 exorta esset: in qui oppugnatione sexaginta vel amplius occisi 
sunt, multi sauciati ac capti, sedes deletae, domus incensse, bona 
baud parui pretii ab Hispanis asportata, Angli penitus ex ea 
insula dejecti, quorum alii suspendio sublati, alii Havanam 
abducti in servitute miserrim^ retenti sunt; imus prac caeteris, 
10 cui nomen Grymes, qui in Tortuga Bombardarius fuerat, 
crudeliter est trucidatus; pars ad desertam quandam insulam 
confugiens, cui Sanctae Crucis nomen est, ab Hispanis, qui eo 
etiam cum tribus navibus longis fugientes persequebantur, op- 
pugnata mense Martio 1636, quadraginta occisi, reliqui capti 
IS & crudelissim^ accepti.

ida; in which Assault, they killed some, and wounded others 
in the said ship. 

And after about the year 1634, the Island of Tortuga was 
assaulted by divers Subjects of the King of Spain, in four Ves- 
5 sels, though there was no Provocation at all on the part of the 
English ; in which assault, threescore or more were slain, divers 
wounded and taken prisoners, their Plantations spoiled, their 
Houses burned, their Goods to a great value carried away by 
the Spaniards, and the Island wholly dis-peopled thereby of 
10 the English, whereof some being hanged, and others carried 
prisoners to the Havana, were detained in cruel slavery, and 
one of them called Grymes, formerly a Gunner at Tortuga, 
was there barbarously murthered; and some of them flying for 
Refuge to Sancta Cruce, an Island void of Inhabitants, were 
15 pursued thither by the Spaniards in three Friggots, and there 
assaulted in March 1636; in which Assault, about forty of the 
English were slain, and the rest carried away prisoners, and 
used with very much hardship. 

And the 24 of July 1635, the Island of Providence it self was 
20 assaulted by the Subjects of the King of Spain, in two great 
ships and a Friggot, which maintained a Fight for divers 
hours, but were beaten off at that time, and forced to discon- 
tinue their Attempt, till they renewed it again about the year 
1640, with twelve sayl of ^ps, great and small, whereof the 
25 Admiral was the Armadillo of Cartagena, one of the King of 
Spain’s Gallioons of his Plate-Fleet; from this Fleet having 
landed a considerable number of soldiers, they promised them- 
selves the Conquest of the Island, but were again repulsed with 
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pulsi denu6 rccessenmt. Alter 4 tamen classe instruct^ paul6 
post cum revertissent, Coloni dissidiis laborantes, non tarn qu^ 
se ratione defenderent, quam quibus conditionibus commodis- 
sim^ se dederent, cogitarunt, quas tradita demum insull, facile 
5 impetraverunt. Sed insula hoc modo & Colonis erepta est, & 
Reipublicae, illis octoginta amplius millium librarum damno 
dato, huic, detrimento & ignomini^ public^ simul acceptl 
Ita in Hispanorum potestatem cum esset redacta, navis quae- 
dam, quae vectores aliquot ab nova Anglia in earn insulam 
10 transmigrantes advexerat, intra ictum Bombardarum callid^ 
perducta est (ignorabat enim earn insulam in Hispanorum 
potestate jam esse) nec sine permagno discrimine ac diffi- 
cultate se extricavit, amisso etiam navis magistro, viro probis- 
simo, quern ictus tormenti ab insula displosi transverberavit. 
15 Nec content! intra fines Americanos hostilitati suae in illius 
Colonise socios modum statuere Hispani, in his etiam partibus 
Europse eandem in eos exercuerunt: anno enim 1638 Decem- 
bris 25, Navis qusedam ejusdem societatis, Providentiae nomine 
insignita, cui Thomas Newman Praefectus erat a Promontorio 
30 Dengioleucis duabus in ipsa Angliae ora a Sprengfeldio Dun- 
kirkanae navis praedatoriae praefecto oppugnata atque capta est; 
Dunkirkam deinde abducta; ubi navis onera retenta sunt; 
(quae multorum etiam illic aestimatione triginta millium 
librarum summam conhcere existimabantur) Anglorum au- 
35 tern pardm occisi, partim vulnerati, caeteri postquam in ipsa 
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a considerable Loss on their part; yet soon after returning with 
another Fleet, the Colony being then fallen into Divisions and 
Distractions amongst themselves, they did not think so much 
of making a good Defence, as of making good Conditions for 
5 themselves, which upon the Delivery up of the Island, with 
little or no opposition they obtained; but the Island was there- 
by wrested from the said Adventurers, and from the Common- 
wealth, to the particular Loss of the one, above Eighty thou- 
sand pounds, and to the Publique Dishonor and Detriment of 
10 the other; And being possessed by the Spaniard, a ship that 
came from New-England with some People from thence, that 
intended to have transplanted themselves into that Island, was 
cunningly drawn within the reach of their Canon (being 
ignorant that the Place was in the Spaniards hands) and got 
15 off with a great deal of danger and difBculty, and the loss of 
the Master of the ship (a very honest man) who was slain with 
a Cannon shot from the Island. 

Neither were the Spaniards content to bound their Enter- 
prizes against the said Adventurers within the par ts of America, 
20 but also extended their acts of hostility against them to these 
parts of Europe; for on the 25 of December 1638, a ship called 
the Providence, belonging to the said Company, under the 
Command of Captain Thomas Newman, was assaulted and 
surprized two Leagues off Donegenesse upon the Coasts of 
25 England, by one Captain Springfield, Captain of a Dunkirk 
Man of War, and carried to Dunkirk, where the said Goods 
were detained (being by divers there acknowledged to be of 
Thirty thousand pounds value) and of the English aboard the 
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navi suS barbar^ atque inhuman^ essent habiti, Dunkirkam 
abrepti baud melius accepti simt, donee rationem aliquam 
profugendi invenissent. £t quamvis supradicti socii satisfacti- 
onem omnibus modis postulassent, Rexque proximus per Resi- 
5 dentem suum Dom. Bdthasarum Gerherium, perque literas 
tarn sua manu, quam a Secretario Coco scriptas, eorum nomine 
reparadonem poposcisset, nullam tamen neque bonorum resd- 
tudonem, neque ob ea ut compensado ulla iieret impetrare 
potuerunt. 

10 Sunt & alia recendoris & acerbioris edam memoriae exempla, 

illud nempe Sanctx Crucis ab Hispanis a Portorico provecds 
oppugnatz anno circiter 1651, insulae quidem antea non habi- 
tatae; illo autem tempore Colonia Anglorum, duce Nicolao 
Philips, earn tenuit; qui cum centum circiter Colonis ab His- 
15 panis crudelit^ occisus est; qui edam naves in portu occu- 
pSrunt, sedes diripuenuit, vastarunt, & fundiths exciderunt. 
Cumque plures quos occiderent invenire non possent (cum 
incolarum pars alia in silvas profugisset) Hispani Portoricum 
reversi iis miseris & fame propemodum confecds reliquiis ad 
30 alias vicinas insulas recipiendi sese, illiamque Sanctae Crucis 
penitus deserendi, spadum dedere. Sed brevi post tempore His- 
pani ad pervesdgandum & quasi venandum eos qui in silvas 
sese abdiderant, reverterunt: verum illi ex manibus eorum 
efiugiendi, & in alias insulas dUabendi radonem aliquam in- 
35 venerunt. 

Eodem anno i^i, Navis quaedam Joannis Turneri, cum 
esset in portum Cumanagotae vehemendoribus vends appulsa, 
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said ship, some were slain, others wounded, and the rest after 
a barbarous and vincivil Usage aboard, were carried prisoners 
to Dunkirk, where some were used with much hardship, till 
they found means to escape; And notwithstanding that the 
5 said Adventurers used all due means for to obtain satisfaction, 
and that the late King by his Agent sir Balthazar Gerbeere, 
and by his Letters, as well written by Secretary Cook, as with 
his own hand, required Justice on their behalf; yet could they 
not obtain Restitution of any part of the said Goods, or any 
to Reparation in lieu thereof. 

There are Examples of more fresh and bleeding Memory, as 
that of Sancta Cruce, assaulted by the Subjects of the King of 
Spain, from Puertorico, about the year 1651. being an Island 
formerly void of all Inhabitants, and possessed at that time by 
15 a Colony of the English, under the command of Captain Nich- 
olas Philips, who, together with about a hundred more of the 
said Colony, were slain and butchered by the Spaniards, who 
seized the Ships in the Harbour, pillaged, burnt, and destroyed 
their Plantations, and Houses, and finding no more men to 
30 massacre (part of the Inhabitants escaping by flight into the 
Woods) the Spaniards returned to Puertorico, and gave oppor- 
tunity to that Miserable, and almost starved Remnant, to be- 
take themselves to other adacent Islands, and totally desert 
that of Sancta Cruce; yet the Spaniards returned after a while 
35 from Puertorico, to hunt out and murther those who had re- 
tired themselves into the Woods, but they found means to 
escape their hands, and to get into other Islands. 

In the same year i^i. a Ship belonging to Mr. John Turner, 
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ab illius loci prxfecto occupata & cum omni oncre in fiscum 
redacta est 

Similit^ factum est navi & bonis Capitanei Cranlei/ 

Et anno 1650 Navis quaedam Samuelis Wilson, qux 6 ar- 
5 bados insulas petcbat, equis onusta, in alto capta & Havanam 
abducta est; navis & bona publicata, nautarum plerique in 
custodiam traditi, & mancipiorum more in munimends operas 
dare coacd. 

Similia experd stmt nautae cujusdam navis Barnstapulensis, 
10 annis abhinc circiter duobus, quae navis cum prop^ Hispanio- 
laun, dum a Coloniis quibusdam nostris in insulis Caribiis rt- 
verteret, rimas agere caepisset undamque accipere, nautae ejus 
in Scapha sibi consulere coacd ad littus evaserunt, ubi omnes 
capdvi facd, mancipiorum ritu, in munimends operas dare 
15 cogebantur. 

His, aliisque permultis hujusmodi exemplis, quae omnia 
recitare nimis longum esset, manifesdssimum est Hispaniae 
Regem eique Subjectos arbitrari se nulla Pads conditione 
nobis praestandS illis in regionibus obligari: cum & omne genus 
20 hosdlitads in nos exercere, imm 6 graviora hostilitate, con- 
sueverint, eaque inhumanitas, qu^ illic Anglos tractare solent, 
usque th a Pads legibus aliena sit, ut ne belli quidem legibus 
non internecini convenire videatur. In illo tamen Hispaniae 
Regis Embargo, quo mercatorum nostrorum naves ac bona 
25 proscribi ac retineri imperat, in Anglos culpa omnis confertur ; 
quasi Fcedifragos nimirum Sacrosanctee Facts atque Com- 

* Similitir etiain fiictum fuerat eodem in portu navi cuidam loannis Blandi, 
cui Prx£ectus erat Nicolam PhUippus. 
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being forced into the Port of Cumanagota by stress of Weather, 
was seized by the Governour, and the Ship and Goods con- 
fiscated. 

The like was done to another Ship and goods belonging to 
5 Captain Cranley.® 

And in the year 1650. a Ship belonging to Mr. Samuel Wil- 
son, bound for Barbadoes, and laden with Horses, was taken at 
Sea, and carried into the Havana, the Ship and goods were 
confiscate, and most of the Men kept Prisoners, and forced to 
10 work in the Bulwarks like Slaves. 

The like usage had the Company belonging to a Ship of 
Barnstable, about two years since at Sancto Domingo in His- 
paniola; which Ship, springing a Leak neer Hispaniola, as she 
was returning from some of Our Plantations in the Cariby 
15 Islands, her Company were forced to save themselves in their 
Boat upon Hispaniola, where they were taken Prisoners, and 
made to work like slaves in their Fortifications. 

By these particulars (and many other of the like nature, 
which would be too long to rehearse) it is most apparent that 
30 the King of Spain and his Subjects, do not account themselves 
bound to hold any terms of Peace with the English in those 
parts, but continually exercise all manner of Hostility against 
them, and worse than Hostility; the Barbarous Usage of the 
English there, being so hx from the Laws of Peace, that it is 
35 not agreeable to the Laws and Cmtoms of a Fair War : And yet 
the English must be taxed (as they are by the King of Spain in 
his Order for the late Embargo) as those. That had been want-

15 sit, id ipsius & Ministrorum suorum permissu ac boni veni^ 
sit factum, & quemadmodhm luce clarius est non eum gratuit6 
tarn facilem fuisse, si, quanta a classibus nostris momenta suis 
rationibus accesserin^ secum cogite^ ita h contrario Rex ille 
ejusque Ministri, quas ipse commemorat pacdones minimi

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ing to, and Violators of the sacred Bonds of Peace & free com- 
merce (so religiously (as he sales) observed by him ) and that 
with so unthought of, and declared Hostility, as the assaulting 
of the City of Saint Domingo in the Island of Hispaniola: 
5 which is laid down as the sole Ground and Cause of the said 
Embargo of the English goods, and arrest of their persons in 
Spain, though aggravated against Us, by a Representation of 
His Friendly admission of Our Fleets into hif Ports, where 
they were pleased to come, and had found it convenient for 
*0 them to touch, without notice taXen by his Ministers, accord- 
ing to the rigour of the Capitulations of Peace, between the 
two Crowns, which doth reciprocally prohibite the entrance 
into the Ports with more than Six or Eight Ships of War. 

But as himself in those words cleareth Our Fleets of any 
IS Infringement of the Capitulations in what they did, being 
done by leave and permission of himself, and his Ministers (if 
any such thing were done, and coimived at, as is alleged) and 
as all the world well knoweth, he was not so courteous for 
nought Considering the advantage and coimtenance that his 
20 affairs of late have received from Our Fleets; so on the other 
side the said King, and his Ministers, have taken very little 
notice of the Capitulations by him mentioned, wherein it is so 

^Captain Swanley found no such kinde entertainment in the Port of Tre- 
panni in Sicily, where about June 1653. his Ship called the Henry Bonaven- 
ture, together with a Dutch-Vmt called the Peter, a Great and rich Ship,

or hurt in the mean season to be done, or given unto them, 
either in their persons or Merchandize. In which, the said 
King by the late Embargo hath been manifestly wanting to 
the bonds of those Capitulations by himself remembred 
10 against Us, and his Declaration in the said Order, That acts of 
hostility exercised in the West-Indies, are a breach of Peace, 
and of the freedom of Commerce in these parts, is of the first 
Impression that hitherto hath proceeded from either State; 
though there have not been wanting several occasions on both 
15 sides to have done it 

But since the King of Spain hath both by word, and deed. 
Declared the Treaties of Peace so to be understood, he hath 
consequently concluded himself to have first violated the 
sacred bonds of friendship, by so many acts of open Hostility, 
30 first exercised by him upon the English in those parts, and 
from time to time continued, ever since the last Treaty of 
Peace, as before hath been particularly declared; which is a 
thing so evident, and notorious, that Our adversaries them- 
selves cannot certainly have the face to deny the matter of Fact, 
35 but will choose rather to insist upon the matter of Right, and 
that as the King of Spain hath assumed amongst his Tides, 
that of Rex Indiarum; so indeed all the Indies and Indian Sea, 
both North and South, are his proper Dominions, and that 
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& omnes cxterx nadones, quicquid iis in locis possidemus, ei 
relinqucre ac reddere, &, reducds Coloniis nostris, injvirix sibi 
fact* veniam petere debcremus. Vcrum si radoncm ac veri- 
tatem illius dtuli aldbs inspiciamus, tenui admodum atque 
5 infirmo cum nid fundamento comperiemus, quo tanta con- 
tendonum ac belli moles superstruenda sit, quantam banc veri- 
simile est futuram. 

Duplex dtulus prsefertur, Papam videlicet ea loca donasse, 
seque primos omnium perlustrasse: ad primum quod atdnet, 
10 scimus Papam in donandis Regnis ac regionibus liberalissi- 
mum semper fuisse, illi interea dissimillimum cujus Vicarium 
se esse profitetur, qui ne hoc quidem tantulum sibi sumere 
volebat, ut in dividundis hxreditadbus consdtui se judicem 
pateretur, nedum ut suo arbitrio cuiquam donaret, quemad- 
15 modum Angliam, Hiberniam, aliaque Regna Papa largitus 
est Verhm nos authoritatem in eo isdusmodi nullam agno- 
scimus, neque gentem ullam usque adeo mends inopem exisd- 
mamus, ut in eo tantam authoritatem inesse credat; vel Hispani

25 Sed neque alter Titulus majoris est ponderis; quasi verb, si 
Hispani paucas quasdam Americx partes primi perscrutad 
sunt, insulisque aliquot, fluminibus, ac Promontoriis nomina 
imposuere, idcircb novi illius orbis dominium jure sibi acqui- 
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they are all Enemies and Pyrates, that come there without his 
permission. Which truly if it were so, both We and ail other 
Nations, ought to quit to him all We hold in those parts, and 
displanting Our Collonies, ask him pardon for the wrong We 
5 have hitherto done unto him. But if We look into the groimd 
of his Claim and Title, it will appear a very poor and weak 
foundation, to raise so great, and so bloudy, a building upon, 
as this hath, and is like to prove. 

A double Tide is pretended, that of the Popes Donation, and 
10 that of first Discovery; For the former. We know very well, 
the Pope hath indeed been very free in disposing of Kingdoms 
and Countreys, therein being very imlike him whose Vicar he 
pretendeth to be, that would not take upon him so much as to 
be a Judge to divide Inheritances, much less to give them away 
15 at his pleasme; as the Pope hath done the Kingdoms of Eng- 
land, Ireland, and others: But We acknowledge no such 
power in him, nor do We believe, that any Nation is so void of 
sense, as to think he hath any such power ; or that the Spaniards 
themselves do believe it, or would affirm it, if the Pope had 
20 given asmuch from them, as he hath given to them: And if the 
French, and others, who acknowledge the Popes power in 
Ecclesiastical matters, do esteem this Title of the Spaniards 
ridiculous, it cannot be expected that We should account it 
any other ; and so We leave it as not worthy any further answer. 
25 And of as little weight is their other Tide, as if the Subjects 
of the King of Spain, having first made discovery of some few 
parts of America, and having given names to some Islands, 
Rivers and Promontories, they should thereby be intituled to 
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sivissent. Venlm imaginarius ejusmodi Titulus tali prsescrip- 
done nbcus sine possessione jus aliquod verum aut legidmum 
creare non potest Jus optimum tenendi Americanis in locis 
quod quisque habet, est Coloniarum deducdo, & possessio vel

locis, quibus vel colendis vel habitandis ipsi non sufficiant; 
quandoquidem Deus terram hominum usibus creavit, prxce-

parta illic obtinere invenientur; c\un omnia invids incolis, & 
quasi ex ipsis eorum visceribus sibi acquisiverint, quorum

the sole Signiory of that New-world. But an Imaginary Title, 
upon such a prescription, without possession, cannot create 
any real right: The best Title, that any can have to what they 
possess in those parts of America, is Plantation and Possession, 
5 where there were no Inhabitants, or where there were any, by 
their consent, or at least in such waste and desolate parts of 
their Countries, as they are not able in any measure to plant, 
and possesse ; (God having made the world for the use of men, 
and ordained them to replenish the same.) 

10 Upon which grounds, as the Spaniards will have litde right 
to what they hold, having got all which they have, contrary to 
the consents, and out of the bowels of the first Inhabitants, in 
whose bloud they have founded their Empire; and not foimd, 
but made great Islands, and whole Countries void of Inhabi- 
ts tants, having rooted out all the Natives: So on the other side, 
the English will have a very clear Title to their Plantations, 
especially to divers Islands, which the Spaniards have assaulted, 
and slain their Colonies in, which either never had any In- 
habitants, or if destroyed by the Spaniards, were also deserted 
30 by them, and left unpeopled ; so that by the Law of Nature and 
of Nations, they rightfully accrew to the Occupiers, and pos- 
sessors thereof, according to the known maxime. Qua nullius 
sunt pro derelictis habentur, cedunt occupanti. Although if 

We had dispossessed the Spaniards of the places where We 
35 planted Our Colonies, and where they had first dispossessed 
and rooted out the Natives; We, as avengers of those peoples 
bloud and wrongs, should have had a better Title to their 
Countries then their oppressors, and murtherers. But Our 
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nem ullam tenuerunt, neque habitationes iillas aut pecora 
post se rdiquerant, alidmve rem, quse possit ullo modo jus 
posscssionis retincre, tanto evidentius jus nostrum iis in locis 
fuit & Hispanorum injurise nobis illatx tant6 aperdores; iis 
5 prxserdm in locis quse indicd utrinque belli tempore occupata 
sunt (quo in genere Providentix insula atque Tortugx fuit) 
quas si Hispani suas esse ullo priore Titulo necdum prolato

Verdm id egimus ut obtentuum istonun debilitatem paucis 
aperiremus, quibus Hispani quicquid in nos indign^ atque 
atrociter in ocddentali India commiserunt, defendere co- 
nantur; mancipadones, suspendia, demersiones, cruciatdsque 
30 nostrorum bominum ac neces, navium ac bonorum spolia- 
dones, Coloniarum summa in Pace depopuladones idque null^ 
prorsus injuri^ afFecd, ut Anglicana gens quodes baec tarn 
acerba atque atrocia in suum sanguinem, & ejusdem Ortbn- 
doxae Fidei cultores perpctrata meminerit, non naves bellicas 
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Plantations having been where neither Natives nor Spaniards 
had any possession, nor had left behinde them any habitations, 
catde, or other thing, which might in any sort retain or pre- 
serve their Claim or Title, Our right in those places was the 
5 more clear, and the wrongs and injuries done unto Us by the 
Spaniards, the more apparent; especially in such places which 
were seised upon in time of open War between the two Na- 
tions (as were the Islands of Providence and Tortuga) wherc- 
unto, if the Spaniards could have pretended any precedent 
10 Dormant Tide, yet, not making their Claim upon the Close of 
the last Peace; by the second Article thereof they concluded 
themselves, as to any such pretentions, and extinguished all 
future Claim, and right thereunto. 

We need not enlarge Our Discourse upon this subject, for 
IS there is not any understanding man who is not satisfied of the 
vanity of the Spaniards pretentions to the sole Soveraignty 
of all those parts of the world. But Wc have opened a litde 
the weak and frivolous pretences, whereupon the Spaniards 
ground all their cruel & unworthy dealings with the English in 
20 the West-Indies; enslaving; hanging, drowning, and cruelly 
torturing to death. Our Countrey-men, spoiling their Ships 
and Goods, and destroying their Colonies in the times of great- 
est Peace, and that without any just cause or provocation at all, 
That the English Nation reflecting upon the indignity of such 
25 proceedings against their own flesh and bloud, and the profes- 
sors of the same true Christian Religion with them, might con- 
sider with themselves how the Honour of this Nation would 
lie rotting, aswel as their Vessels of War, if they should any 
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sed decus sunm omne obsolesccre & interire cogitet, si his 
indignissitnis modis tractari sese diutihs aequo animo patiatur; 
ncque solhm tanta ac tarn opulcnta orbis tcrrarum parte contra 
jus Icg^ue gentium communes ab omni libero commercio 
5 excludi, veriim edam pro piratis atque praedonibus haberi, 
eodemque supplicio plecti, si ilia maria navigare, si vel aspicere 
vel aspirare, si denique vel cum nostris ibi Coloniis usum ali- 
quern aut commercium habere ausa fuerit. 

De Inquisitione Hispanic^ sanguinaria nihU dicimus, ini- 
10 micitiarum causi universis Protestantibus communi; neque 
de tot Seminariis Sacerdotum ac Jesuitarum Anglicorum sub 
Hispanico patrocinio nidulantium, ofFensionis causi & periculi 
gravissimi huic Reipublicx propril, ciun propositum nobis 
potissimhm sit controversiarum in occidentali India nostrarum 
15 causas & radones exponere. Hoc vcr6 xquioribus cunctis & 
incorrupds rcrum xstimatoribus planum fecisse confidimus, 
Necessitatem, Exisdmadonem, Jusdtiam ad hanc nuper suscep- 
tam Expedidonem nos evocasse; Necessitatem, bellandum 
enim nccessarid est si per Hispanos Pacem colere non licet; Ex- 
ao istimadonem atque Jusdtiam, neutra enim harum nobis con> 
stare poterit, si injurias tam inhumanas atque intolerandas im> 
pun^ civibus nostris, ac popularibus inferri desides pademur, 
quales in occidentali India illatas iis esse demonstravimus. 

Et cert^ parum vident, qui de consiliis ac radonibus His- 
25 panicis conjecturam capiunt ex ea person^ ac specie quam in 
praesendS suarum rerum inclinado induere vershs nos in his 
orbis terrx pardbus coegit; quasi non nunc mens eadem, iidem 
sensus animorum ac radonum suarum sint, qui turn fuere, cum 
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longer suffer themselves to be used, or rather abused in this 
manner, and not only excluded from Commerce with so great 
and rich a part of the world, against all right and reason; but 
also be accompted, and executed as Rovers and Pyrates for 
5 offering to Sail, or look in to those Seas, or having any inter- 
course (though with Our own Plantations only) in those parts 
of the world. 

We say nothing of the bloudy Spanish Inquisition (a com- 
mon cause of quarrel to all Protestants) nor of so many Semi- 
10 naries of English Priests and Jesuits in the Spanish Dominions 
(a particular ground of offence and of danger to this Com- 
monwealth) Our scope principally being, to declare the causes 
and grounds of Our quarrel in the West-Indies. And We trust, 
by what hath been said. We have sufficiendy manifested unto 
15 the Consciences of all indifferent and impartial men ; that Our 
Necessity, Our Honour, and Our Justice, have called Us forth 
to the late Engagement: Our Necessity; for We must have 
War, where the Spaniards will not let Us have Peace: Our 
Honour and Our Justice, for it cannot stand with either, to sit 
20 down and suffer such vile indignities to be continually done in 
the West-Indies, to the people of this Nation, as before hath 
particularly been declared. 

Besides, they look but a little way, that take a measure of the 
Spanish interest and intentions, from the late shape and coun- 
35 tenance that the present exigent of their affairs, have made 
them to put on towards Us in these parts of the world; as if 
their minde, or the sense of their interest, were altered (and 
not rather heightned, together with their hatred and jealousie 
upon the late Changes, and temper of this State) from what

they had in the year 1588. when they designed the totall Con- 
quest of the English Nation; and if this pomt of time, which 
through some late accidents may possibly minister an occasion 
to lay some foundation for securing Our selves (by Gods bless- 
5 ing) from so inveterate and irreconcileable an Enemy of our 
Religion and Countrey, be let passe, he may soon recover again 
a power (for a minde he neither can, nor will ever want) to 
become as intolerable and dangerous as heretofore; and We 
in the mean time suffering such Barbarous usage of our Coun- 
10 treymen in the West Indies, without requiring any satisfaction 
or Justice for the same; and Our whole Nation to be excluded 
out of so considerable a part of the World, and suffering Our 
grand and known Enemies, quiedy to bring home that vast 
treasure from the West Indies (having now also a Peace with 
15 the Dutch) and thereby to repair his present Breaches, and put 
himself into a condition again to resume that Debate which he 
had in the year 1588. Whether it were not better to be^n with 
England, in order to reduce the United Provinces, or to be^n 
first with them in order to reduce England: And no doubt he 
20 will iinde as many and more reasons than he did then, to begin 
first with England: In which attempt, if God shotild permit 
him to obtain his Will, We might jusdy expect upon Us first, 
and after upon all Protestants wheresoever, a second part of 
that sad Tragedy which was lately acted upon Our Brethren 
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in Alpinis vallibus passi nuper sunt: qux, si illorum misero- 
rum editis querimoniis Orthodoxonun credendum sit, per 
illos fraterculos, Missionaries quos vocant, Hispanicx aulx 
consiliis indmis informata primiti!is ac dcsignata erat 
5 His omnibus animadversis, speramus quidem fore, ut omnes

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in the Valleys of Piedmont. Which (if we may believe the Re- 
monstrance of those poor Protestants) had its source and first 
Contrivance from the Missionary Fryars, through the influ- 
ence of the Court of Spain. 

5 All these things considered. We hope all true hearted Eng- 
lish men will lay by their private animosities against each 
other, and rather deny themselves in their particular con- 
cernments, then out of Covetousness of a litde gain by Trade 
(which cannot be had but upon Dishonorable, and in some 
10 sort, Dishonest terms, and may be supplyed otherwise) hazard 
the Souls (as they do of many young Merchants and Factors 
upon theTearms they live and trade in Spain) and sacrifice the 
Lives and Estates of many of their Christian Brethren in Amer- 
ica, together with the Honour of this Nation: And, which is 
15 worst of all, sell away the precious opportunities which God 
hath put into their hands for his Glory, and the advancement 
of the Kingdom of Christ, which We do not doubt will in the 
end (all Mists being dispelled and cleered) appear to have 
been the principall end of the late expedition and undertaking 
20 against the Spaniards in the West Indies.

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THE TREATY WITH SWEDEN, 

1656. 

W E the Lords Commissioners of the said most Serene Lord 
Protector, viz. the most noble Lord Nathaniel Fiennes, one 
Keepers of the Great Seal, and of his Higness’s Privy Coun- 
sellors, Sir Bulstrode Whidock, Knight, one of the Commissioners of his 
Highness’s Treasury, and Constable of Windsor Castle, and Walter 
Strickland, Esq; both Members alsoof his Highness’s said Privy Council, 
do hereby make known and testify to all and every one whom it con- 
cerns, or whom it may in any measure concern. That whereas in the 
treaty made at Upsal, the i ith of April 1654, between the said Lord Pro- 
tector of the republic of England, &c. and the most Serene and Potent 
Princess Christina, by the grace of God Queen of the Swedes, Goths, and 
Vandals, Great Princess of Finland, Duchess of Esthonia, Carelia, 
Bremen, Verden, Stetin, Pomerania, Cassuben, and Vandalia, Princess 
of Rugen, Lady of Ingria and Wismar, and the kingdom of Sweden, 
certain affairs, relating as well to the establishment of mutual friendship, 
as to the advantages of commerce and navigation, were deferred to a more 
convenient time. And whereas it hath seemed good to the most Serene 
Protector that we should be furnished with suflScient powers to transact 
the same, and the other affairs which follow; and to the most Serene 
Royal Majesty of Sweden that Christiern Bonde, Free Baron of Layhela, 
Lord of Ymfisholm, Bordsoo, and Springestadt, &c. Senator of the 
kingdom of Sweden, and of the most Serene and Potent Prince and 
Lord, the Lord Charles Gustavus, by the grace of God King of the 
Swedes, Goths, and Vandals, Great Prince of Finland, Duke of 
Esthonia, Carelia, Bremen, Verden, Stetin, Pomerania, Cassuben, and

and the dominions thereof, and to the republic of England, should be 
sent over to England, vested with sufficient powers to transact the same; 
after we had mutually imparted our opinions, and maturely considered 
the following points, we agreed as is clearly and perspicuously expressed 
in the words of the underwritten articles. 


1 . 

It shall be lawful for either of the confederates to raise any soldiers 
and seamen by beat of drum within the kingdoms, countries, and cities 
of either; and also to hire men of war and ships of burden, observing 
only the following conditions. 

1. Whichsoever of the confederates desires to have a muster, he shall 
notify his intention to his ally, and specify the places in which he thinks 
such levies may most conveniently be made; and if the condition of the 
other ally will not permit that the levy should be made in that place, 
then the other, being so required, shall appoint another place more 
convenient for his purpose, and as little as possible to the detriment of 
both parties. 

2. As to the number of soldiers to be raised, or of ships to be hired, 
regard shall be had to the affairs and circumstances of that confederate 
in whose kingdoms and dominions the musters are to be made; lest if 
a greater number of forces be required than is fitting, the other should 
find the want of them, or be disappointed of them for his own occasions. 

3. When soldiers are raised in that country, they shall not take arms, 
nor so much as on board the ships, till they come within twenty leagues 
of the place where they are to be set ashore. 

4. The colonels or captains shall raise no soldiers who are already 
entered into the pay of another king or state, nor shall they entice any 
from their colours. 

5. The soldiers, sailors, and ships, raised or hired, as above, in the 
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Regionibus conscripti, conductaeve^ ut supra dictum est, contra amicos 
sociosvc alterius non adhibcantur, in quantum conservationi foederum 
inter sc invicem atque socios percussorum & nunc vigentium, contrarium 
sit. 

II. 

Cum in articulo undecimo fcederis inter Angliam & Sveciam nuper 
icti Upsaliae 1654. convenerit, & dcsignarentur, quae bona & merccs con- 
trabanda sive vetita in posterum dicenda essent, tenore supradicti articuli 
nunc sancitum est, uti haec sola, quae infra recensentur, pro vetitis 
habeantur, quo minus hostibus alterutrius suppeditari possint, nempe

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kingdoms and countries of either of the confederates, shall not be raised 
against the friends or allies of the other, to the violation of the treaties 
concluded and now subsisting between one another and their allies. 

11 . 

Whereas in the Xlth article of the treaty lately made at Upsal in 1654, 
betwixt England and Sweden, it was agreed and specified what goods 
and merchandize should hereafter be declared contraband and pro- 
hibited; it is now by virtue of the said article established, that only those 
hereafter mentioned shall be reckoned prohibited, and consequently 
not to be disposed of to the enemies of either, viz. bombs with their 
fusees and other appurtenances, fire-balls, gun-powder, matches, can- 
non-ball, spears, swords, lances, pikes, halberts, guns, mortars, petards, 
granadoes, musket-rests, bandaliers, saltpetre, muskets, musket-balls, 
helmets, headpieces, breast-plates, coats of mail, cuirasses, and the like 
kind of arms; soldiers, horses, with all their furniture, pistols, holsters, 
belts, and all other warlike instruments; and also ships of war. Money 
shall also be reckoned among the goods with which the enemies are 
not to be supplied, and which it shall not be lawful to carry to the 
enemies of either, any more than the things above mentioned, on the 
penalty of being made prize without hopes of redemption, if they arc 
seized by either of the confederates. Nor shall either of the confederates 
permit that the enemies or rebels of the other be assisted by any of their 
subjects, or that their ships be sold, lent, or in any manner made use of 
by the enemies or rebels of the other, to his disadvantage or detriment. 

III. 

But it shall be lawful for either of the confederates, and his people 
or subjects, to trade with the enemies of the other, and to carry them 
any goods whatsoever, which are not excepted as above, without any 
impediment: Provided they are not carried to those ports or places 
which are besieged by the other; in which case they shall have leave 
either to sell their goods to the besiegers, or to repair with them to any 
other port which is not besieged.

Whereas in the Xlth article of the treaty concluded at Upsal the iith 
of April, 1654, between England and Sweden, it was agreed, that 
although it was precautioned and prohibited by the preceding articles, 
that either of the confederates should give aid and assistance to the 
enemies of the other, yet it ought not to be understood, that that con- 
federate who is not involved in war with the enemy of the other, shall 
not be allowed to carry on trade with the said enemy of that confederate: 
but it was only provided thereby, till there should be a farther agreement 
concerning this matter, that no goods or merchandize which we com- 
monly call contraband shall be carried to the enemy of the other, with- 
out danger of being made prize, and without hopes of redemption, if 
they are seized by the other confederate. In like manner, whereas by 
the Xllth article of the said treaty, for the evading of all suspicions, lest 
the navigation or commerce of one of the confederates, whether by land 
or sea, should be carried on during war to the prejudice of the other 
confederate, or lest the goods of enemies should be carried under the 
disguise of the goods of friends, it was stipulated and concluded, that 
all ships, carriages, wares, and men, belonging to the other of the con- 
federates, should be furnished in their journey and passage with safe- 
conducts, commonly called passports, and certificates, signed by the 
chief governor or magistrate of that province and city from whence 
they came; and that those forms of the passports and certificates were 
to be observed on which the confederates should mutually agree on 
both sides; and when the merchandize, goods, ships, men of either 
confederates, and his subjects and inhabitants, shall meet or be met by 
the ships of war, public or private, or the subjects and inhabitants of 
the other confederate, in the open sea, straits, harbours, havens, lands, 
and other places, wheresoever or howsoever they shall come together, 
after producing only their safe-conducts and certificates nothing fiuther 
should be demanded of them, no inquiry whatsoever should be made 
into the ships, goods, or men, much less should they be injured, dam- 
aged, or molested; but should be freely let go to prosecute their journey 
and purpose, as is above signified. 

And whereas by the XIVth article it was stipulated, that the said 
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dictum Tractatum vcl fcedus nihil derogaturum praccmincntiae, juri ac 
dominio cujuscunque alterius Confoederatorum in suis maribus, fretis, 
atque aquis quibuscunque, sed quod habeant retineantque sibi eadem 
pari amplitudine, qua eousque gavisi erant, & quae illis jure competit. 
Nunc itaque ut ejusmodi certificationum ac Passeportuum apta formula 
fermari & observari possit, quae sensui Articulorum praedictorum 
respondeat, utrinque conclusum statutumque est, ut ad fraudes quas- 
cunque & mercium hostilium occultationes, omnesque disputationum 
& querelarum occasiones evitandas in omnibus certificationum ac Passe- 
portuum Uteris tales, ut infra scriptae sunt, formulae, de verbo ad verbum 
observari, & k supremo illius provinciae & civitatis magistratu, unde 
veniunt, subscribi signarique debeant, turn ut vera nomina navium, 
vehiculorum, mercium & navarchorum speciHcari, dies quoque & tern- 
pora fideliter & absque ulla fraude una cum aliis ejusmodi descriptioni- 
bus, quae in sequenti salvi conductus & certificationis formula expressae 
sunt, notari debeant. Quare si ullus, qui sub fide illius juramenti, quo 
Regi, statui & civitati suae obstrictus est, asseveravcrit, vera sc pcrtulissc, 
sufficientibus rationibus convincatur, fraudem aliquam suo consensu sub 
ilia ejus assertione celatam fuisse, is severe, 6c sicut transgressor ejusdem 
juramenti puniatur. 

Nos N.N. Gubernator aut supremus magistratus provinciae vcl civi- 
tatis N. (apposito titulo aut officio respective Gubcrnamenti istius loci) 
notum testatumque facimus, quod die - - mensis — anni — personali- 
ter se nobis stiterint in civitate aut oppido N. ditionis (Serenissimi Dn. 
Protectoris, vel Serenissimae Regiae Majest. Sveciae, quemadmodum ca- 
sus fucrit) N. N. N. cives 6c habitantes in N. ac subditi Sereniss. Domini 
Protectoris, vcl Serenis. R. M. Svcciae atque sub fide illius juramenti, 
quo Sereniss. Dno. Protectori 6c civitati nostrae vel Sereniss. ac Potentiss.

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treaty and confederacy should derogate nothing from any preheminence 
or right and dominion whatsoever of cither of the confederates, in any 
of their seas, straits, and waters whatsoever, but that they should have 
and retain the same to themselves in as ample a manner as they had all 
along enjoyed them, and as by right to them belonged; Now therefore 
that a fitting draught of such certificates and passports may be formed 
and observed, which may be answerable to the meaning of the afore- 
said articles, it is agreed and concluded on both sides, That for avoiding 
all frauds and concealments whatsoever of the enemies goods, and all 
occasions of quarrels as to any certificates and passports, such forms as 
are underwritten verbatim shall be observed, and subscribed and signed 
by the chief magistrate of that province and city from whence they 
come; that then the true names of the ships, carriages, merchandize, 
and masters of the ships be specified; as also the punctual days and 
times, without any fraud, together with other descriptions of that sort, 
which are expressed in the following form of a safe-conduct or certi- 
ficate. Wherefore, if any person who shall declare upon the oath by 
which he is bound to his king, state, or city, that he has given in a true 
account, be convicted by sufficient proof of having concealed any fraud 
by his permission under his said declaration, he shall be severely 
punished as a transgressor of the said oath. 

We N. N, governor or chief magistrate of the province or city of N. 
[the title or office of the respective government of that place being 
added] do make known and certify, that on the - day of the month of 
— A® — N,N.N. citizens and inhabitants of N and who are engaged 
and bound as subjects of the most Serene Lord Protector our most 
gracious Lord, and to our city, or of his most Serene Royal Majesty 
of Sweden, and to our city, personally appeared before us in the city 
or town of N, in the dominion [of the most Serene Lord Protector of 
England, or of his most Serene Royal Majesty of Sweden. Just as it shall 
happen] and declared to us, that the ship or vessel called N. of - - - 

about lasts or tons, belongs to the port, city, or town of N. in the 

dominion of N. and that the said ship does rightfully belong to him or 
other subjects of the most Serene Lord Protector, or of his most Serene 
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onusta mercibus, videlicet (hie specificentur bona cum quantitate & qua- 
litate eorum, exempli gratia, tot circiter plaustra vel involucra (tot circi- 
ter) dolia &c. (quemadmodum quantitas & conditio mercium fuerit) 
iidemque asseveraverint sub juramento pratdicto tantum N. ex dictis 
bonis mercibusve ad subditos Serenissimi Domini Protectoris Angliat, 
Serenis.

and condition of the goods] and affirmed upon oath to the aforesaid N. 
that the said goods or merchandize belong only to the subjects of the 
most Serene Lord Protector of England, his most Serene Royal Majesty 
of Sweden; or expressing to whatever other nation they belong, and 
that N.N.N. have declared upon their said oath that the said goods 
above specified, and no others, are already put on board or are to be put 
on board the abovenamed ship for the said voyage, and that no part of 
those goods belongs to any one whatsoever, but the persons above- 
mentioned; and that no goods are disguised or concealed therein by 
any fictitious name whatsoever, but that the merchandize abovemen- 
tioned is truly and really put on board, for the use of the said owners 
and no others; and that the captain of the said ship named N.N. is a 
citizen of the city of N. Therefore whereas after strict examination by 
us the abovementioned [governor or chief magistrate of the city afore- 
said] it fully appears that the goods on board the said ship or vessel are 
free, and do truly and really belong to the subjects of the most Serene 
Protector, or of his most Serene Royal Majesty of Sweden, or to the 
inhabitants of other nations abovementioned; We do most humbly and 
earnestly require it of all and singular the powers by land and sea, 
kings, princes, republics, and free cities; also of the generals of armies, 
admirals, commanders, officers and governors of ports, and all others 
to whom the custody of any harbour or sea is committed, which meet 
this ship in her voyage; or if she happen to fall in, among, or pass 
through their squadrons, or to stay in their harbours, that for the sake 
of the treaties and friendship which subsist respectively between them, 
or whoever are his superiors, and the most Serene Lord Protector our 
most gracious Lord, or the most Serene King of Sweden, they will not 
only permit the said captain with the ship N. and the men, goods, and 
merchandize to her belonging, to prosecute her voyage freely without 
lett and molestation; but also, if he think fit to depart elsewhere from

Neither of those confederates shall suffer the ships, vessels, goods, or 
merchandize of the other, or of his people or subjects, which are taken 
at sea or elsewhere by enemies or rebels, to be brought into their ports 
or dominions, but shall publicly forbid any thing of that kind to be 
done; and if any ships, vessels, goods, or merchandize of either, or his 
people or subjects, taken at sea or elsewhere, shall be carried into the 
ports or countries of the other by any enemy or rebel of the confederates, 
or either of them, that confederate into whose harbours they shall be 
carried, shall not suffer the same or any part thereof to be sold in that 
port, or any other place in their dominion; but shall take care that the 
master of the ship or vessel so taken, as also the mariners and passengers, 
shall as soon as they arrive, be immediately set at liberty, together with 
all the prisoners, subjects of either kingdom or republic, as many as 
shall be brought thither; nor shall he permit the said ship and vessel to 
stay in that harbour, but shall command the said ship, with her goods, 
merchandize, and lading, immediately to leave the harbour. Provided 
nevertheless, that nothing in this article be turned to the prejudice of 
the treaties formerly entered into by either of the confederates with 
other nations; and where these things do not interfere, the above article 
shall remain in full force. 

VI. 

It shall be free for the men of war and guard-ships of either of the 
confederates to enter into the ports, havens, or rivers of the other, where 
such ships use to repair, and there to cast anchor, stay, and to depart 
from thence without any injury or molestation; provided these condi- 
tions are observed.

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1. That it shall not be free to carry into the harbours of the confed- 
erate any squadron, exceeding five or six ships, without giving some 
notice thereof beforehand. 

2. That the commander of the squadron and ships shall without delay 
exhibit his letters of safe-conduct to the governor of the casde, fort, city, 
or province, or acquaint the magistrate of the place where he arrives 
with the reasons of his coming, and for what end, and how long he 
designs to stay in that port or haven. 

3. That such ships shall not come or stay nearer to those casdes or 
forts than is convenient. 

4. That the mariners, ships companies, and soldiers, shall not go 
ashore in bodies above 40 at a time, nor in any number that may give 
suspicion. 

5. That while they are there they shall not do any damage to any 
person, not so much as their enemies; and above all shall not stop or 
obstruct the passage of any merchant ships whatsoever, into or out of 
the harbour. 

6. That they shall not leave their station for the sake of infesting the 
navigation of any nation whatever. 

7. That they shall in all respects live and behave modesdy, quiedy, 
and comformably to the laws and customs of every place, and have 
special regard to the reciprocal friendship between the confederates. 
Where the terms aforesaid are righdy observed according to the true 
meaning of the words, it shall be lawful for the men of war of either 
confederate to keep upon the coasts, and continue in the harbours of 
the other confederate, whether for avoiding tempests and enemies, or 
for rendezvousing and assembling merchant ships, or any other just 
causes. But if either of the confederates shall think it advantageous or 
necessary to enter the ports of the other confederate with a greater 
number of ships, and to enjoy the conveniences thereof, he shall signify 
the same to his confederate two months beforehand, during which time 
the ways and means of admitting the same shall be settled.

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Whereas it is provided by the aforesaid treaty at Upsal, that satisfac- 
tion should be given for the losses which either of the confederates or 
his people or subjects sustained from the other, or his people or subjects, 
during the war between the Republic and the States of the United 
Netherlands, it is now agreed, that three commissioners shall be dele- 
gated and deputed on each side, who shall take cognizance of, and 
decide all those disputes; which commissioners shall meet at London, 
the first day of January next. And the three commissioners abovemen- 
tioned, so chosen and deputed on both sides, shall have power to take 
all those things into their consideration which shall be exhibited or 
proposed on both sides, and which happened in the said period, as well 
concerning the restitution of the ships or goods hitherto detained, as 
the satisfaction for losses sustained by the detaining of the ships of 
either of the confederates, which are already or shall hereafter be 
released; or if it can be conveniently done in any other manner, they 
shall judge of them summarily, according to right and reason, without 
any appeal or forms of law; and both parties shall make it their chief 
business and endeavour that what is just and right be transacted in the 
controversies aforesaid without any delay, and that what is taken away 
be restored, and satisfaction performed and made fully and really for 
the losses and expences, according to the tenor of the Xlllth article of 
the aforesaid treaty at Upsal. But if the said commissioners cannot agree 
in any reasons or foundations whatsoever of the proofs relating to such 
restitution or satisfaction, then those differences shall be left to another 
convention of the confederates. And that this may be done with the 
least loss of time, they shall use their endeavour to finish the cognizance 
of all these matters in question within six months after the first meeting; 
and the restitution and satisfaction for those losses shall be made and 
performed fully and without delay, within the space of a month after 
sentence is passed, by that king or state whose subjects shall be doomed 
to perform the satisfaction.

The subjects of the said most Serene Lord Protector and the said 
republic shall also hereafter enjoy all the prerogatives in the several 
branches of trade, w^hich they used to carry on in Prussia and Poland, 
or elsewhere in the dominions of the said most Serene King of Sweden, 
which they enjoyed heretofore, in preference to other nations; and if at 
any time they desire farther privileges, their desires shall be gratified by 
all the means possible; And if the said most Serene King of Sweden 
shall grant greater and more ample privileges than the abovementioned, 
in Poland and Prussia, to any nation besides, or people not subject to 
him, or shall suffer any nation or people to enjoy such larger privileges 
there, then the people and citizens of this republic shall enjoy the same 
privileges in all respects, after they have desired it of his most Serene 
Royal Majesty. And moreover, if any edicts that have been published 
since 1650, happen to be burdensome to the English and Scots, dwelling 
or trading in Poland and Prussia, the same shall after this time be of 
no force, as far as it can be rendered so in the dominions of the most 
Serene King of Sweden; but the subjects of the said Lord Protector shall 
hereafter be entirely free from those burdens. 

IX. 

As to the commerce to be carried on in America, it is expressly pro- 
vided by law, that the subjects of no republic besides shall be impowered 
to trade there in common without a special licence: but if any of the 
subjects of the most Serene King of Sweden, furnished with his recom- 
mendations, shall privately solicit such licence of the Lord Protector to 
trade to any of those colonies whatsoever, he will in this respect comply 
with the desire of his most Serene Royal Majesty of Sweden, as far as 
the state of his affairs and of the republic will for that time permit. 

X. 

It shall be free for the subjects of the most Serene King of Sweden, to 
fish and catch herrings and other fish in the seas and on the coasts 
which are in the dominion of this republic, provided the ships employed

WHEREAS in the second article of the treaty concluded at West- 
minster, anno 1656, betwixt England and Sweden, it is declared as a 
point agreed and ratified by the commissioners of the most Serene 
Protector, and by the lord ambassador of the most Serene King of 
Sweden, that only the goods, merchandize, and other things mentioned 
in that article, should hereafter be deemed as contraband, and publicly 
prohibited. And whereas the most Serene Lord Protector has proposed 
by his commissioners, and has stipulated with the aforesaid ambassador 
extraordinary, that as long as the war continues betwixt the English 
and the Spaniards, none of the goods and merchandize following shall, 
under a penalty to be hereafter expressed, be carried from the dominions 
of the most Serene King of Sweden, to any part of the Spanish 
dominions; and whereas to the intent that this might be granted with 
the more ease, it has been also proposed that a conference should be 
held for ascertaining the price to be given by the English merchants, 
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pacto pretio coemendis colloquium instituatur, & huic postulato supra- 
dictus Legatus ut assentire possit, negaverit se datis k Serenissimo Rege

article, if the most Serene King will agree to and ratify it, shall be only 
ratified upon this condition. That as long as the war continues betwixt 
the republic of England and the Spaniards, neither his Swedish Majesty, 
nor any of his people, shall carry pitch, tar, hemp, cables, sail-cloth, or 
masts, to any places in the dominions of Spain, but on the contrary, the 
said King shall most expressly forbid it; and if any such merchandize 
shall be carried thither contrary to this agreement, the same shall be 
liable to be seized by, and forfeited to the English. Wherefore it is most 
expressly provided, that if the said King shall not consent to it, then all 
the said second article relating to contraband goods (as also the third 
article which depends thereupon) shall immediately become of no 
force, and the question relating to the specification of contraband goods, 
shall remain in the state that it was before the time there was any treaty 
about it at London; nevertheless the rest of the articles shall remain in 
full force. And moreover, it is agreed and concluded on both sides, by 
virtue of the several powers granted to them, that although the present 
article be not inserted in the said treaty, it shall be of the same force and 
virtue as the treaty itself. Done at Westminster, July 17, 1656.

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Notes 

INTRODUCTORY NOTE ON STATE PAPERS 

Through the influence of Bradshaw, Milton was appointed Secre- 
tary for Foreign Tongues to the Council on March 15, 1649, and 
continued to serve the English Government in that capacity through 
the Protectorates and until the dissolution of the restored Rump in 
1659. A part of his oflicial duties was to prepare Latin letters to be 
sent to foreign powers over the signatures of the heads of the Eng- 
lish Government, and occasionally to translate, for the use of Parlia- 
ment or the Council, documents submitted to them in tongues 
other than English. But he was not the sole person who did this 
work. From Oct., 1653, till Mar.,i656,his colleague was Philip Mead- 
ows. George Rodolph Weckherlin, long employed by the Coun- 
cil, was specially assigned to help Milton from March ii, 1654, un- 
til November; he may have helped before. And from September, 
1657, till 1639 Andrew Marvell was Milton’s colleague. At all times 
he seems to have turned some of the work over to his nephew and 
probably to other subordinates in the office (like the three relatives 
of Gualter Frost). Although in a few cases there are records of the 
official orders instructing Milton to prepare specific documents, it 
would be impossible to be sure of the authorship of most of the let- 
ters, had not Milton himself fortunately given us a clew to what he 
claimed as his work. From almost the beginning of his service— at 
least from about August, 1649— Milton seems to have preserved 
drafts or records of what he wrote. And we know that he purposed 
publishing these, together with his Epistolee Familiares in 1674, for 
the preface of that book explains that the disapproval of the new 
government alone prevented the insertion of the public letters (for 
which the Prolusiones were necessarily substituted) in that volume. 
Indeed Birch {Wor^s, 1753, 1 , Ixxiii) adds the circumstance that 
Milton “was prevailed upon by the Danish resident to get his state- 
letters transcribed.” 
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However, though Milton did not succeed in bringing out the 
planned collection during his lifetime, three separate but similar 
collections of his state papers, compiled obviously with his approval 
(in one case with his certain,in the others his probable supervision), 
have reached the modern student. These are, in the probable order 
of compilation (the reverse of that in which they have become avail- 
able to scholars) : 

First, a series of transcripts of 156 letters (including 10 in Eng- 
lish) in a MS. which includes also texts of other writings of Milton 
(and some treatises not composed by him but probably used in 
connection with his official work) almost surely in the hand of the 
amanuensis who signed the Paradise Lost contract for the poet. 
This was prepared some time after 1659, for the letters are arranged 
not chronologically, but by grouping together (imperfectly) letters 
addressed to the same persons. It will be more fully described in the 
eighteenth volume of this edition as one of the manuscripts once in 
Milton’s library. Its early history is obscure, but in 1703 Bernard 
Gardiner, Warden of All Souls’ College, Oxford, kept some ac- 
counts on the blank pages. About a century ago it was acquired by 
Sir Thomas Phillipps, and was his MS. No. 3993. He described it 
briefly to the Royal Society. (See Gentleman’s Magazine, New 
Series, VI [1836], ii, 462.) Though it has since been occasionally 
mentioned by Milton scholars, no one seems to have examined it 
until it was auctioned at Sotheby’s on June i, 1921 (item 1003) and 
purchased by President Nicholas Murray Butler for Columbia Uni- 
versity. It is hereafter referred to as the Columbia MS. The texts of 
the letters occupy pages 23 to 79, and are clearly written in a hand 
with many contractions, but few corrections. One letter (our No. 
154) is completely cancelled, and is hence doubtfully ascribed to 
Milton, but all the other 145 Latin letters occur in one or both of 
the other early collections, though neither the Skinner MS. nor the 
edition of 1676 is apparently based on the Columbia MS. It is the 
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sole authority for the ten English letters and No. 154, all now first 
published. Its variant readings are marked with the letter C. 

The second collection is the celebrated Skinner MS., prepared at 
Milton’s direction by his young disciple Daniel Skinner, who after 
Milton’s death attempted to publish it through the Elzevirs in 1675, 
but was prevented through the disapproval of the English govern- 
ment. Masson {Life, VI, ypofl.) gives a long account of Skinner’s 
adventures, and other documents connected with the matter are 
given by Professor James Holly Hanford in The Review of Eng- 
lish Studies, VII (1931), 257—270. 

To be brief, Skinner was induced to turn the MS., together with 
that of the De Doctrina Christiana, over to the English authorities, 
who deposited them in the archives at London. There they still re- 
main. The Skinner MS. (PJR.O., S.P. 9/61) was rediscovered by 
William Douglas Hamilton, who in 1859 (Publications of the Cam- 
den Society, vol. 75) printed the until then unknown material un- 
der the title Original Papers Illustrative of the Life and Writings of 
John Milton. This volume was the first edition for Letters 137, 138, 
140— 150, and incidentally for 151 and the first version of 153, neither 
of which is in Skinner. See the notes to these and also to Letter 139. 

The Skinner MS. is a quarto vdth text occupying 109 pages. 
Skinner’s hand is fair, he made few corrections, and the work is 
arranged chronologically in three books. It contains 139 letters, of 
which 14 are not in the edition of 1676, and 4 not in the Columbia 
MS. Its variant readings are marked by the letter S. 

The third collection is the printed one of 1676. This is a small 
duodecimo of 234 pages, without name of place or printer. There is 
no doubt that this was issued by the London bookseller, Moses 
Pitt. Skinner claimed that Pitt had “bought [the papers] of a poor 
fellow that had formerly surreptitiously got them from Milton.” 
But Aubrey makes it clear that Milton’s widow said she had given 
his papers to Edward Phillips, and Aubrey refers to these as “in the 
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hands of Moyses Pitt.” This evidence is not absolutely conclusive, 
but combined with the circumstance that Phillips later made it the 
basis for his translation, it makes us feel, as did Masson, the the edi- 
tion had the consent and approval of Milton’s family. As for the 
Government, it seems to have overlooked the matter entirely. Per- 
haps this compliance resulted from Marvell’s persuasion, or from 
admiration for Milton’s Latin style in even higher quarters, which 
had led to an offer of a position under the King. The zeal displayed 
in suppressing Skinner may not have been altogether unfriendly to 
Milton’s relatives. Or perhaps the Government merely bowed to a 
fait accompli. 

There are two forms of the volume of 1676, often referred to as 
issues; but actually they are two separate editions, one virtually a 
line-for-line reprint of the other. Except for the normal number of 
printers’ errors, they are apparently texttially identical. The editions 
can be easily distinguished by the woodcuts on the titlepages. One 
of these (which are reproduced above, page i) includes a face and 
has usually been regarded as the second issue because it is on the 
whole the better book and the more common in collections. But it 
is also possible that the “faceless” edition is indeed a Dutch reprint. 
The Preface to this is more tightly printed and therefore likely to be 
a later form. 

The compiler of the 1676 collection often had access to versions 
which include the elaborate headings and other details usually the 
work of the clerks who prepared official copies. The texts are hence 
less purely Miltonic than those of the Skinner and the Columbia 
MSS., but have the virtue of greater completeness (save in occa- 
sional datings.) For this reason and because it is through this col- 
lection and the Phillips translation of it that posterity knew the 
Letters of State for two centuries, we have chosen to reprint as our 
basic text a copy of the “hiced” edition of 1676, correcting only a 
few obvious printers’ errors. The collection of 1676 contains 136 
documents, of which 122 are also in the Skinner MS., and all save 
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one in the Columbia MS. It is referred to as A in our notes. See also 
the notes to Nos. 17, 20, and 43A. 

There was much confusion on the downfall of the Rump. The 
Public Record OflSce can now find no original drafts or copies of 
letters claimed as Milton’s sent by the Commonwealth, though it 
does have a letter (151) which was returned undelivered, known to 
be Milton’s, and a translation prepared for Parliament, partly in 
Milton’s hand (165), and in 1859 had two documents (now unlo- 
cated) according to Hamilton, Original Papers, pp. 2-3, 18-20. 

However, a search of various foreign Archives revealed originals, 
contemporary copies, or both, of 35 letters. These are preserved at 
Stockholm (ii), Sjoholm (i). The Hague (8), Copenhagen (5), 
Zurich (3), Geneva (2), Bremen (2), Oldenburg (2), Turin (2), 
Venice (i), Florence (i), Danzig (i), and Moscow (i). In some 
cases we could not search Archives but many letters have been lost. 
Those of the city of Hamburg, for example, were burned in 1849. 
Simancos contributed only one letter, doubtfully Milton’s. Our 
search outside of England was conducted entirely by correspond- 
ence and we would record our thanks not only to the oflScials of the 
archives named, but also to many others who could help us by nega- 
tive reports alone. 

In several foreign archives have been found a fair number of let- 
ters of 1649—1659 not claimed as Milton’s. In the case of three or 
four, some circumstance leads one to suspect his authorship. The 
variations in the three collections suggest he was not absolutely 
thorough as a collector of these documents. We print the Latin texts 
of three as '^possibly Miltonic” letters at the end of our notes, but 
nothing more is suggested than that a desire for completeness might 
require it. They are numbered 170A— C. However, one letter, partly 
identical in language with No. 135, can be assigned definitely to 
Milton, and is given in our notes as No. 135 bis. 

Although Milton did not himself publish his letters of state dur- 
ing his lifetime, some of them did find their way into print through 
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other channels. Samuel Morland included eight (with English 
translations) in his History of the Evangelical Churches of the Val- 
leys of Piemont, 1658, though without ascribing them to Milton. 
Variants from this volume are marked MH. See the notes to Letters 
5 h 53-5^ 58* i39» 153- 

Johann Just Winkelmann gave the text of No. 152 in his Olden- 
burgische Friedens- und der benachbarten Oerter Kreigshandlun- 
gen, Oldenburg [1671]. See the notes to that document. 

And there were obscure contemporary pamphlet printings of two 
letters, Nos. 63 and 75 (without rdEerence to Milton). A text of No. 
63 is in a four-page quarto pamphlet without note of place or 
printer, entitled Litereeab Olivario Protectore Anglia Gfc.ad Sacram 
Regiam Majestatem Suecia. Datae 7. Februarij Anno MDCJLVl. 
The British Museum has a copy [£. 1953. (15)]. Milton’s letter oc- 
cupies pages 2 and 3. 

A text of No. 75 is in a somewhat similar quarto of two leaves 
without place or printer’s name, called Apographum Uterarum 
Serenissimi Protectoris Oliverii Gromwelli, Quas scripsit ad Excel- 
sos & Prapotentes D.D. Or dines Genercdes Feeder ati Belgjii Die — |y 
Augsti. 16^. Unh cum Response eorundem Ordinum ad D. Pro- 
tectorem Dato 22. Septembris 16^6. [Ornament.] Anno M.DCJLVl. 
A copy is in the British Museum (£. 1953 [14]). Milton’s letter 
occupies the second and third pages; the reply of the Dutch is on 
the last page. Both pamphlets were probably printed in England, 
the misprints in the title of No. 75 notwithstanding. 

The same letter was also reprinted on pages 16-18 of a curious 
pamphlet called Verax Prodromus in Delirum, 1^6, headed 
Utera Cromwellii ad Unitarum Provinciarum Ordines. A copy is 
in the British Museum (iooi.34)., and variants are recorded in the 
notes to Letter 75. 

Other similar ephemeral things may have existed, but we have 
not met with copies or references to diem. Our notes to 151, 153, 
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165, and 166 record various first printings of those dociunents in 
the 19th Century. The Swedish Treaty (170) was printed in 1696. 

Milton’s method of composing these letters can be best learned 
from the correspondence and conversations with Mylius (given in 
this edition, volumes XII and XVIII) and a study of the variants. 
He seems to have written the texts of his letters in more or less close 
consultation with the Council, and then to have sent his drafts to 
the clerks, who put them into official shape, adding full titles and 
words of politeness, or softening and even omitting undiplomatic 
phrases. The Columbia MS. and the Skinner MS. more often rep- 
resent copies of drafts than do the texts of 1676, but few letters (save 
No. 53) were fundamentally revised. 

In the present volume we have first of all reprinted verbatim the 
edition of 1676 (omitting only the duplicate text. No. 20, which is 
the same as No. 17), and, except for the regularization of I and J, U 
and V, and the correction of the obvious misprints listed below, 
litteratim. Secondly are grouped together the letters found in the 
Skinner MS. and printed by Hamilton in 1859. These are given 
without intentional alteration from the MS. Next are given the 
documents identified as Milton’s by other means than the collec- 
tions, Nos. 151-154. Next come the English documents (all hitherto 
unpublished) from the Columbia MS. Nos. 155-164. Finally appear 
one or two English documents identified by other means, the Index 
to the Columbia MS, and Cromwell’s celebrated Dec/ora/ion against 
Spain, (always regarded as Milton’s in Latin, and possibly partly 
composed by him in English) from the original editions of 1655 as 
No. 169, and the Swedish Treaty. The three highly doubtful letters, 
170A— C are at the end of our notes. 

The notes record the verbal variants of the Skinner and Columbia 
MSS., the original letters found in state archives, and the significant 
early publications, referred to for each letter at the head of the notes 
thereon. 
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The translation is that of Edward Phillips, 1694, which he said 
was ^*good Latin made good English.” This does contain a few 
inaccuracies, but the translator was a contemporary and in Milton’s 
confidence, and may even have discussed passages with him and 
been the amanuensis who wrote some of the letters at Milton’s 
dictation. However, his text has not been regarded as sacred in the 
sense Milton’s would be, and since we have been forced to add 
modern versions for one or two documents he omitted, we have 
also restored a few passages (omitted prudently, for they refer to 
the Royal Family), and we have revised the version of one letter, 
where Masson points out Phillips got his tenses and the order of 
historical events mixed. We have also corrected sure errors of spell- 
ing and wrong font, and even the name of one King. 

We have preserved in the Latin the often imperfect and even 
incorrect dates of 1676 and the Skinner and Columbia MSS., but in 
the translation the dates are given in brackets corrected in the light 
of the studies of Masson, and the original official letters now acces- 
sible to us. It must be recalled Milton often had by him the date of a 
draft where we supply the date on which a letter was sent. In the 
heading to each letter, in addition to a niunber for easy reference 
to our own edition, we give the page of 1676 on which the text 
begins, the number of the letter in the two chief MSS., and a 
reference to Masson’s often masterly and always valuable discus- 
sions in the Life. In letters printed from the two MSS., ambiguous 
marks of pimctuation and capitals have been interpreted to suit the 
sense. 

For letters not translated by Phillips, Professor McCrea has sup- 
plied the translations, sometimes based on Masson or others, except 
where a seventeenth century or other good old version was avail- 
able, as happens in one or two cases. Milton himself wrote both 
English and Latin of the Oldenburg Safeguard.

Letter 153 Texts (see below) 

This address, printed in Samuel Mor- 
land’s History of the Evangelical 
Churches of the Valleys of Piemont, 
1658, pp. 568^., in the form actu- 
ally delivered, was first attributed to 
Milton by Hamilton in his Milton 
Papers, pp. 18-20, who found the 
draft “in the State Paper Office.” He 
believed the draft Milton’s, and that 
Morland had changed the speech be- 
fore delivering it; and this belief 
was shared by Masson (v, i86ff.), 
who found certain verbal parallels 
(which are exceedingly close and con- 
vincing) to other writings of Milton. 
But unfortunately Hamilton gave no 
reference to where his manuscript 
was in the State Paper Office, and 
now it can not be located. It seems 
best to print both versions in full, 
together with translations. The Latin 
of the first draft follows Hamilton 
exaedy; he was probably verbally ac- 
curate enough, and if he took liberties 
with the punctuation and capitals, 
Milton probably had litde enough to 
do with them personally; the trans- 
lation that accompanies this draft 
is Masson’s. Both Latin and Eng- 
lish versions of the second draft 
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are reprinted from Morland’s book. 

In Morland the speech is followed 
by this note: “When Mr. Morland 
had thus exprest himself to the Du\e 
in the presence of Madame Royale, 
and all the Court, he presented him 
with His Highness the Lord Pro- 
tectors Letter, a Copy whereof here 
followes.” 

Letter 154 Textc 

This letter is copied out in the Co- 
lumbia MS., but cancelled by a stroke 
through it, and omitted from Mil* 
ton’s index. The reason for cancella- 
tion may have been that Milton did 
not compose it, or decided not to in- 
clude it because it was not actually 
used (like No. 151), or seemed un- 
important. Since no evidence exists 
to make either alternative sure, it 
seems best to include the letter, 
which seems not to have been printed 
hitherto, in this edition. Professor 
McCrea considers the Latin weak. 
The translation was made for this 
edition. 

Note on Additional Material 
from the Columbia MS^ etc. 

The edition of 1676 and the Skinnet 
MS. were confined to Latin State 
Papers. Milton occasionally wrote of- 
ficial documents for the Parliament 
in English or translated for the use 


of the Council or the House of Com- 
mons documents sent in foreign lan- 
guages. Copies of some of these he 
preserved in the Columbia MS. These 
are all now for the first time printed. 
At the end of this group have been 
collected two similar documents 
(Nos. 165 and 166), identified as 
Milton’s, which have reached us 
through other channels, and a few 
brief references to lost documents of 
which something definite is known, 
though texts have not reached us. 
Letters 155--157 were translated by 
Milton.

This MS., which is partly in Milton’s 
hand, is in the Public Record Office 
(S.P. Dom. 18, Vol. I/142), and 
was noticed by Stern {Milton und 
seine Zeit, III [1879], 31, 257). It is 
the only specimen of his work of this 


kind certainly known to be his out- 
side of the material preserved by him- 
self in the Columbia MS. At the 
beginning of his Secretaryship he 
probably did a fair amount of such 
translating, but later he relied a good 
deal on official and unofficial assist- 
ants (especially his nephew), and 
definite authorship would be very 
difficult to establish, since he usually 
dictated even when he composed 
such things. Most of the present MS. 
is in the hand of an amanuensis 
probably identical with the man who 
wrote his letters to Mylius; one line 
is in a third hand.

Letter 166 Text L (original doc- 
ument, PJR..O., London). 

The employment of Milton as an 
amanuensis must have been very 
rare, but Masson (Life, IV, 225) 
recognized his hand in this unique 
entry in the Scroll Order Book of 
the Council (the result either of a 
momentary absence of the usual 
scribe, or perhaps of Milton’s special 
interest in Chambers). The text and 
the handwriting have been verified 
from the original record in the P.R.O. 
(S.P. 25/6). The passage was first 
printed as Milton’s by Masson in 
1877 at the reference given. 

167. Lost Diplomatic Papers. 

There are numerous references in the 
Orders of the Council of State to 
the preparation of official documents. 
These only occasionally refer defi- 
nitely to Milton as the appointed 
writer or translator. And among the 
few references met with, a fair num- 
ber are to letters collected by Milton 
himself, which are less appropriate to 
an edition than to a commentary. But 
there are references to a few docu- 
ments, now lost or at least untraced, 
of which notice should be taken here. 
In the text we have inserted brief 


tides, in the notes below are given 
the pertinent portions of the Orders, 
usually following Masson’s texts. 

Letter 167. No text. 

It was ordered (Order Books, Jan. 29, 
1649/50, P.R.O., S.P. 25/63, p. 569) 
“That Mr Milton do prepare a let- 
ter to be sent unto the Governor of 
Tituan in answer to his letter to the 
Council.’’ This letter was evidentiy 
prepared, and (from the analogy of 
the Columbia MS. Letters to other 
oriental rulers) probably in English, 
but Milton apparendy kept no copy. 
He is known to have neglected this 
at the very beginning of his Secretary- 
ship. There is no copy in the P.R.O., 
and letters addressed to the authori- 
ties at Tetuan, Spanish Morocco, sev- 
eral years ago, and again in 1937, 
have not been answered, nor have any 
clues to the contents beyond the date 
come to our attention. Should a copy 
be found before Volume XVIII goes 
to press, it will be included there, but 
we regard the chances of its recovery 
as very slight. See Masson IV, 152. 

167A-F. Documents relating to 
the Dutch Negotiations. No 
texts yet available. 

The documents referred to here are 
all earlier than those given in the Dec- 
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laration against the Dutch of 16529 
to be dealt with (as assigned to Mil- 
ton only by strong implication) in 
Volume XVIIL The pertinent orders 
(Masson, IV, 88, 90-1, 422-4, 427) 
read: 

A. May 18, 1649 That the French 
letters given in to the House by the 
Dutch Ambassador be translated by 
Mr. Milton, and the rest of the letters, 
now in the House, be sent for and 
translated. [These were letters writ- 
ten in French delivered to Parliament 
by the Dutch Ambassador in Ordi- 
nary, Dr. Joachimi, which seem ( from 
the Commons* Journals of that date) 
to have related to the murder of Dr. 
Dorislaus at the Hague, the horror of 
the people and authorities of the Pro- 
vincial States of Holland and West 
Friesland at the outrage, and their 
intention to preserve the other Eng- 
lish agent, Mr. Strickland, from such 
a fate. Milton, as Masson points out, 
seems to have kept no copies of his 
work before August, 1649, and copies 
of these translations do not seem to 
have been preserved.] 

B. Jan. 23, 1651/2 That Mr. Mil- 
ton do make a translate of the Paper 
this day sent in to the Council from 
the Lords Ambassadors for the High 
and Mighty Lords the States General 
of the United Provinces; which the 
Committee for Foreign Affairs are to 


take into consideration, and prepare 
an answer thereto, to be reported to 
the Council. 

C. Jan. 26, 1651/2 That Mr. Mil- 
ton do translate into Latin the An- 
swer of the Council to the First Paper 
of the Lords Ambassadors of the 
United Provinces, containing three 
Articles. 

D. Jan. 28, 1651/2 That the Paper 
now read in answer to the Paper from 
the Dutch Ambassadors, sent by them 
to the Council on the 23rd instant, be 
passed and approved of; and Mr.Mil- 
ton is to translate it into Latin, in or- 
der to be signed by the Lord Presi- 
dent of the Council. 

E. March 8, 1651/2 That so many 
of the Articles (offered by the Dutch 
Ambassadors) as are already passed 
be sent to Mr. Milton to be translated 
into Latin. (After this Weekherlin 
was employed more usually.) 

F. April 15, 1652 That the Paper, 
now read, to be sent to the Dutch 
Ambassadors, be approved of, and 
sent to Mr. Milton, to be translated 
into Latin. [See also page 645.] 

167G-H. To the Spanish Am- 
bassador. No texts. 

The two orders read according to 
Masson, iv, 315, 426: 

G. May 16, 1651 That Mr. hfilton 
do translate the petition of Alderman 
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Dethicke and the Letters of the Coun- 
cil to the Spanish Ambassador into 
Latin that the same may be sent to 
the said Ambassador, according to the 
former order.

169. Scriptum Dom. Protectoris

This declaration has always been 
regarded as the work of Milton, has 
been retranslated as A Manifesto of 
the Lord Protector in 1738 and 1741, 
and is included in many editions of 
Milton’s works. Masson (Life, V, 240 
fif.), following Godwin, regarded it 
with some doubt. Like most scholars, 
however, we agree with Birch and 
accept the work, and reprint it from 
a photostat of a copy of the first edi- 
don (published about December 9, 
1655) in the Bridsh Museum, press- 
mark E. 1953 (8). The transladon is 
from a photostadc copy of the first 
issue of the original English docu- 
ment in the Bridsh Museum, press- 
mark E. Z065 (^)* This last is in black 
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letter, which we have not retained. It 
is not impossible that Milton may 
have had a hand in the English trans- 
lation, although we have no such 
proof of this as in the case of the Old- 
enburgh Safeguard. 

170. The Treaty with Sweden, 
1656. (Texts, printed version of 
1696, and MS in P.R.O.) 

Hamilton, Milton Papers ( 1 859, p. 24) 
and Masson (v, 255) have pointed 
out that an account of the conduct 
of the Swedish Ambassador, Count 
Bonde, left by Bulstrode Whidocke 
{Memorials, Oxford, 1853, iv, 257) 
over the date May 6, 1656, makes it 
certain that Milton put the English 
version of the treaty with Sweden 
into Latin. This reads 

“The Swedish Ambassador again 
complained of the delays in his busi- 
ness, and that, when he had desired 
to have the Articles of this Treaty put 
into Latin, ... it was fourteen days 
they made him stay for that transla- 
tion, and sent it to one Mr. Milton, a 
blind man, to put them into Latin. 
• • • The employment of Mr. Milton 
was excused to him, because several 
other servants of the Council, fit for 
that employment, were then absent.” 

This suggests such employment 
was perhaps unusual for Milton. In 


any case we cannot attribute other 
treaties to him, and even in this case 
he had nothing to do with the com- 
position,but was merely the translator 
of the text. For this reason, although 
the work is not doubtful, it has been 
set in smaller type. The text chosen is 
the earliest known printed version, 
which appears as an Appendix to 
S. Pufendorfs De rebus a Carolo 
Gustavo gestis, Nuremburg, 1696, of 
which there are copies at Harvard and 
in the Bodleian. (The text appears 
also in a later edition of Pufendorf, 
and more accessibly in the Recueil de 
Traites de Paix, Amsterdam, 1700, 
iii, 694a.) 

Variants are given from the ofEcial 
MS copy still in the PRO, (Treaty 
Bundle 69) which was copied out by 
someone unfiimiliar with Latin, and 
contains curious mistakes. The ver- 
sions sent to Sweden and kept in Eng- 
land present the names of the rulers 
and negotiators in different order. 
Our translation is that of George 
Chalmers, A Collection of Treaties 
between Great Britain and Other 
Powers (1790, 1 , 29ff.) with proper 
adjustments made to conform to the 
rearrangement of names in the copy 
sent to Sweden. In Chalmers the full 
heading is, of course, the work of that 
editor. It reads: 
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THE TREATY 

BETWBBN CHARLES GUSTAVUS KINO OF 
SWEDEN, AND OLIVER CROMWELL PRO- 
TECTOR OF ENGLAND; WHEREBY THE 
TREATY OF ALLIANCE MADE BETWEEN 
THOSE TWO STATES THE IITH OF APRIL 
1654, IS CONFIRMED AND EXPLAINED. 

DONE AT LONDON, ANNO 1656.

It is dear from Masson {Life, IV, 
482 ff.) and Hamilton {Milton Papers, 
1859, pp. 20 ff.) that tht Scriptum Par-- 
lamenti, 1652 (a dedaration against 
the Dutch),was published under Mil- 
ton’s supervision. He probably trans- 
lated most of the documents therein 
that appear in Latin into that tongue. 
But since he was only in part author 
of this, it has been decided to treat it 
in Volume XVIII. There will also ap- 
pear a brief discussion of certain ref- 
erences to domestic official works pro- 
jected by Milton, of which no copies 
have been found, and which may not 
have been written by Milton, or at all. 

Milton was assigned to translate a 
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declaration against the Scots on June phonsum Cardenas Vestrum apud 


26 , 1650 (Masson, Life, IV, 228), but 
the work was transferred to Thomas 
May on July 2 (Stern, Milton, III, 
356). 

Other similar documents, like the 
Scriptum et Decretum, 1659 (B*M. 
6915. a. 10), exist, but since no evi- 
dence for Milton’s authorship of them 
has been found, it does not seem 
necessary to deal with them in this 
edition. 

Letters 170A--C. 

[Examination of the other letters 
from the English Government 
preserved in European Archives 
searched by correspondents did not 
reveal any others which can be as- 
signed with any confidence to Mil- 
ton’s pen. However, we have decided 
to print three of these documents, as 
just possibly Milton’s work. One is 
a vigorous protest to the King of 
Spain, the only original letter from 
England of the period that could be 
found in the Archives at Simancos; 
the other two, both at Geneva, are 
introductions for Durie and Mor- 
land, men in whom Milton was 
greatly interested.]

No copies have been found of any of 
the documents listed under the num- 
bers 167 to 167K among ordinarily 
catalogued or accessible papers in the 
Public Record Office. A very slight 


them there at some future time exists. 
This applies especially to 167 A, 167B, 
and 167K. One might also hope that 
copies of 167G, 167H, and perhaps 
167J might be preserved in Spain. 
The chance of this we regard as 
slight, but at the moment of reading 
the last proofs for this volume we 
have not received a final report from 
Simancos. Word however has just 
reached us that copies of 167C, 167D, 
167E, and 167F have been located in 
the Dutch Archives, and texts will 
appear in Volume XVIII. 

167L No text 

Masson (IV, 314) cites an Order of 
the Council of March 28, 1651, which 
should be noticed here. It reads '*That 
Mr. Milton do translate the Intercur- 
sus Magnus which he is to have from 
Sir Harry Vane.” This is indeed a 
treaty that was to be put in English 
for official use, but as it was made in 
1495 between Henry VII of England 
and Philip the Fair of Austria, it 
should more properly be dealt with 
in Volume XVIII. No copy of Mil- 
ton’s version has been found, as yet. 

An Additional Note on the 
Printing of the Utcra 

In our discussion of the original 
editions of Milton’s Utertt, 1676, we 
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should have noted that Alphonse Wil- 
lems, (Les Elsevier, Brussels, 1880, 
no, 2102) states that the printer of 
both was £. Fricx of Brussels, Wil- 
lems did not give his exact reasons 
for his attribution, but he knew much 
of the types and ornaments used by 
the printers of Brussels. The state- 
ment of Daniel Skinner, upon which 
we base our belief that Moses Pitt of 


London was the publisher, does not 
in any way invalidate a conclusion 
that the actual printing was done 
abroad. If Fricx wa$ the man who 
did it, he probably also published the 
book on the continent. It remains for 
future bibliographers to verify the 
conclusions of Willems, and to deter- 
mine if Fricx printed both editions or 
only one of them.
